PRESIDENT DISTURBED 


Over Industrial Deadiock In 


Coal Region 


TALK AT WHITE HOUSE 


At Which Ways and Means For Ef- 
fecting a Settlement Were Discussed 


—Federal Interference Not War- 


ranted by Laws and Constitution 
Washington, Oct. 1—The president 
yesterday took initiative steps to as- 
certain what, if anything, could be done 
by federal authority to settle the coal 
strike. At the temporary White House 
a conference was held with Attorney 
General Knox, Secretary Moody and 
Postmaster General Payne. Governor 
Crane of Massachusetts also Wis pres- 
ent. These men met with President 
Roosevelt first, and after the subject 
had been considered for some time 
they adjourned to another room and 
conferred together for an hour. They 
all returned later in the day and held 
another conference with the president. 

President Roosevelt: is deeply con- 
cerned over the situation. The ap- 
proach of winter with a coal famine 
imminent, and the distress and suffer- 
ing that must ensue unless coal be- 
comes available, puts a situation which 
he thinks should receive the attention 
of the administration if there is any- 
thing that can be done by the govern- 
ment. Many appeals have been made 
to him and many suggestions have 
been received by him, and it was with 
a view to ascertain what power the 
federal authority could evoke that 
caused the conference to be held. 

During the conference every phase 
of the situation was discussed. The 
general opinion of the advisers of the 
president was that the situation did 
not present a case in which there could 
be federal interference by any war- 
rant of law. There has been no inter- 
ference with federal authority in the 
mining region, either by stoppage of 
the mails or resistance of the United 
States court process. It was pointed 
out that there was no occasion for the 
use of federal troops, as Governor Stone 
of Pennsylvania had not called on the 
government for assistance, nor had he 
even exhausted the resources of the 
State by calling out the full strength 
of the state militia. 

The question of the right to seek ap- 
pointment of receivers for the mines in 
order that they might be operated was 
discussed, byt neither in the constitu- 
tion nor in any known law could any 
legal warrant be found for such ac- 
tion, though the discussion on such 
lines even went so far as the considera- 
tion of how the propertiag could be re- 
linquished and control surrendered 
after the object of supplying coal had 
been accepted, assuming the federal 
government could intervene through 
receivers, 

The outcome of the whole discussion 
was that there was a lack of the power 
in the federal administration to take 
any action at the present stage of the 
strike, although the seriousness of the 
coal famine now and the much greater 
evils soon to follow were considered at 
length and with a wish to discover some 
jueihod of ending the industrial dead- 
lock. 

Governor Crane's presence naturally 
brou;ht into prominence the proceed- 
ings begun in the Massachusetts courts 
to secure the appointment of receivers 
for the coal properties, but the opinion 
Was eXpressed that the situation could 
not be met successfully by this method. 

During the day advices were received 
that the strike might be settled by the 
operators and miners themseves and it 
Was suggested that hasty interference 
of any kind by the federal government 
might prevent the consummation of 
the plans for a strike settlement, if any 
such were maturing. While recogniz- 
ing the futility of efforts to end the 
strike that could accomplish nothing, 
it Was stated that the president was 
anxious the end of the strike should 
be brought about at the earliest pos- 
sible moment and that if the attorney 
general or any other member of the 
cabinet could devise a method by which 
the president could proceed that he 
would not hesitate to adopt it, unless 
meanwhile assurance of a settlement 
were received. 

The conference will be resumed to- 
day, at which time Secretary Root, 
who spent the day in New York, will 
be present. It is understood that the 
visit of Secretary Root to New York 
was for the purpose of consulting prom- 
inent business menon thesubject. The 
secretary left for New York Monday, 
after a short conference at the White 
House, when the same men were pres- 
ent who were at yesterday's confer- 
ence. It has been intimated that the 
president may send for the managers 
of the coal properties, but this will 
not be done until after the conference 
today and perhaps not then. 
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COE PLEADS GUILTY 


To the Embezzlement of $90,000, but 
Has Made Partial Restitutiop 

Boston, Oct. 1.—With a plea of guilty 
to the indictment charging the ewm- 
bazzlement of $90,000, Henry W. Coe, 
late treasurer of the Bowker Fertilizer 
company, stood before Judge Aiken 
yesterday afternoon. Melvin O. Adams, 
Coe’s counsel, related the facts how an 
auditor on the books of the fertilizer 
company found irregularities due to 
Coe’s use of the funds to tide over the 
finances of the Dudley millsat Newton, 
in which he was interested. Adams 
told the court that Coe had not bene- 
fited by the misuse of the money. He 
said that about $32,000 had been re- 
turned to the fertilizer company, and 
Coe had pleaded guilty to the charge 
of taking $90,000. Coe had had tn his 
charge $241,000. It was also stated 


that Coe’s wife and daughter had 
turned over to the fertilizer company 
their endowment life insurance  pol- 


icies. 

Treasurer Higginson, who succeeded 
Coe, gave his testimony as to the ferti- 
lizer’s finances. Then a physician told 
the court that Coe is very ill with shak- 
ing palsy. The defendant’s daughter 
also testified to Coe’s condition. Mr. 
Adams then asked the court to post- 
pone sentence for six months, and 
Judge Aiken said that owing to the 
peculiar circumstances he would take 


the matter under consideration snd 
would make some disposition of th: 
case probably today. 
Rally In Stock Market 
New York, Oct. 1.—The stock mar- 


ket, which closed utterly demoralized 
Monday as a result of stringent mone- 
tary conditions and other unfavorable 
circumstances, made a sensational re- 
covery yesterday. ‘The chief causes 
for the complete reversal were the ac- 
tion of the secretary of the treasury in 
removing the restraint on bank re- 
serves, and persistent reports from 
various quarters that the coal strike 
had at last reached the point where ne; 
gotiations for a settlement were actu- 
ally under way. For this last rumor 
there appeared to be little or no founda- 
tion, according to the individual and 
collective statements of the leading 
operators made after the regular week- 
ly meeting. 


Wilcox Gets New Trial 

Raleigh, Oct. 1—The supreme court 
of North Carolina yesterday handed 
down an opinion in the famous case in 
which Jim Wilcox is charged with the 
murder of Nellie Cropsey last No- 
vember. The court gives Wilcox a 
new trial. Nellie Cropsey disappeared 
at night from her home in Elizabeth 
City. She had been last seen with Jim 
Wilcox. Wilcox was arrested and 
tried. He was sentenced to bé hanged. 
He declared his innocence and an ap- 
peal to the supreme court Was taken 


MéLean Remains at Isthmus 

Colon, Oct. 1.—Commander McLean 
of the cruiser Cincinnati will not sail 
for New York on the steamer Finance, 
as announced from here Sunday. He 
will remain in command of the Clincin- 
nati.

Up at Hill Headquarters 


KINGS COUNTY MAY BOLT 


Devery Makes Strong Argument For 
Seats For His Delegation, and They 
Will Probably Be Recognized as 


Ninth District Representatives

The an- 
nouncement of this tentative ticket was 
received quietly by the throngs in the 
hotel corridors and later rumors were 
circulated that when it got before the 
convention it might not stand. One of 
these-rumors Was that Kings county 
Was preparing a bolt. 

The committee on contested seats, 
after a session which lasted from 345 
until 8:10 p. m. yesterday, adjourned 
until today without coming to any de- 
cision in any of the matters brought 
before it. Interest centered in the 
Ninth district. 

When Sergeant-at-Arms Wager called 
the New York contest Chief Devery, 
accompanied by his counsel, A. I. EI- 
kus, Was admitted to the room where 
the committee was prepared to con- 
sider the case behind closed and’ se- 
curely locked doors. The Devery side 
opened the argument and Elkus began 
an argument bearing directly on the 
law which applies to the case. He 
cited the vote which each of the candi 
dates in the district received and de 
clared that while Sheehan, who re- 
celved the second highest number of 
votes at the primaries, might have had 
some right to send a contesting dele- 
gation to the convention, the action of 
Goodwin, who received but a small por- 
tion of the total vote cast, was an insult 
to the intelligence of the convention. 

On behaif of the Goodwin delegates, 
A. J. Tulley presented 26 affidavits 
which, he claimed, substantiated the 
claim that the most flagrant violatious 
of the law had been committed. These 
affidavits, he said, showed that Devery 
had pald money to influence voters. 


After attorneys on both sides had 
been heard, Devery was given tive 
minutes to address the committee. He 


said: “Lama Democrat and have been 
ome all my life. I have never chanred 
my colors, and come before you tonight 
simply because I made a fight against 
a leader who was not of any use to his 
district and who was not wanted 
there. Goodwip had every chance in 
the world. The police were his. They 
would do anything he ordered and Um 
sure I didn’t appoint the election  of- 
ficilals. In the name of justice and 
right I ask that I be protected. I won 
fairly and squarely and certainly I 
shouldn't be robbed. I hope that your 
decision will be that we are to be al- 
lowed to represent the voters who 
showed at the election that they were 
for me.” 

At a late hour last night it was ru- 
mored about the corridor of the Grand 
Union Hotel that prominent party 
leaders had gone to Senator Hill and 
informed him that in their judgment 
it would be political suicide to keep 
Devery out of the convention. 

Mr. Hill is said to have told them 
that possibly it would\be best to permit 
Devery and his fellow delegates to take 
seats as the regular representatives 
from the Ninth district. This rumor 
could not be confirmed. 


Close Contest For Head of Ticket 

Providence, Oct. 1.—The Democratic 
state convention in this eity today will 
witness one of the closest and most 
exciting contests known in Rhode Isl- 
and politics. The important battle will 
be over the nomination for governor and 
the rival candidates are J. J. Fitz- 
gerald and L. F. ©. Garvin. The 
canvass has been in progress for sey- 
eral weeks and both sides claim a vie- 
tory. The unbiased opinion of the poli- 
ticians is that the two sidez are 
separated by a margin of only a few 
votes, with the result yet in doubt.

AIRSHIP EXHIBITIONS 


Wonderful Results Obtained by Nav- 
igators on Long Island 

New York, Oct. 1—Two airships 
made asceuts yesterday on Long Isl-| 
and, which surpassed the achieve 
ments of any other of their kind on 
this continent The airships were op- 
erated by Leo Stevens and Edward C.

HEART TO HEART TALK 


On Coal Strike to Be Held at 
the White House 


PRESIDEN'1’3 INVITATION 


For Anthracite Mine Operators and 
President of Miners’ Union to Meet 
Him and Consider Request to Re- 


open the Mines at Once 


Washington, Oct. 2.—President 


Roosevelt will make an effort to briaz 
the anthracite coal mine owners and 
their striking employes together in the 
interest of the public good. This con- 
clusion was reached after a series of 
conferences with his cabinet adviso:s 
covering Tuesday and yesterday. 'The 
decision was arrived at when the law- 
yers of the cabinet informed the presi- 
dent that there was no way, under the 
constitution and the form of goveru- 
ment of the United States, for federal 
intervention to end the strike. Every 
Phase of the situation was canvassed 
and the determination to have the mine 
operators and President Mitchell meet 
the president was reached when It was 
found that no other method was open. 
At the conclusion of the conference yes- 
terduy the president sent an identical 
telegram to the coal operators and to 
John Mitchell, representing the em- 
ployes, asking them to meet him here 
at 11 o’clock on Friday for the purpose 
of consultation. 

At the meeting Friday the line of ap- 
proach toward the settlement of the 
Strike will be an appeal by President 
Roosevelt to both sides to come to- 
gether as men and not to allow false 
pride or a feeling of obstinacy to stand 
in the Way of the termination of the 
great strike. It is stated by enue of the 
president’s advisors that bey:md_ this 
the president cannot go; he has no 
powers of compulsion to bring into 
play against elther side and he must 
rely upon his persuasive abilities and 
his appeals to thelr sense of humanity 
if anything tangible !s to be acecom- 
plished. 

The president intends to lay before 
his hearers the situation as It appears 
to him with all the prospective hor- 
rors that will follow a fuel famine, and 
will urge them in the interests of Lu- 
manity to open the mines and supply 
the demand for coal. The president 
has taken this action because he feels 
it to be his duty to do so, as’ the ex- 
ecutive head of a nation, threatened 
With great peril. The president has, 
in a sense, taken upon himself the 
burdens of an arbitrator in this great 
dispute between capital and labor, 
and though the arbitmition is not com- 
pulsory and is not even known under 
the name of arbitration in any of the 
invitations issued yesterday, it is the 
hope of the president and his advisors 
that it will be effective. 

There will be no one present at I'ri- 
day’s meeting but the principals. It {s 
true that Friday is cabinet day and that 
11 o'clock, the hour appointed in the 
invitations for the meeting of the coal 
magnates and Mitchell, is the usual 
hour of assembling of the cabinet, but 
aceording to the present understanding 
that cabinet meeting Will be postponed. 
The purpose of the postponement is 
plainly to relieve the invited guests 
from the feeling of reserve that might 
naturally be created if they appeared 
before the entire cabinet, ineluding 
some exceedingly clever lawyers whom 
the coal people might not care to meet 
in a business way in the absence of 
their own legal advisors. 

So the absence of the cabinet will 
give the president an opportunity to do 
just what be wants, namely, to have a 
good heart-to-heart talk with the op- 
erators and Mitchell, to induce them to 
talk to each other freely and to reason 
quietly and soberly and finally to agree 
if possible to make concessions on each 
side which will terminate the strike. 
And, at least, if this last object cannot 
be directly obtained, it is hoped that 
the foundation may be laid for an 
agreement in the near future, perhaps 
an agreement between the principals 
to have further meetings. 

It is stated positively that the presi- 
dent has no assurances from either 
side which formed the basis of his call 
for this meeting. But, when Secretary 
Root was in New York Tuesday and 
the night preceding, he saw one at least 
of the coal presidents whose names 
appears in yesterday’s list of invita- 
tions. Other great financial forces 
than Mr. Morgan, competent of ex- 
ereise a tremendously powerful but 
secret pressure upon corporations, ex- 
ist in New York, and it is surmised thar 
with some of these the secretary, not 
unacquainted in a business way in 
that circle, may have had interviews 
during his visit. 

President Roosevelt's proposition met 
& prompt response from a number of 
the men to whom invitations were sent. 
During the afternoon and evening the

premaent received repies to ms iny71a- 
tions from President Mitchell of the 
mine workers, President Baer of the 
Reading railway and one or two others. 
Baer’s prompt reply to the president's 
suggestion was particularly gratifying 
to Mr. Roosevelt, as it was believed 
that in all probability his acceptance 
will insure favorable replies from other 
officials who were invited. Baer has 
acted as the spokesman for the op- 
erators in the various statements put 
forth from time to time in reply to the 
miners’ representations and it is re- 
alized that his Influence will be a po- 
tent factor in any conferences that 
may take place. 


VAN DERLIP AND COE 


Receive State Prison Sentences For 
Embezzlement of Funds 

Boston, Oct. 2.—Willard C. Van Der- 
lip was arraigned in the superior 
criminal yesterday, pleaded 
guilty to an indictment charging him 
with embezzlement of $65,000 from 
the Lowell estate, of which he was 
trustee, and was given a sentence of 
from seven to eight years’ imprison- 
ment in state prison by Judge Aiken. 
Van Derlip received his sentence 
calmly. 

Lawyer Lowell told of Van Derlip’s 
appointment as trustee of his mother’s 
estate; of his first suspicions, when 
four bonds were found to be missing; 
of Van Derlip’s confession and how the 
latter had made restitution before his 
arrest. The defense rested their case 
on the fact that defandant had made 
restitution of property which might be 
of greater value than the amount 
named in the indictment. 

Mrs. Van Derlip told the court that 
her husband had given up everything, 
leaving her, her two sons, and two 
daughters without any means of sup- 
port. Lawyer Swasey pleaded fora 
light sentence, in view of the fact that 
defendant is 66 years of age. 

Judge Aiken said that, in imposing 
sentence, the court had in mind the 
family, the age of the defendant, and 
his infirmity. He then announced the 
sentence given above. 

Henry I’. Coe, who had previously 
been convicted of the embezzlement of 
$100,000 from the Bowker Fertilizer 
company, of which he was treasurer, 
was then called for sentence. The 
feeble old man stood grasping the rail- 
ing as Judge Aiken imposed a sentence 
of not more than five nor less than four 
years in state prison, the first day to 
be in solitary continement. With 
bowed bead and faltering step, the old 
man was led away to the prisovers’ 
room, Where members of his family 
bade him a sad farewell.

The bankruptey 
petition prevented the proposed sale of 
stock and fixtures of the concern whieh 
had been arranged to take place yes- 
terday. The company’s Ilabilities are 
about $200,000.

‘The slate 
was not broken in any particular, but 
the right of objection to it was given 
to all the delegates except when, in the 
case of one New York delegate, it was 
believed to be an infringement of the 
rules under which the convention was 
acting. Naturally a great deal of the 
interest in the convention centered in 
the attitude it would take toward the 
seating of William 5S. Devery, forner 
head of the police department of New 
York, and who held a regular certiticate 
of election from the Ninth New York 
district. 

It was not an unexpected event that 
the convention decided to unseat him. 
And it was not also unexpected that he 
and his followers, who were N 
ample room in the convention to make 
themselves conspicuous, were vo 
ciferous in their objections. Mr. 
Devery’s attitude and that of his 
friends was picturesquely objection 
able. So thoroughly had he made ap 
his mind that the convention would 
have none of him that he did not at 
tend the meeting of the committee en 
credentials. When the convention de- 
cided to adopt the report of the commit- 
tee by the preponderous vote of 122 to 
21, Mr. Devery walked out of the con- 
vention after being allowed to declare 
himself a good Democrat and _pro- 
ceeded to hold a mass meeting on the 
steps of the United States Hotel. 

Perhaps tae most dramatic situation 
during the convention Was the refusal 
to hear the opposition that developed 
sto Coler from the Third district of 
Kings and from New York city. Coler’s 
name had been placed in nomination 
and the nominations closed. Nathan 
Straus of New York offered objections 
to Coler. He had hardly begun to state 
his objections when he was roundly 
hissed and finally ruled out of order 
As he was about to hand his written 
objection to a bewspaper man it was 
seized by a delegate and torn up. The 
Straus incident ended objections to the 
ticket, and the rest of it Was nominated 
Without any’ question whatever in a 
perfunctory manner.

Misunderstood by British

It was never so clean, 
ror was there ever a time when presi- 
dent and members of departments were 
so thoroughly in sympathy with its 
freedom from favoritism. Is it labor? 
What chief magistrate was ever move 
in sympathy with labor or when was 
labor—though none of us ever gets all 
he wants—ever better employed or bet- 
ter paid or jts just demands more 
heeded? Is it finance? But all ques- 
tions under this head were settled six 
years ago, when the attractive orator 
who stood for every financial frenzy 
was defeated for the presidency. 

“Is it the tariff? That, too, is a set- 
tled question. The American people 
have decided in favor of laying tariff 
duties in such a way as to encour:ge, 
protect and develop American indas- 
tries and labor; the opposite principle 
of a tariff for revenue only is no longer 
an American principle. An adequate 
tariff for protection incident to revenue 
has always been followed by indus- 
trial prosperity and the violation of this 
rule by industrial depression. 

“Is it the issue of trusts? Then point, 
if you can, to a more earnest, honest 
and unceasing effort than that of the 
administration of President Roosevelt 
to deal with this question. If the out- 
ery against trusts means an attack up- 
on all aggregations of capital, then it 
is an idle and unreasonable outcry, be- 
cause it is impossible to accgmplish the 
great works and enterprises of the 
present time in the interest of the peo- 
ple at large except by accumulated 
capital, just as it is necessary also to 
accumulate labor, and both have similar 
rights and responsibilities in this re- 
spect.

If this is the issue, we 
point to our own Charles H. Allen, 
governor of Porto Rico, transforming 
that island in 14 months into a para- 
dise of good government and public 
freedom, which, when he left it, found 
its parallel only in the states of our 
union. Our imperialists, Governor 
Allen and General Wood of Cuba and 
Judge Taft in the Philippines—benefi- 
cent names that are immortalized in 
the islands and in the very hearts of 
the people of those islands.

It never ex- 
isted. It was a spook. 

“Shall the flag come down? Yes, we 
answer, if it stands only for military 
occupation and subjugation. No, will 
answer the Filipinos if it shall stand for 
American influence, ideas, laws and in- 
stitutions and American assimilation. 

“We have made the individual Fili- 
pino personally more independent 
than if his islands, incapable at present 
of a Republican form of government 
by his own people, who are as yet un- 
equal to such a task, were left to nomi- 
nal independence to themselves and to 
the local and unstable government of 
the various forces or factions among 
them that might be strongest for the 
time being. We have done more to 
make the Philippines free and to insure 
their ultimate self-governing independ- 
ence than immediate independence, so 
called, would have given them. And 
we will even do better by them yet.

While everyone connected with the 
administration is extremely reticent 
concerning the there is a 
feeling of hope among those close to 
the president that it is going to result 
in a settlement of the strike. This hope 
is based off the acuteness of the situa- 
tion and the necessity that exists fora 
settlement, along with the known de- 
termination of the president to bring 
about a settlement of the great labor 
controversy if such a thing be possible. 

The presideut may begin the pro- 
ceedings by making an informal but 
very straightforward statement of the 
reasons which compelled him to ask 
the coal presidents and the president 
of the United Mize Workers to come to 
Washington. He willsay that, without 
regard to the merits of the contro- 
versy, it is time that something should 
be done to relieve the famine 
which now threatens general distress 
and perhaps industrial paralysis and so- 
cial upheaval. He will appeal to them 
in the name of humanity to use all rhe 
power and influence which they may 
possess toward opening the mines. 
After he has made this statement it Is 
expected that the coal operators and 
Mr. Mitchell will have something to 
suy. Unless the president is disap- 
pointed, the meeting will net break up 
until some proposal bas been made 
looking to an adjustment of differences 
and the reopening of the mines, 

President Roosevelt has considered 
thoroughly the idea—which has been 
somewhat widely expressed—that the 
mere fact that the President of the 
United States is the cause of bringlig 
the men together in conference does 
not insure success for the meeting. The 
president will, therefore, seek to be a 
positive personal force in the effort be- 
gun by him to bring about a settlement 
of the strike. It is his hope that the 
appeal which he has prepared will be 
accepted by the people at large as such 
a strong, common sense statement of 
the case that public opinion will force 
the operators and miners to come to- 
gether. The president has considered 
fully the chances of failure, and ‘e Is 
not worried about that possibility, so 
far as any consequences persomal to 
himself are concerned. Whether he 
succeeds or fails, he is willing to ake 
the undertaking, in the belief that 
public opinion will give him the credit 
of doing the best he could within his 
limited power in the premises.

A SHARP ARRAIGNMENT 


Of Trusts “Which Dazzle the 
Speculative World” 


NINE OUT OF TEN ARE BOGUS 


Senator Dolliver Says Even the Most 
Solvent and Best Managed of Trusts 
Must Eventually Collapse—Many 


& Have Already Fallen Before Justice 


Chicago, Oct. 3.—The “Iowa idea” 
came to the surface last night at a 
mnass meeting under the auspices of the 
National League of Republican clubs, 
which met in annual convention bere 


yesterday. United States Senator 
Dolliver of Iowa was responsible. In- 
terest became intense when it was 


realized by those present that they were 
being treated to the first public speech 
on the subject by a national leader of 
the party since the lowa Republican 
state convention. Mr. Dolliver said in 
part: 

“Let us look at the Iowa idea fora 
minute, and I select that, only because 
I am more familiar with it, and be- 
cause circumstances have arisen to 
give it a universal advertisement. It 
has been presented to the country as 
the sudden impulse of dissatisfied 
mischief-makers within the Republican 
party. On the other hand, it is the 
mature judgment of a man whose 
wisdom has never failed the Rep abli- 
can party in the 40 years of his in- 
terrupted public service. 

“Our people recognize the value of a 
large capital for the transaction of a 
great business and especially for the 
commercial conquests upon which we 
are now entering. But they recognize 
also the danger of abuses, both in the 
organization and management of great 
industrial enterprises, and would have 
the government of the United States 
stand bafween the community and the 
reckless perversion of the beneficent 
law of corporate property. 

“It is evident that, even if it were 
desirable to kill the trusts, it could not 
be done by merely remitting the duties 
which their foreign competitors pay at 
our custom houses. A successful at- 


tempt to repal the law of competition | 


in the American market place would be 
speedily fatal to the protective tar- 
iff system. 

“Protection, in the perfection of its 
design, as destribed by Mr. Hamilton, 
does not invite competition from 
abroad,’ says Mr. Blaine in his famous 
chapter on the tariff question in its re- 
lation to the political revolution of 1860, 
in “‘Iwenty Years of Congress,’ ‘but is 
based on the controlling principle that 
competition at home will always pre- 
vent monopoly on the part ef the cap- 
italist, assure good wages to the laborer 
and defend the consumer against the 
evils of extortion.’ 

“That principle, which never failed 
to justify the doctrine of protection in 
any period of the past, is today passing 
through an ordeal! hardly even antici- 
pated when the tariff law of 1897 was 
placed upon the statute books. We 
know that the trusts are 185 in num- 
ber and represent the consoiidation of 
2400 separate plants. We know that 
less than 10 percent of the factory labor 
of the country is employed by them, 
and only 14 percent of our manu- 
factured output {s made by them and, 
leaving out chemicals aud the products 
of iron and steel, the percentage is 
hardly visible to the naked eye. In 
the textile industries they are almost 
unknown, and most of the other fields 
of American production they have en- 
tered as mere intruders and disturbers 
of the peace. 


“Between 1890 and 1901 most of then 
have been established, and, in the ag- 
gregate, counting all kinds of stocks 
and all kinds of bonds which they have 
issued, tlgir gross capitalization has 
been 36,500,000,000, from which at 
least $2,000,000,000 should be deducted 
to cover spurious stock, which repre- 
sents nothing except the swindling 
projects of adventurers and cheats at 
common law. So that, putting all the 
consolidations which have been effected 


in the last 12 years together, $4,500,000,- 


000 may be set down as their true ag- 
gregate capitalization, including their

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GRANITE STAfE’S LOSS 


Loses One of Her Foremost Citizens 
In the Death of Frank Jones 
Portsmouth, N. H., Oct. 3.—Former 
Congressman Frank Jones, millionaire 
brewer and eapitalist, and for many 
ears the most prominent business man 


and politician in New Hampshire, died 
at his home in this city last night, aged 
70. His death resulted from a compli- 
cation of diseases which had been un- 
dermining his heaJth for several 
months, and terminating a business 
career that was one of the most suc- 
cessful in the records of New Eng- 
land’s self-made men. Mr. Jones was 
for many years the leader of New 
Hampshire’s Democracy, being twice 
elected mayor of Portsmouth, and a 
member of two congresses. In 1896 he 
voted for McKinley, and since that 
time he had been identified with the 
Republican party. 

Frank Jones was born in Barrinxz- 
ton, N. H., in 1832. He attended the 
common schools, and at the age of 17 
was engaged in the hardware and tin 
business. In 1858 he became interested 
in the brewing business, which under 
his management has been developed to 
the first rank among the brewers of 
America. For many years he was 
closely identified with banks, railroads 
and other great corporations. He was 
also much interested in hotel propery 
and was proprictor of hotels in this 
state, while he held large interests in 
several hotels in Boston. His hotels in

[t is unusual for a Mayor to send out | 
a campaign documeut with the annual 
tax bills of the city, and it is particu-| 
larly open to criticism this year, when 
the tax bills are late, so that they 
reach the taxpayers within one month 
of the municipal caucuses.

Mayor Bryant can hardly claim an 
economical administration for several 
reasons. 

First,—In his annual budget he rec- 
ommended the appropriation of every 
dollar possible under the law which 


limits the amount to $12 on the 
$1000 of the valuation.

Tamaqua, Pa., Oct. 6—-Early Sunday 
morning a section of track on the 
Silver Creek branch of the Philadel- 
phia and Reading road was blown up 
with dynamite. The explosion shook 
the houses in New Philadelphia and 
Silver Creek. When the workmen's 
train reached the scene of the explo- 
sion a force of 50 deputies were on 
hand to escort them to the colliery.

Newcastle, Ps., Oct. 6.—-The Shenan- 
go Valley steel mill closed down at 
midnight, on account of inability to 
secure coal for the boilers. The plant 
employs about 1000 men.

TRIBUTES TO DEAD AUTHOR 


From Friends, Who Lay Great Stress 
on the Part He Took In Behalf of 
Dreyfus—Large Force of Military 


Acted as Guardians of the Peace 


Paris, Oct. 6.—The remains of Emile 
Zola were laid at rest yesterday with 
simple but impressive ceremonies. It 
was such a funeral as Zola himself 
would have wished, avithout pomp, 
but with the serried ranks of thou- 
sands of working men, many accom- 
panied by their wives, sorrowfully 
marching behind his coffin. Municipal 
guards, mounted and on foot, lined the 
route, but except for a company of in- 
fantry, which rendered military honors 
to the body as it was carried from the 
house to the hearse, they were there 
as guardians of order and not as _par- 
ticipants in the ceremony. 

Former Captain Dreyfus marched in 
the funeral cortege, according to the au- 
thority of the prefect of police; but he 
passed completely unnoticed by the 
crowd. A little distance behind him 
came Mme. Dreyfus, accompanied by 
her father. Dreyfus sent a handsome 
wreath which was placed beside the 
coffin. 

Preceding the hearse were three other 
cars almost hidden beneath masses of 
magnificent floral offerings from Zola’s 
admirers in all parts of the world. 

Mme. Zola wished to follow her hus- 
band’s body to the grave, but her 
doctors absolutely forbade her to do 
so; she therefore bade farewell to the 
remains in the mortuary chamber. 

As the bier emerged to the street the 
mounted officer of infantry saluted it 
with his sword and the two lines of 
soldiers presented arms. The ‘crowd 
of mourners in front of the house un- 
covered and amid a deep silence, broken 
only by the melancholy rolling of 
muliled drums, the coffin was laidin the 
hearse. 

Among the masses of spectators 
which lined the route there were prob- 
ably many who were not admirers of 
Zola, but the deep respect for the dead 
which is inherent in Frenchmen pre- 
vented a discordant note, and every- 
body uncovered as the hearse passed. 
The cortege entered the deserted ceme- 
tery and followed the avenue through 
the tombs to the cross roads, where a 
smal] platform had been erected for the 
funeral orators. This platform faced 
the catafalque upon which the coffin 
was deposited. Here it rested beneath 
the overhanging boughs of lime trees 
from which, during the speeches, yel- 
low leaves fluttered down upon it. 

The final oration was delivered by 
Anatole I’rance, one of the most ard2at 
champions of the revision of the Drey- 
fus case. He said that Zola’s work 
could be compared only to that of 
Tolstoi, but that Tolstoi had built up a 
city of resignation, whereas the ideal 
of Zola had been work. The speaker 
dwelt upon the Democratic aim of the 
dead novelist’s work and then burst 
into a powerful tribute to Zola’s part 
in the Dreyfus affair and a denuncia- 
tion of his enemies. He said he would 
not maintain a cowardly silence before 
the coflln of his friend, and spoke of 
the sinister situation in the country 
when the populace, misled by mon- 
strous lies and excited by odious declara- 
tions, believed it had been betrayed 
and felt exasperated. Then Zola wrote 
to the President of France that terrible 
letter in which he denounced forgery 
and felony. M. France then recalled 
the yells of rage and shouts of “death” 
which had pursued Zola to the law 
court during the long trial, which he 
said had been judged in voluntary 
ignorance of the case, on false testi- 
mony and amid the rattling of swords. 

In those days, continued M. France, 
many good citizens despaired of the 
salvation of the fatherland and of the 
mora] fortune of the country. But all 
was saved; Zola’s courageous words 
had awakened France. The conse- 
quences of his action were incalculable. 
A new order of things had been found- 
ed; better justice and a deeper knowl- 
elge of the rights of all men had come 
from his act. 

Applause broke frequently from M. 
France’s hearers during his speech, and 
the crowd at the entrance of the ceme- 
tery heard and re-echoed it. 

At the conclusion of the orations the 
relatives of the deceased novelist 
grouped themselves beside the coffin 
und a monster procession, composed 
mainly of members of labor organiza- 
tions, was allowed to enter the ceme- 
tery and file past the body. Each dele- 
gation brought a wreath and deposited 
it beside the coffin. The people plucked 
the flowers and ferns which had been 
strewn on the coffin during the cere- 
mouy and carried them away as_ sou- 
venirs until none was left. After the 
march past, the coffin was placed in a 
temporary vault. 

The proceedings were perfectly or- 
derly until the delegations left the ceme- 

tery. Then several of the leading 
actors in the Dreyfus affair, such as 
Colonel Piequart, Maitre Labori and M. 
Jaures, were recognized and loudly 
cheered. Maite®Labori, who was 
greatly excited, addressed a few words 
to the crowd; but, fearing that his 
words would lead to trouble, the police 
induced hfm and Colonel Picquart to 
enter the lodge at the gate of the ceme- 
tery and remainsthere until the crowd 
had dispersed. 
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LODGE ON COAL STRIKE 


UNDER MILITARY GUARD 


Says Anthracite Mines Are Not Under | fiob Threatened Destruction of Rail- 


Control of a Trust 

3oston, Oct. 6.—The speech of Sena- 
tor Lodge at the Essex club Saturday 
evening was noteworthy, dealing as it 
did with the coal situation. He ex- 
pressed earnest sympathy with and 
emphatic support for the president in 
his efforts to end the coal strike. He 
said: “I feel rather strongly io re- 
gard to the attitude taken by some of 
the conferees, but there is one thing 
which I think we can all say, and that 
is, that the President of the United 
States has acted in a manner which 
al] Americans approve. I think also 
it is a painful illustration of the wisdom 
of what the president has been saying 
in various speeches in New England 
and elsewhere in regard to ithe neces- 
sity of some government supervision 
or regulation of what are commonly 
called trusts. 

“There is no trust in the anthracite 
region. The mines are owned by large 
corporations and by small corpora- 
tions and by individuals, but there is no 
such thing as a trust really, asa mat- 
ter of accurate definition. 

“There are certain large corporations 
which it is the fashion to call trusts, 
and there are certain large corpora- 
tions in the anthracite coal fields, and 
this strike shows the necessity of some 
kind of supervision and regulation of 


these great corporations, which pro- 
duce the necessaries of life, by the na- 
tional government. These great cor- 


porations are as essential to modern 
business as anything can possibly be. 
They are good servants, but they are 
dangerous masters. 

“There must be some power that can 
control them in the last resort. There 
is a ery to take the duty off coal. Per- 
sonally I see no possible objection to 
taking that duty off. I should like to 
see congress pass a law authorizing the 
president to proclaim the removal of 
the duty on bituminous coal coming 
from Canada just as Soon as Canada 
takes off the duty from our coal going 
into Canada.” 


American League Made Money 

Boston, Oct. 6.—Major league base- 
ball, and in fact practically all baseball, 
for the season of 1902 is a thing of the 
past. On Saturday the curtain dropped 
for the season on league baseball in this 
city. The season just closed furnisnes 
a Striking contrast from a local stand- 


point. The American league made 
large money, estimated at between 
$30,000 and $50,000. The National 
league, on the other hand, lost big 
money, a conservative estimate hel +g 
$25,000. Both teams finished third in

way Company’s Property 

Glens Falls, N. Y., Oct. 6.—Soldiers 
of the National Guard are again zuard- 
ing the peace of this town. The militia 
company of this place is now protecting 
the property of the Hudson Valley 
electric railway in Glens Falls. A 
Bquad is ulso guarding a bridge at 
Sandy Hill, having been sent there fol- 
lowing a report that one of the canal 
bridges there was to be blown up. 

The presence of militia is due to the 
action of a riotous wob which held pos- 
session of Glens Falls for four hours 
Saturday night. The mob was col- 
posed of sympathizers with the strik- 
ing employes of the electric railway 
and the police force was powerless 
against it. 

At Cool’s switch four cars were 
stulled at one time. They were soon 
abandoned, the non-union motormen 
and conductors placing themselves in 
the hands of the police for protection 
or deserting to the strikers. The car 
windows were smashed and a perfect 
fusillade of bricks and stones were 
hurled at the cars. 

Conductor Currier was so badly in- 
jured by rough handling and by being 
hit in the head with missiles that he is 
in a hospital in a serious condition. 

About this time Company A wade 
its appearance and took the motormen 
and conductors under protection. Ths 
militiamen used the butts of their guns 
and threatened to shoot. Captain Moit 
made several arrests. Chief of Police 
Patterson fired twice at persons who 
attempted to prevent him closing a 
window in the jail and who threatened 
him with revolvers. He thinks he hit 
one man, 

Thirteen persons are now held for iu- 
citing riot. The town was quiet last 
night, as no attempt was made to run 
cars.

Tageblatt publishes two letters written 
by the late Queen Marie Henrietta of 
Belgium, showing a half century of 
matrimonial misery. In one Ietter, 
dated Sept. 20, 1853, a month after her 
marriage, the queen says: “Iam an 
unhappy woman. God is my only sup- 
port. My poor mother begins to per- 
ceive what she did when she ar- 
ranged my marriage. She only sought 
my happiness, but she now sees the 
contrary in the case. If God will hear 
my prayer I will not live longer.’ The 
other letter, written later, was in the 
same tenor. 


Trust Fight Backed by Press

TROOPS IN COAL FIELD 


Whole Division of National 
Guard Called Out 


A DEFINITE TEST OF CLAIMS 


Likely to Result Before the End of 
the Week-Governor Declares In. 
tention of Supgressing Disorder— 


Mitchell Calls For Meetings 


Scranton, 
whole 


Pa., Oct. 7.—With the 
division of the National Guard 
in the field there will be 28 soldiers for 
each of the 480 mining operations and 
a little more than one for every two 
men now at work about the mines. 
There is no settled opinion bere 2s 
to what effect the calling out of the 


whole of the guard will have. The op- 
erators have claimed that it would 


break the strike by inducing to return 
to the mines thousands of men who 
they claim are only deterred now from 
so doing by fear of violence. The 
strike leaders have been saying the 
calling out of the Third brigade had no 
tendency to break the strike, but that 
it has had the effect of deterring men 
from returning to work. The present 
Week will, it is believed, put the rival 
claims to a definite test. 


Governor Orders Out Troops 

Harrisburg, Oct. 7.—Governor Stone 
late last night ordered out the entire 
division of the Nationa! Guard of Penn- 
sylvania to duty in the anthracite coal 
regions. The soldiers will be in the 
field today. The order calling out the 
guard says that men who desire to 
work have been beaten and driven 
away and their families threatened. 
Railroad trains have been delayed, 
stoned and the tracks torn up; the civil 
authorities are unable to maintain or- 
der and the territory involved is so ex- 
tensive that the troops now on duty are 
insufficient to prevent ail disorder. 

The order further that us 
tumults, riots, mobs and disorder 
usually occur when men attempt to 
work in and about coal mines, the 
brigadier general commanding will see 
that all men who desire to work and 
their families have ample military pro- 
tection. He will protect all trains and 
Other property from unlawful inter- 
ference and will arrest all persous en 
gaging in acts of violence and intimida 
tion and hold them under guard unatil 
their release will not) endanger the 
public peace; will see that threats, in 
timidations and all acts of 
cease ut once.

Mitc® ll to His Followers 

Wilkesharre, Pa., Oct. 7.—President 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers 
slipped out of town before dawn yes- 
terday morning for Philadelphia, where 
he met Carrol! D. Wright, who is 
President Roosevelt's personal repre- 
sentative On mutters pertaining to the 
anthracite coal strike. Mr. Mitchell re- 
turned here last night, unaccompanied 
and unannounced, aud made the simple 
statement that he had met the labor 
commissioner. He refused absolutely 
to discuss his visit to Philadelphia, 
declined to say where in Philadelphia 
he met Mr. Wright or what passed be- 
tween them. Subsequently he in- 
formed a representative of The Asso- 
ciated Press that he saw other gentle- 
men while there, but declined to dis- 
close their identity. 

A conference between Mitchell and 
his district presidents continued until 
11:15 p. m. and at 11:30 o'clock, five 
minutes before the national president 
left for Buffalo, he gave tothe press the 
following statement, which was hur- 
riedly prepared after he returned froin 
Philadelphia: 

‘To district secretaries and all miag 
workers im the anthracite field: 

“You have, no doubt, read in the 
daily papers, the proceedings of the 
conference at the White House last Fri- 
day in which your officers proposed an 
immediate resumption of work if the 
operators would agree with us to refer 
the questions at issue In the strike to 
the decision of the President of the 
United States and a tribunal named iy 
him. You have noted the reply of the 
presidents of the coal-carrying roads, 
in which they responded to our over- 
tures by denouncing your union, its 
members and officers in the most vehe- 
ment and malicious manner possible. 
They also declared that a large ma- 
jority of the strikers would return to 
work if given military protection and 
they demanded that the president send 
United States troops to the coal fields. 

“In order to demonstrate to the peo- 
ple of our country that the statements 
of the operators are unfounded, tHat 
the mine workers are law-abiding 
citizens, the officers of all local unions 
should call mass meetings of all men 
on strike, union and non-union, such 
meetings to be held in each mining 
town at 2 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon, Oct. 8. We know that the mine 


WOrkeTs are hol resicuined Trom going 
to work by fear of bodily harm; and if 
this is the sentiment prevailing at the 
meetings, resolutions should be adopt- 
ed, emphatically declaring the state- 
ments of the operators to be untrue. 

“We also advise that acts of lawless- 
ness by the coa! and iron police and by 
Strikers be denounced and the service 
of members of the union tendered the 
local authorities to preserve law «and 
order. 

“Great care should be exercised that 
those on strike do not permit them- 
selves to be provoked by the eoal and 
iron policemen into the commission of 
overt acts. The operators, failing to 
break the strike and deprive you of 
your well earned victor), are Luw at 
tempting to array public sentiment 
against you by making false claims that 
a reign of terror exists in the coal 
fields. Be steadfast and true while 
this struggle for living wages and 
American conditions of employment is 
going on, and we have no hesitaney in 
Saying that victory will be achieved 
in the not distant future. The heartof 
the nation beats in sympathy with you 
and all good citizens favor your canse. 

“Do not fail to have resolutions 
drafted in plain, temperate language, 
telegraph them at our expense to Prest- 
dent Mitchell’s headquarters, imme- 
diately upon the adjournment of meet- 
ings.” 


Probable Appeal to Mitchell 

Washington, Oct. 7.—There was cnly 
one development of importance in the 
coal strike situation yesterday. Frank 
P. Sargent, commissioner of immigra- 
tion and for many years chief of the 

srotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
had a long interview with Presi‘lent 
Roosevelt and left Washington very 
soon afterwards. Mr. Sargent indi- 
cated that the interview concerned the 
coal strike, but he would not discuss 
the matter. From the fact that he 
always has been influential with labor 
organizations it is generally believed 
that he is entrusted with a message to 
President Mitchell of the Miners’ union. 

While many propositions have been 
under discussion, it is almost certain 
that the administration is taking up 
only one plan at a time. 

@he present plan is that outlined in 
The Associated Press dispatches Satur- 
day and Sunday and contemplates an 
end of the strike by the action of Presi- 
dent Mitchell and his associates, anda 
full investigation of the mining condi- 
tions later. 

No hope is entertained that anything 

an be accomplished through the coal 
operators since the attitude they took 
at the conference Friday. Should the 
movement now on foot fail there seems 
to be no cther plan which presents 
a feasible solution of the serious 
problem. 

While it is generally believed that 
President Roosevelt has sent a direct 
appeal to Mr. Mitchell there was no 
confirmation of such action obtainable 
at the White House. 


Wright Kept Out of the Way 
Philadelphia, Oct. 7.—John Mitchell 
paid a mysterious visit to this city 
yesterday and after remaining here 
about six hours returned to Wilkes 
barre. It was later learned that Mitch- 


ell had met Carroll D. Wright, but all 
efforts to locate Mr. Wright proved 
futile. 


To Help Check Famine 

Washington, Oct. 7.—The treasury de- 
partment yesterday sent the following 
letter to the collectors of the principal 
ports of entry in the United States: 
“Reports indicate that quite a large 
quantity of coal is being imported. If 
any portion of this should arrive at 
your port the department desires every 
facility offorded for its prompt de- 
livery. So far as may be, give eon- 
signments off coal the preference over 
everything else, and for the present 
solve all reasonable doubts in favor of 
the coal importer.” 


A Famine Indeed 

New York, Oct. 7.—The coal famine 
in this city reac he da stage yesterday 
where dealers were unable to supply 
anthracite at any price and had great 
difficulty in filling orders for bituminous 
coal. Those dealers who could deliver 
soft coal were selling it at $10 and $12 
a ton. In many parts of the city the 
effect of the scarcity of fuel was shown 
in the shutting off of steam in factories 
and in stopping the hot water supplies 
in flats and apartment houses. 


Germany Is Interested 

Berlin, Oct. 7.—The coal strike In the 
United States is attracting more and 
more attention here. The newspapers 
print rather full accounts of the con- 
ferences at Washington. The press 
takes sides with the miners and cen- 
sures the operators for their unyield- 
ing attitude.

Will Not Prove an Easy Mat- 


ter For the Government

Organizations which started as trusts 
in the legal sense have, as the combin.- 
tion movement has developed, become 
corporations. <A corporation may be of 
enormous size and yet may have none 
of the attributes of a trust. Thus a 
Single railroad corporation, or a cor- 
poration exercising a local franchise, 
may represent an investment of tens 
of millions of dollars and may employ 
thousands of men, and yet it is en- 
tirely different in its nature from a 
trust. 

Therefore it is not merely the element 
of size which constitutes a trust. The 
distinguishing feature of the trust is 
not the fact that it necessarily involves 
monopoly, either partial or entire, o 
the fact that it is a corporate organiza- 
tion. The feature is found in the ele- 
ment of combination, in the fact that 
the trust brings under one ownership 
and control a considerable number of 
corporations or of enterprises widely 
separated in location and sometimes 
dealing with a large variety of sub- 
jects. 

Until recent times no single corpora- 
tions, except those engaged in trans- 
portation, occupied a vital relation to 
the people of the whole country or even 
to a large section of it. Today, many 
of the most important necessities of life 
and many of the greatest products of 
industry are controlled by the great 
combinations known as trusts. That it 
would be possible, or desirable, even if 
possible, to break up the great trusts 
and to compel them by national! legisla- 
tion to disSelve again into the 
stituent parts which have made them 
up, I do not believe. The economic 
basis of the trust is found in the fact 
that unrestricted competition often in 
volves an enormous and unnecessary 
waste both of capital and labor; if the 
trusts did not have this strong economic 
basis they could not have developed to 
such an extent as to bring the trust 
question to the forefront of political 
discussion. 

When we 


cou 


come to the question of 
what can be done, or ought to be done 
by public action, to meet the conditions 
created by the great development of 
trusts, we find ourselves confronted 
with great difficulties. 

While lL fully recognize the effort with 
Which the president has endeavored to 
approach the trust question I believe 
that he has thus far failed to formulate 
any practicable plan of action. His 
surgestion that the constitution of the 
United States should be amended so as 
to vest in congress full power to control 
and regulate corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce seems to me to be 
one of the most impracticable and ob- 
jectionable which the discussion of the 
question has brought forth. The presi- 
dent's further suggestion of legislation 
which would briug more publicity in- 
to the nanagement of the trusts may 
be a good one as far as it goes, but 
it certainly does not go very far. 

Publicity is a very pretty palliative, 
but hardly a remedy; it may have the 
effect of a sedative upon the public 
mind, but it will not control the trusts. 
There policy, however, in rela- 
tion to the trust question which is 
simple, practicable and measurably ef- 
fective. When the governmeut taxes 
an article produced by a trust In such 
a maobner that a portion of the tax goes 
into the public treasury, while another 
and larger portion goes into the treas- 
ury of the trust, it establishes a rela- 
tionship which is practically that of 
partnership. The first thing, therefore, 
to do in dealing with the trust prob- 
lem, is to deprive the trust of the gov 
ernmental favor and protection which 
it now eajoys. If, after we have dove 
this, oppressive monopoly is still found 
to exist, we shall have to devise some

The ceremonies there consisted of a 
number of addresses by men of national 
reputation, the chief speech being de- 
livered by Secretary Hay; for the rest 
of the day old soldiers busied themselves 
largely in renewing acquaintances. 

The events of the day outside the 
dedication ceremonies at Camp Roose 
velt included a fine regatta on the Po- 
tomac, an attractive automobile parade, 
an interesting procession by the Red 
Men of this city and neighboring cities 
and eamptires in the evening. 

In his address at Camp Roosevelt 
Secretary Hay said: 

In the name of the president and in 
his stead, I bid you welcome to Wash- 
ington. I need not say that on every 
inch of American soil, wherever that 
starry banner waves, you are at Lome, 
and need no formal words of welcome. 
A peculiar interest attends this gather- 
ing. Never again shall all of us meet 
in a camp like this. Not often shall the 
youngest and strongest of us come to- 
gether to renew our memories of the 
past, and our yows of eterna! devotion 
to the cause to which in those distant 
days we swore allegiance. Thirty- 
seven years have passed since some of 
us, wearing crape on our arms and 
mourning in our hearts for Abraham 
Lincoln, saw the great army which he 
loved pass before the White House in 
the grand review. But the men in the 
street that day afforded their own 
country, and the rest of the world, a 
lesson Which shall never be forgotten, 
though its tremendous import was not 
immediately perceived. 

Since then the world has learned the 
lesson of that hour. The normal con- 
dition of the republic is peace, but not 
the nerveless peace of helplessness. 
We do not need the overgrown arma- 
ments of Europe. Our admirable 
regular force, with its perfect drill and 
discipline, though by far the smallest 
in the world in proportion to popula- 
tion, is sufficient for our ordinary 
wants; but when the occasion calls, 
when the vital interests or the honor of 
the country are threatened, when the 
national conscience is aroused, an army 
will spring from the soil, So vast, sq 
docile, so intelligent, so formidable, 
that it need not fear to try conclusions 
with any army on the face of the earth. 

But that was only half the lesson; the 
other half was equally important—that 
when that citizen army las done its 
work, it makes no claim, ¢ exacts no 
conditions of disbandment, but melts 
away into the vaster body of the na- 
tion. The great host of 1865 ceased to 
exist as an armed force; but in every 
town and hamlet of the land it lived as 
a part of the body politic—a nucleus 
everywhere of courage, patriotism and 
self-sacrifice. This was a new product 
the republic might proudly show to the 
world, saying, “These be the peacenble 
heroes I breed from great wars.” 

There were many brilliant deeds done 
in the war that resulted in enduring 
fame to fortunate individual soldiers: 
but the disbandment of that army, 
flushed with victory and idolized by 
the country, reflected honor upon all 
our race, a glory in which individual 
claims are lost. 

For four years you showed yourselves 
good soldiers—equal to the best the 
world had seen. For37 years you have 
been good citizens; and who shall say 
in which capacity you have wrought 
best for the republic?. Our fathers 
ordained that in this republic there 
should be no distinctions; but humana 
nature is stronger than Jaws, and noth- 
ing can prevent this people from show- 
ing honor to all who have deserved well 
of the country. Every man who bas 
borne arms with credit has earned and 
is sure to receive a special measure of 
regard. And itisour peculiar privilege 
to remember that our armies and 
navies, regular and yolunteer, have al- 
ways been worthy of esteem. In dis- 
tant generations, under different flags 
in conflicts great and small, by landand 
by sea, they have always bourne 
part nobly. 

And in our own time the young men 
who stormed the hill of San Juan, and 
have borne our flag with such honor to 
the forbidden city of Pekin and the 
jJungies of Luzon, have shown that their 
progenitors bred true. The men of to- 
day are as good Americans as the men 
of yesterday, and the men of tomor- 
row, With God's blessing, will be the 
same. The dominant characteristic of 
every American army that has ever 
stepped to the tap of a drum has been 
valor and humanity. They have car- 
ried nothing but good to any land they 
have occupied. As our comrade, Me- 
Kinley, said: “The flag has neéver 
floated over any region but in benedic- 
tien.”

APPEAL OF PRESIDENT 


Not Viewed With Favor by 
Miners’ Rank and File 


THEY WAN' CUNCESSIONS 


Before Trusting to the Promise of an 
Investigation—Opinion Divided as 
to Operators’ Ability to Mine Coal 
Under Protection of the Military 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 8—The two 
principal features of the anthracite 
coal strike which claim public atten- 
tion in the coal fields are: “Will the 
miners yleld to the desire of the Pres!- 
dent of the United States for them to 
return to work and investigate after- 
wards? Will the mine operators be 
able to carry out their promise to pro- 
duce enough coal to relieve the gtua- 
tion if given the protection of the full 
military power of the state? 


After a most careful inquiry among 
the district officers (not including the 
district presidents who are in Buffalo) 
and the rank and file of mine workers, 
it is found that sentiment is strongly 
against accepting the president's propo- 
sition {n its present form. As to the 
other feature of the situation, opinion 
is divided and will remain so until the 
real test comes. 

The president’s message to Mr. 
Mitchell became known here yesterday 
afternoon and it was earnestly dis- 
cussed by the striking miners and Citt- 
zens generally. It is positively known 
to those who are close to the officers 
of the union that President Mitchell 
and his district presidents have all 
along been opposed to the men return- 
ing to work without some concessions, 
but whether they are still so inclined 
with the president appealing to them 
cannot be officially stated. It is rea- 
sonably certain, however, that they 
still are opposed to such action. In 
connection with this, 2500 striking mine 
workers of the Prospect, Oakdale and 
Midvale collieries of the Lehigh Valley 
Coal company met in this city yester- 
day and unanimously decided to remain 
on strike until they get some conces- 
sions. 

The calling out of the entire military 
force of the state did not cause a sensa- 
tlon in the Wyoming valley. Wiikes- 
barre city and the surrounding country 
are about as quiet as any day since the 
suspension was inaugurated. 

A tremendous interest is manifested 
in the effect the presence of the en- 
tire division of the National Guard 
will have on the strike. There fs a 
wide difference of opinion as to the 
probable effect. Coal company officials 
welcome the soldiers and say that 
prospects are bright for the resump- 
tion of mining under the protection of 
the military. The strikers received the 
news in a matter of fact way. 

Citizens outside of the controversy 
are also divided in their opinion. There 
is one noticeable thing and that Is the 
strikers show a firmer stand than they 
did before Governor Stone acted Mon- 
day night. 

The general comment that it is now 
up to the operators to mine coal, now 
that they have the entire state mill- 
tary protection, which they have been 
asking for, is not shared by all officials 
of the company. It is claimed the state 
has yet to show what Is proposes to do. 

There is feeling among some of these 
officials that the mere move of sending 
all the troops into the coal region way 
not have the desired effect in bringing 
about an early resumption of the col- 
liaries. An Official of one of the largesti 
coal companies in the territory ts au- 
thority for the statement that an early 
resumption depends altogether upon 
where the military authorities place the 
troops. 

Several hundred of the Naflonal 
Guardsmen now in the field are strik- 
ers and they propose to turn a portion 
of their pay from the state over to the 
relief fund of their fellow workers. 


Bogota Starts For Colombia 

San Francisco, Oct. 8—The gunboat 
Bogota, the vessel] of the Colombian 
government which has been fitting out 
here for some time past, sailed for 
southern waters yesterday afternoon.

A DARING CRIMINAL 


Sandbsags and Robs a Man Under the 
Very Noses of Many People 
Manchester, Mass., Oct. 8.—The most 
daring robbery that ever occurred in 
Manchester took place last night, when 
Joseph! M. Lipman was sandbagged 


and robbed just as he entered the main 
entrance of the town hall building. 
The affair occurred shortly before § 
e’clock when many people were enter- 
ing the town hall to attend a meeting 
of the A. O. U. W., but nothing was 
known of the assault until theprostrate 
form of the unconscious man was 
stumbled over by a fellow member of 
the lodge who had entered the dark- 
ened hallway, the gaslight having been 
turned out. 

Lipman was struck a blow from be- 
hind, breaking in his derby hat, and 
this was followed by another blow up- 
on the top of the head and other bluws 
on the face, mouth and back of the 
skull. His pockets were turned inside 
out and rified of their contents, his 
papers were scattered about and his 
empty wallet was found lying beside 
him. 

Iipman was collector for the North 
Shore lodge, A. O. U. W., and is known 
to have had quite a sum ofmoney with 
him, the treasurer having expected to 


receive $218 from him last night. Vis 
watch was not taken from him. 
Lipman is about 35 years old. It is 


thought that he will recover. 


OIL TRACT DOOMED 


Many Derricks Burned and Twelve 
Lives Lost In Beaumont Fire 

Beaumont, Tex., Oct. 8.—Another 
great fire is sweeping over the oil flelds 
here, causing the loss of 12 or more 
lives. The fire was discovered ‘ortly 
before 11 o'clock last night and with re- 
markable rapidity it spread to the many 
derricks in the Hogg-Swayne tract. 
The encroachment of the flames was so 
rapid that many people were caught 
in the flery path. 

Up to 1 o’clock it is estimated that 50 
derricks have been destroyed and over 
100 are still burning. It is said that 
the tanks of the Hogg-Swayne syndl- 
cate are Imperilled and the tract seems 
doomed. 

Reports as to the estimated loss of 
lives are conflicting. One report places 
the loss of life at 26 persons, but the 
repert cannot be confirmed. The fire 
looks worse than the fire of several 
weeks ago. 


Ladronism Rampant 

Manila, Oct. 8—General Lee tele- 
graphs from Tacloban, Island of Leyte, 
that ladrones have twice attacked the 
town of Carigara, where they killed a 
number of native constabulary and 
levied contributions. The population 
of Carigara withdrew to the mountains. 
Ladrones have been active recently in 
several parts of the islands. The mu- 
nicipal police of several towns in Lu- 
zon have been disarmed and a system 
of volunteers has been established in 
their stead. It is hoped this measure 
will succeed in checking ladronisa, rs 
the police have proved ineft ineffective. 


oll “Not | In It” ‘With Coal 

Washington, Oct. 8.—Oil cannot com- 
pete with coal for naval use is the con- 
elusion reached by the board of iaval 
engineers, which for many weeks past 
has been making a series of practical 
tests with various oj] burners under a 
2000 horse-power boiler in this city. 
They report that out of the 14 different 
devices presented by American ih- 
ventors for tests not one wouldsburn 
coal oi] under a naval boiler and pro- 
duce steam in competition with coal, 
even were the oil sold at $1 per barrel. 


Not Guilty of Bribery 

Cleveland, Oct. 8.—Dr. F. W. Gaykin, 
who was charged with having given 
Councilman Koh] $2000, a payment ona 
$5000 bribe for his vote on a natural 
gas ordinance, was declared not guilty 
of the charge by a jury in criminal 
court last night.

New York, Oct. 8—The body ofa 
man with the legs tied together was 
found floating in the river at Jersey 
City yesterday. The Jersey City po- 
lice believe the man was murdered.

Hear Themselves Praised at 


National Encampment 


DEFENDERS OF THE FLAG 


Object to Monuments to Those Who 
Strove to Pull lt Down— Root’s Ref- 


erence to Troops in Philippines 


Brings Tears to Smith’s Eyes 


Washington, Oct. 8.—The veterans of 


the G. A. R. an®their friends were en- 
tertained yesterday by a parade given 
in honor of the naval veterans and by 
a number of reunions held in the big 
assembly tents at Camp Roosevelt. 
The naval parade was not as large as 
nrany that have been seen in Washing- 
ton, but it was in every way iuterest- 
ing. 
appeared to be an embodiment of much 
of the nation’s recent history and every 
squad of them was au object of in- 
terested observation. They were gen- 
erally old men, and many bore evi- 
dences of wounds received in battle. 

In striking contrast to them were the 
young men of ail the branches of the 
present service who marched with 
them. This escort included = repre- 
sentatives of both the land and naval 
forces and they elicited much favor- 
able comment. 

The huge tent which has been given 
the name of General Philip Sheridan 
was crowded during the afternoon. 
Seeretary Koot’s address consisted en- 
tirely of an expression of the gratitude 
of the present generation for the ser- 
vices reudered in 1861-5 by the men who 
constitute the Grand Army. 

Governor Bliss of Michigan spoke of 
his recent appointment to the senate 
of ex-Secretary Alger, saying that it 
was vindication of an ex-soldier who 
had been much yjllified. 

Genera] Wilson referred to the propo- 
sition to erect a monument to Robert B. 
Lee, saying that our monuments should 
be to men who had assisted In keepiag 
the flag flying and not to those who 
would have pulled it down if they could 
have done so. 

Captain Potter, in endorsing General 
Wilson, said: “Our soi! is too pure to 
be used for the erection of a monu- 
ment to any rebel.” 

Speeches were made at both the 
Fourth army corps and Spanish yvet- 
erans’ reunions by General Smith, Gen- 
eral Howard and Colonel McElroy. 
General Smith declared that the suc- 
cess of our arms in Cuba and the Phil- 
ippines had been largely due to the in- 
fluence of the veterans of 1861, and was 
greatly applauded. 

The army of the Tennessee held the 
principal reunion of the night and Gen- 
eral Dodge was the chief speaker at 
that meeting. The reunion was held in 
the Grant tent. General Howard, who 
is the only survivor of the army’s com- 
manmders, presided. Speaking of the 
courage displayed by the American sol- 
diers in Cuba and the Philippines, Gen- 
eral Howard said that being the sons 
of veterans ®f 1861 they could not be 
otherwise than courageous. 

Genera! Dodge said that the soclety 
of the Army of the Tennessee {1s en- 
deavoring to perpetuate its history and 
memories by erecting in Washington 
monuments to the memory of its dead 
commanders. 

Washington last night officially ex- 
tended the freedom of the city to the 
members of the Grand Army. Con- 
spicuous among those on the platforin 
was General Jacob H. Smith, who was 
moved to tears as Secretary Root, be- 
side whom he sat during the evening, 
paid this tribute to the soldiers in the 
Philippines: 

“I know, upon testimony  over- 
whelming, that the army of the United 
States today is just as well as brave, 
self-restrained as well as gallant, hu- 
maue as well as courageous, and that 
never in the history of warfare among 
men has an army exhibited the highest 
qualities of civilization and of man- 
hood to a greater degree than the Amer- 
ican army in the Philippines.” 

Secretary Root was loudly applauded 
as he took his seat. It was some time 
before General Smith regained his 
composure. 

General Torrance was presented a 
handsome gold badge and the cere- 
monies were brought to a close by the 
singing of the “Star Spangled Banner,” 
accompanied by the United States 
Marine band.

Manufacturers’ association 


and President Mitchell and his 
tenants, held at the Iroquois Hotel yes- 
terday afternoon, did not result in any 
upon for 
the partial resuinption of work in the 
anthracite coal fields, but the members 
of the manufacturers’ committee stated 
that they were greatly pleased with 
the progress made. The fact that com- 
munication was established with the 
operators by long-distance telephone 
and an appointment made to meet a 
committee representing them in Phil- 
adelphia today is looked upon as sig- 
nificant, as it had been announced by 
members of the manufacturers’ cou- 
mittee that there existed no under- 
standing with the operators prior to 
yesterday’s meeting and no step in that 
direction would be taken until the ne- 
gotiations with President Mitchell 
reached a stage where such a meeting 
would promise results. 

The following men represented the 
manufacturers at yesterday’s meeting: 
David M. Parry, president of the Manu- 
facturers’ association, Indianapolis; 
George H. Barbour of Detroit, Richard 
Young of New York, Frank Leake of 
Philadelphia and John Maxwell of In; 
dianapolis. The miners were repre- 
sented by President Mitchell, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Wilson and District 
Presidents Nichols, Duffy and Fahey. 

The conference was held behind 
closed doors and only a brief statement 
was given out at the end of the meeting. 
The statement is as follows: 

“The committee of the National Asso- 
elation of Manufacturers has listened 
to the explanation of the present strike 
difficulty as offered by a special coin- 
mittee of the United Mine Workers, at 
the head of which was Mr. John Mitch- 
ell. The National Association of Manu- 
facturers’ committee has learned what 
it could of the conditions and now gocs 
to Philadelphia for the purpose of meet- 
ing 2 committee of mine operators with 
the idea of getting their side of the iif- 
ficulty. The National Association of 
Manufacturers’ committee carries no 
proposition from the mine workers and 
has no other mission than the desire 
to speedily bring about a settlement of 
this dispute.” 

This was signed by the representa- 
tives of the Manufacturers’ association. 

Mr. Mitchell yesterday afternoon 
positively declined to discuss the re- 
quest made by President Roosevelt 
that Mitchell use his influence to induce 
the miners to resume work with a 
promise of the appointment of a coin- 
mission to investigate the mines’ 
grievances. It was learned from a re- 
lable souree, however, that Mr. Mitch- 
ell does not regard the proposition fav- 
orably and that he will decline to ask 
the miners to resume work under the 
conditions stipulated.

cess.”

Strike Agitation In France 

Paris, Oct. 8.—The national commit- 
tee of the Frenth Miners’ Federation 
met here yesterday with the intention 
of deciding whether an immediate gen- 
eral strike was to be ordered, agita- 
tion in favor of such a step having been 
in progress for some time. The meet- 
ing lasted three hours and then ad- 
Journed until today without arriving at 
a decision. 


Porte Ricans Not Americans 

New York, Oct. 8.—A decision was 
handed down yesterday by Judge La- 
combe, in which he holds that a citizen 
of Porto Rico is not a citizen of the 
United States and as such entitled to 
land here without interference fron 
the immigration authorities, but is. the 
insular decisions notwithstanding, an 
alien within the meaning of the law. 


— Vanderbilts Must Give Up 

Albany, Oct. 8—As a result of a de- 
cision by the court of appeals yester- 
day the estate of Cornelius Vanderbilt 
must pay an additional transfer tox 
amounting to $118,000. The Vander- 
bilt estate contended that under the 
law no tax could be imposed on a trust 
fund created by the will of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt.

Vicious Assault Upon a Woman Con- 
fessed by a Maine Youth 
Ellsworth, Me., Oct. 8—Guy Griadle, 
17 years old, confessed yesterday after- 
noon that he committed the murderous 
assault upon Mrs. Littlefield, who was 


found nearly dead in her home at 
Penobscot last Thursday. He was 
brought here last night and lodged in 
the county jail. 

Grindle says that on the morning of 
the assault he, with Urban Leach and 
John Littlefield, the victim’s son, 
cleaned out the Littletield well and then 
all three went to Grindle’s house. 
There they parted, Grindle remaining 
at home, the other two going gun- 
ming. Grindle had been drinking that 
morning, and, seized with a sudden im- 
pulse, he went back to the Littlefield 
house, got an axe, crept up behind the 
uususpecting woman and struck her 
on the back of the head. It is not clear 
whether he stabbed her where she féll 
or dragged her to the beedroom, aud 
cut her there. He took a dollar bill, 
then went down town to Varnum’s 
Store, and was there when John came 
rushing down, bringing news of the as- 
Sault upon his mother. Grindle clai ns 
that his deed was wholly unpremedi- 
tited. He had never quarreled with 
the Littlefields, and had no motive for 
the crime, but attributes it to a suddea, 
irresistible impulse, as the result of 
drinking. 

The victim of the assault is com- 
fortable and improving, with the 
Prospects in favor of her full recovery. 
Her memory is slowly coming back, but 
she has given no sign that she knows 
her assailants. She has not yet been 
told of Grindle’s confession and arrest.

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POISON IN A WELL 


Thought to Have Been Placed There 
by Man Seeking Revenge 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 8.—Philip 
Clark, who is suspected of having at- 
tempted to poison the family of Prank 
Barrows, a farmer of Assonet, by drop- 
ping sugar of lead into a well on the 
Barrows farm last week, was brought 
here yesterday from Worcester. | One 
day last week Burrows, Who was draw- 


ing water from a well, noticed ‘ts 
milky appearance and became sus- 


picious. He summoned a chemist to 
examine the water and enough sugar of 
lead was found in it to have killed a 
dozen persons. If the water had not 
been hard the poison would probably 
have been undiscovered, as it makes 
no precipitation in soft water. 

Barrows’ sister, Mrs. Perry, lives 
with him, and the prisoner is her 
cousin. Clark is said to have been «iis- 
satisfied with the disposition of a 
legacy and had made demands upon 
Barrows and his sister for mouey, 
which was refused him and thus started 
a dispute. Itis thought that Clark may 
have poisoned the well in the hopes of 
revenging himself upon the family. He 
is held in $20,000 bail for appearance in 
the district court. 


MANY RIOTERS FINED 


But Poles and Hebrews at Haverbill 
Are Still at Swords’ Points 

Haverhill, Mass., Oct. 8—The _ spe- 
cial session of the district court of 
northern Essex, which bas been sitting 
in this city for the past two days on 
the cases resulting from the recent 
riots between Poles and the Hebrews, 
was brought to a close yesterday after- 
noon. Five Poles were fined $10 each 
for rioting, and one $5. One man was 
fined $20 for assault, two others being 
fined $10. For assault and battery two 
more were fined $10 each. 

A serious aspect to the situation 
arises from the fact that about 200 
Poles held secret meetings Monday 
night and discussed their grievances 
at some length. It was voted to boy- 
cott the stores of the River 3treet 
Hebrews, and it is predicted hat 
trouble between the two nationalities 
is likely to occur at any time. 

Hebrew Rabbj Slegel has been as- 
saulted by a number of Poles, and many 
of the Hebrews do not dare to go out 
of doors after dark. Last night a num- 
ber of minor assaults occurred. 


Sale Blocked by Wreck 

New London, Conn., Oct. 8—The 
sloop yacht Ouida, belonging to C. D. 
Bellows, is a total wreck on the south- 
west point of Plum Island, N. Y., hav- 
ing pounded to pieces in a heavy sea 
yasterday. Last Sunday, with some 
prospective purchasers on board, she 
was given a trial trip. Afterward 
papers of sale were made out and were 
to have been transferred when the 
yacht was delivered in New York. The 
yacht went ashore on Plum Island 
while on her way to New York and will 
be a total loss. Those on board were 
taken off safely. 


Tragedy In Hub Saloon 

Boston, Oct. 8—George Gould, stew- 
ard on the steamer Hanoverian, in 
company with three other stewards, 
went into a saloon here last night, 
where they were invited into the pro- 
prietor’s private room. Secing a_re- 
volver on the table, Hughes picked it 
up and it exploded, the ball entering 
Gould's right side. He died in a short 
time. Although it is believed the shoot- 
ing was accidental, Gould’s three con- 
panions were held, pending an investi- 
gation.

THE CURE FOR TRUSTS 


Shaw Says I: Is Not Depen- 
dent Upon the Tariff 


EXISTING LAWS ENFORCED 


Will Be Reiuforced Whenever Needed 
—Only Anti-Trust Measure on Stat- 
ute Books Today Was Opposed by 


the Democrats In Congess 


Boston, Oct. 9.—More than ordinary 
imterest Was attached to the annual 
dinner of the Republican club of Massa- 
chusetts here lastihight from the fact 
that the club has‘as guest Leslie M. 
Shaw, the secreta -y of the 
The speakers included, besides Mr. 
Shaw, eGovernor Crane, Lieutenant 
Governor Bates and Sevator Lodge. 

In opening the after dinner exercises, 
President Draper expressed regret that 
Secretary of War Root, who was an 
invited guest, should have been kept 
away on account of the stress of aa- 
tional affairs. Mr. Draper then pre- 
sented Governor Crane. Governor 
Crane spoke briefly. His duties, he 
said, were brief and simple. They 
were honored with the presence of a 
member of the president’s cabinet. He 
took great pleasure in presenting to him 
the greeting of the commonwealth. 

President Draper next introduced 
Mr. Bates, who gave a historical sketch 
of the manufacturies of Massachu- 
setts, and made a plea for a continu- 
ance of the protective tariff, which, he 
said, had made Massachu- 
setts’ remarkable success in business. 

Mr. Shaw was introduced as the mun 
who had met problems in sucha way as 
to receive the praise of the people. His 
subject proper was “The Trusts.” He 
submitted as one proposition that the 
Democratic party seemed to care more 
for establishing cainpaign issues than 
for the wise management of affairs 
when the campaign was over. 

Mr. Shaw said that as far back as 
1888, when the trust question was in 
its infancy, the very best brain and the 
very best statesmanship of the Demo- 
cratic party culminated in a report that 
they did not know what to do, and with 
a recommendation that subsequent con- 
gresses deal with a subject admittedly 
too complicated for them to solve. It 
did not take long for Republican states- 
manship to formulate a remedy. “Sen 
ate file No. 1," was the journal desiz- 
nation for the bill now known as the 
Sherman anti-trust law. It passed 
both houses. It was signed, and it re- 
mains the only anti-trust law of a 
federal nature on the statute books 
this day 

Mr. Shaw gave quotations to shov, he 
said, that in 1890 the biggest Demo- 
erat in their leader—opposed 
the Sherman act—tirst, because it was 
evolutionary; second, because ii would 
be ineffective: third. because the state, 
and not congress, should deal with the 
evil, and then urged a revision of the 
tariff as a cure-all; and also to show 
that while he did this in a most stren- 
uous way, he recognized and admitted, 
as the mouthpiece of bis party, that 
placing trust-controlled articles on the 
free list would “punish the innocent to- 
gether with the guilty;” that it would 
introduce such “vacillation in our tar- 
iff laws as would unsettle business,” 
and that it would “invite combinations 
for mere speculation.” 
When the opposition party, fighting 
with united ranks in 1890, and on the 
eve of a great victory, would not co1- 
sider a remedy so manifestly fraught 
with evil, Mr. Shaw said did not be- 
lieve the Republican party, in the midst 
of its greatest achievements, will pick 
up 2 Democratic castaway. 

If there is a monopoly of any kind in 
the United States it probably is the 
Standard Oil company, and yet its suc- 
cess has been in no manner dependent 
tupon the tariff. Protection, then, is 
not the cause of this monopoly, and If 
not the cause of all monopolies then 
its removal would not cure all monopo- 
lies. 

Existing laws against trusts are be- 
ing vigorously enforced. This policy 
must be continued, and the laws them- 
selves must be reinforced wherever 
needed. But there are some things 
that must be permitted to regulate 
themselves. 

Mr. Shaw doubted that the govern- 
ment can profitably dictate either the 
width of a railroad track, or the weight 
of the iron, or the size of the ship, of 
the capital to be employed in an in- 
dustry. It can require the railroad to 
feiice its right-of-way, and the common 
earrier to carry goods for all ata com- 
mon rate. It can demand that the big 
ship shall not run down the small one, 
and that it shall give sailing vessels 
the right-of-way. It may and must en- 
force the present law, which forbids 
combinations, conspiracies and mo- 
nopolies, and it must strengthen every 
weak place by additional legislation. It 
should invtte-competition among Amer- 
ican producers, but it should never

poorly paid Europeans or the presence 
of poorly paid Asiatics. 

In Mr. MeKinley’s speech of accept- 
ance of his first nomination he de- 
clared that “It was wiser to open the 
mills for tbe unlimited employment of 
American labor than to open the mints 
for the unlimited coinage of the world’s 
silver.’ The mills have been opened, 
and no American in this year of grace 
seeks’ employment in vain. What is 
the result? We manufactured more 
last year than all the shops and all the 
factories of any other two countries 
on the face of the earth, by more than 
$3,000,000,000. Our people consume 


more food, wear better clothes, live in 
more comfortable homes, and enjoy bet- 
ter educational advantages than any af 
which the world bears record. Our 
markets are the envy of all nations, and 
our productive capacity the astonish- 
ment of all peoples. 

Our hope must be the preservationof 
that which is desirable and our uim the 
consummation of yet grander achieve- 
ments. We must neither close our eyes 
to the evils that confront us nor forget 
the blessings we enjoy. It is early in 
the morning yet, and we are an infant 
nation. The day is full of promise, and 
that which is, and has been, is but the 
earnest of that which is to be. 

Senator Lodge was the last speaker 
of the evening. He answered the at- 
tacks which had been made upon Sec- 
retary Root in connection with some of 
the work of the army, particularly of 
happenings in the Philippines. He 
pointed out what had been accom- 
plished for the people of Cuba by the 
regular army, and he recalled the time 
when Genera! Wood went out of Cuba 
leaving it “free, emancipated, clean, 
without a debt, thus keeping the word 
of the United States as no nation had 
kept its word before.” 


Corpse Cold Storage Plant 

Louisville, Oct. 9.—Thirty dead bodies 
were found last night in a cold storage 
plant in the rear of an ice cream fac- 
tory here. The same pipes which were 
used in congealing the cream for table 
use were connected with a small plant 
where they kept the bodies cool. The 
heads of the several colleges inter- 
ested in the establishment say they are 
given the bodies by state institutions 
with the understanding that they are 
to be held 30 days for identification. In 
order to assist in the identification an 
arrangemeny was made with the ice 
cream plant to furnish the cooling air. 


Engine Bumped Into Building 

Albany, Oct. 9—A Delaware and 
Hudson coul train jumped the track 
on Quay street in this city yesterday 
and the engine crashed into a three- 
story brick building used as a store- 
house for rags and paper, demolishing 
the front wall and damaging the struc- 
ture so that it will have to be torn down. 
The crew stuck to the engine and es- 
caped serious injury. 


Alleged Neglect of Duty 

San Francisco, Oct. 9.—General 
Hughes has ordered Lieutenant Colonel 
Hasten of the Nineteenth infantry to 
appear before a general court martiat 
next Friday,’ to answer a charge of 
being derelict in his duty during the 
recent riots near the presidfo, where 
two saloons were wrecked by attacks 
on soldiers stationed at the post. 


Would Not Reveal Secret 

Shenandoah, Pa., Oct. 9.—Martin Me- 
Andrew, a striking miner, was fatally 
shot near his home last night. AlL- 
though told he would die before morn- 
ing he steadfastly refused to tell who 
shot him. He was taken to his home 
by two unknown men, who left him at 
the door and then ran away.

HEROES OF CIVIL WAR 


Once Again March Through 
the Nation’s Capital 


A RESTORATION OF YOUTH 


In the Enjoyment Experienced by 
Many of the Old Veterans—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt Drives Up and Down 


the Line In His Carriage 


Washington, Oct. 9—For more than 
six hours yesterday the people in Wash- 
ington hummed the chorus of the old 
Civil war Tramp, 
Tramp, the Boys are Marching, and 
for an equal time the veterans con- 
stituting the Grand Army of the Re- 
Public made good the claim. ‘The 
parade was the climax of the 3¢ith en- 
campmentoftheirorder. The occasion 
was in every way worthy of the Grand 
Army. 

Beginning at a few minutes past 10 
o'clock, when the head of the column 
moved from its station at the Capitol, 
it was almost 5 o'clock when the last 
squad in the line had passed the place 
of disbandment west of the White 
House. None of the soldiers were 
marching any great part of the time, for 
the entire line of march did not ex- 
ceed 2% miles in length, but those who 
composed the rear detachments were 
on their feet practically all day, much 
of the time being consumed in waiting 
to take their places in the line. 

The route of the parade was down 
historic Pennsylvania avenue, along 
which many of them marched as raw 
recruits in going to the war in 1861 
and 1862, and many others on the occa- 
sion of the grand review after the 
close of the war in 1865. The partici- 
pants in the imposing pageant entered 
with life and vigor into the spirit of 
the occasion. Each countenance bore 
evidence, of the joy the experience 
brought to the individual, and it was 
plainly evident that there was in the 
occasion much of the restoration of 
youth for inost of them. 

If the veterans had needed any spur 
to their enjoyment they would have 
found it easily in the crowds who 
thronged their pathway and in the 
smile which providence bestowed on 
them, for the weather was _ perfect. 
The government departments and the 
schools were closed for the day and 
practically the entire population of 
Washington turned out to do honor to 
the veterans, along with the lrundred 
thousand visitors to the city. 

The crowd was enthusiastic and out- 
spoken in admiration, greeting every 
division of the procession with cheers 
and dismissing it with a “Godspeed” 
that had in it both praise and feeling. 

President] Roosevelt also lent his 
energies to the entertainment of the 
capital’s guests. Unable to endure the 
strain of reviewing the column from 
a stand, he rose from his reeling 
chair and bad himself driven up and 
down the line. The unusual interest 
thus manifested was appreciated by 
the old soldiers and the president was 
everywhere received by them with loud 
applause. 

There were at least 25,000 men in line 
and the estimate of Commander-in- 
Chief Torrance ran as high as 80,000 
men.

HOW TO BURN. 


Household Purposes. 


The most important fact to remem- 
ber in burning soft coal, says the Scienu- 
tific American, is that the great quan- 
tities of gas thrown off when first igni- 
ted render it necessary to supply con- 
siderably more air above the bed of 
fuel than is the case with anthracite 
coal. . Thus in replenishing the kitchen 
Stove, it will not do to fill the grate en- 
tirely full of fresh fuel, since this 
would result in the rapid lowering of 
the oven temperature, which would not 
be restored until the mass has become 
ignited and the gases had been some- 
what burned off. 

It will be found that the best method 
is to feed small quantities of fuel to 
the fire at frequent intervals, keeping 
the lower drafts closed more than they 
would be in burning anthracite coal, 
and keeping the upper draft coustantly 
open, 

For use in the heating .furnace, soft 
coal will be found to give good results 
when once the proper manipulation of 
the furnace has been learned. It should 
be understood at the outset that more 
constant attention will be necessary, 
for the reason that soft coal burns mére 
quickly and will not remain incandes- 
cent for so long a time as anthracite 
coal. 

During the daytime the attendant 
will have no difficulty in keeping a 
steady fire if he is 
furnace frequently; to keep the bottom 
drafts but slightly open, and to givea 
liberal feed of air through the air in- 
let in the furnace door. 
rapidity of combustion of bituminous 
coal it will not be possible to bank up 
the furnace for the night and leave it 
with a certainty that there will be a 
live fire remaining in the morning; but 
this difficulty can be overcome if a ton 
of anthracite is laid in with the 
winter’s supply of soft coal, and the 
anthracite used only for banking up the 
fire over night. Aton of anthracite 
used for this purpose should suflice to 
tide the household over the period of 
high prices. 

There is one feature connected with 
the use of soft coal, however, which, 
unless it be carefully safe-guarded, may 
introduce an element of danger. We 
refer to the heavy deposits of soot in 
the flues which will occur when soft 
coal is used. This soot, unless it is 
swept out at stated intervals, will ac- 
cumulate,and being inflammable, would 


be liable to ignite and produce a fierce 


fire in the chimney, with a consequent 
risk to the dwelling. 

It sometimes happsns that the ends 
of rafters or beams are, by careless or 
ignorant construction, allowed to pro- 
ject into the chimney flues. These 
might become ignited and carry fire to 
the interior of the house. 


There is further danger that the

Interesting Rumor In Relation 
to Coal Strike 


DENIED BY READING MEN 


President Mitchell Confers With Sen- 
ators Quey and Penrose at New 
York—Manufacturers’ Trip to See 


Coal Operators Was Fruitless 


Philadelphia, Oct. 9.—A rumor was 
current here last night that George 1". 
Baer, president of the Philadelphia and 
Reading railway, bad submitted his 
resignation to the board of directors. 
Inquiry at Mr. Baer’s residence here 
elicited the information that he bad 
retired for the night, leaving strict in- 
junctions that he was not to be dis- 
turbed. Iwo members of the board of 
directors, however, emphatically de- 
nied the report. The Reading di- 
rectors met yesterday to consider the 
annual report of the company and it 
was stated that no other business was 
discussed. 

The impression prevails here that 
United States Senators Quay and Pen- 
rose are still endeavoring to effect a set- 
tlement of the strike. The two sena- 
tors went to New York late yesterday 
afternoon, but declined to state the ob- 
ject of their visit. The hasty departure 
of President Mitchell from Wilkes- 
barre for New York, and the fact that 
the senators left here at about the same 
time, is regarded as suggestive. 


Mitchell Is Non-Communicative 

New York, Oct. 9.—President Mitch- 
ell of the United Mine Workers associa- 
tion arrived here last night with the 
district presidents. Mr. Mitchell had 
the appearance of having been under a 
severe mental and physical strain, but 
assured questioners that he was in 
good health, though tired. 

At 10 o'clock Mr. Mitchell called ap 
Wilkesbarre by telephone, the reason 
being that he had expected some tele- 
grams which he did not find awaiting 
him. Shortly after this he turned to 
the newspaper men and said: 

“Information has been conveyed to 
me by "phone that a total of 260 local 
unions have reported unanimous yotes 
against resuming work. The men are 
not deterred from going to work 
through any fear of bodily harm, but 
are resolved to remain out until the 
differences between them and the op- 
erators are arbitrated or until they are 
ordered to return by their leaders. 

“This leaves not more than 40 or 50 
local unions to hear from. The unani- 
mous action includes the votes of strik- 
ers not members of the union, but who 
were present at the meetings and voted 
with the union men.” 

At 11 o'clock President Mitchell and 
two of the district presidents went 
from the Ashland House to the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, where Senators Quay 
and Penrose and Louis N. Hammerling 
of Wilkesbarre were registered. 

President Mitchell’s conference with 
Quay and Penrose lasted for an hour 
and three quarters. At its conclusion 
Mr. Mitchell returned to the Ashland 
House. He declined to say a word as 
to his talk with the senators and the 
latter also refused to talk. 


Mission Without Result 

Philadelphia, Oct. 9.—The visit to this 
city of the committee representing the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
for the purpose of conferring with the 
presidents of the anthracite coal carry- 
ing roads, who last week met President 
Roosevelt and the officials of the Miners’ 
union at Washington, appears to have 
been fruitless. The committee arrived 
here early yesterday morning and spent 
the greater part of the day at the Manu- 
facturers’ club awaiting the appear- 
ance of the presidents, but none of the 
latter answered, in person at least, the 
request of the committee for a confer- 
ence. Last night the committee issued 
the following vague statement: 

“The committee of manufacturers 
came to Philadelphia after meeting 
John Mitchell and his associates at Buf- 
falo on Tuesday, for the purpose of con- 
sidering measures by which the coal 
strike could be ended, and this commit- 
tee will meet again Oct. 14.” 

After the members of the committee 
had brenkfasted they dispatched a 
messenger to the offices of President 
Baer of the Reading company, announc- 
ing that they were ready to meet the 
operators. The nature of Mr. Baer's 
reply is not known, but in answer toa 
question the railroad president said: 
“I know nothing about a committee?’ 
He declined to make any further state- 
ment. 


No Feeling Against Troops 

Philadelphia, Oct. 9.—The entire Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsy]vania is camped 
in the anthracite coal regions, the last 
regiment from the western part of the 
state having arrived late yesterday 
afternoon. Contrary to expectations 
the troops were well received and there 
was no disposition on the part of the 
strikers to annoy the soldiers. Uni- 
versal quiet reigns throughout the en- 
tire region. The soldiers were scat- 
tered throughout Schuylkill, Luzerue, 
Carbon and Northumberland counties. 

The fact that all of the locals through- 
out the anthracite region have voted 
vnanimousiy to continue the strike 
would indicate that the presence of the 
troops will have but little effect upon 
forcing the men to return to work and 
from present indications it would 
seem that the settlement of the strike 
is-no nearer a solution than it has been 
fer many weeks. 


BRAGG’S INDISCRETION | 


Causes a Shift In the Havana and 
Hong Kong Consul Generalships 
Washington, Oct. ¥.—Edward S. 

Bragg, consul general at Havana, has 

been transferred to the post of United 

States consul general at Hong Kong, 

taking the place of William A. Rublee, 

who has been transferred to the con- 
sulate at Havana. 

General Bragg’s usefulness at Ha- 
vana was impaired last summer by the 
becoming public of a slighting remark 
about the Cubans contained in a letter 
written by him to his wife, in which 
he used this language: “Uncle Sam 
might as well try to make a whistle out 
of a pig's tail as to try to make some- 
thing out or the Latin race.” 


A Story of False Molars 

Cleveland, Oct. 9.—Believing that he 
had swallowed his false teeth during 
sleep Tuesday morning, aud being sup- 
ported in his belief by the operator of 
an X-ray machine, Frank Buettner 
yesterday had his esophagus opened 
its entire length to recover the miss- 
ing article. No teeth were found, how- 
ever. A search of the bed in) which 
Buettner ‘slept Monday night dis- 
closed the teeth between the mat 
tresses. Buettner’s condition is se- 
rious. The object which the X-ray ex- 
pert held to be teeth was a swelling 
due to larynghitis. 


Martial Law at New Orleans 

New Orleans, Oct. 9.—As a result of 
the continued difliculty experienced by 
the New Orleans Railway company in 
attempting to resume their schedule on 
account of the conflict between the 
strikers and those who attempted to 
fill the dissatisfied men’s positions, all 
the militia in this city were ordered 
under arms last night. Sixteen per- 
sons were injured in yesterday’s riots, 
pistols and other weapons being freely 
used. 


Proposed Audience Abandoned 

Berlin, Oct. 9.—The idea of Emperor 
William receiving the Boer generals 
has been abandoned. The emperor 
had intimated his willingness to re 
ceive the Boers in audience on condition 
that they would refrain from dolug or 
saying anything anti-British and that 
they be presented through the British 
ambassador, but the generals appeared 
to expect an invitation from the em- 
peror. 


Domestic Discord In Palace 
Vienna, Oct. 9.—A dispatch from Bel- 
grade says that to revenge herself up- 


on King Alexander for stopping her 
“pin money,” Queen Draga created 


scandalous scenes before the courtiers. 
The king reproached the queen with 
being the curse of his life. Draga re- 
torted with coarse abuse, accusing the 
king of a liason with her sister Helen, 
and even boxed the king’s ears. 


Fast Mile on Slow Track 

Terre Haute, Ind., Oct. 9.—Dan Patch 
went an exhibition mile over the four 
cornered course here yesterday in 2:01 
flat. The track had not had tine to 
dry thoroughly after heavy rains, and 
the hoofs of the pacer sank into the 
clay an inch and a half in many places. 
With a good track there is little Joubt 
that a new pacing record would have 
been established. 


Great Historical Discovery 

Athens, Oct. 9.—Near Cheronea, the 
place where the Macedonians buried 
their dead after the defeat of the 
Athenians and Thebans by Philip of 
Macedon, 338 B.C., a number of 
skaletons have been discovered in a 
good state of preservation. Alongside 
one of the skeletons lay a sarissa, or 
pike, Carried by the Macedonian 
phalanx. 


Will Have British Crew 

Glasgow, Oct. 9—The proposal to 
place the Shamrock II under the con- 
trol of an American skipper and crew, 
when she is refitted to meet the new 
challenger, has been abandoned, and at 
the conclusion of the tests on this side 
of the Atlantic, Captain Bevis and the 
crew of the Shamrock I will be trans- 
ferred to the Shamrock II. 


French Miners Will Quit Work 

Paris, Oct. 9.—The decision of the na- 
tional committee of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion to declare a genera! strike throws 
the responsibility upon the mine own- 
ers, because the latter have declined 
to discuss the claims of the miners. 
The French miners number 162,000 
men. 


Yellow Jack on the Isthmus 

Washington, Oct. 9.—A report from 
Captain Potter, commanding the U.S. 
S. Ranger at Panama, states that the 
health conditions on the isthmus are 
unsatisfactory and that yellow fever 
and dysemtery prevail among the Co- 
lombian troups stationed there.

MEDICAL BUREAU SCORED 


In Report on Pension Investigation— 
Laws Held to Have Been Unjustly 
Administered Uuder Commissioner 


Evans—No Pension Claim Frauds 


Washington, Oct. 10—The Grand 
Army got down to business yesterday 
and the encampment of the order, be- 
sides hearing an address from Co n- 
mander-in-Chief Torrance and repo-ts 
from a number of officers and commit- 
tees, elected a new head for the ensuing 
year. 

The new commander-in-chief is Gen- 
eral T. J. Stewart of Pennsylvania, 
who was a leading candidate for the 
honor a year ago. His competitors yes- 
terday were General John C. Black of 
Illinois, a former comsnissioner of pen- 
sions, and Colonel John McElroy of 
this city. The name of General Daniel 
E. Sickles of New York was presented 
to the convention, but he withdrew 
from the race. William M. Olin, secre- 

“tary of state of Massachusetts, was 
elected vice commander-in-chief, and 
James M. Averill of Georgia junior vice 
commander-in-chief. 

Aside from the election of these offi- 
cers the most interesting feature of the 
encampment was the report of the com- 
mittee appointed last year to Investi- 
gate the administration of the pension 
office by the then pension commissioner, 
H. C. Evans, and to then bring the re- 
sults of the investigation to the atten- 
tion of the president. 

This committee severely scored the 
medical division of the pension bureau, 
declaring that it was a deadline where 
were executed the claims of veterans 
seeking pensions. It accused the per- 
sonnel of this division of approaching 
the reports of the examining surgeon 
throughout the country with suspicion 
and distrust and as made in bad faith. 
It denounced the reports that extensive 
frauds were practiced in pension clalins 
as absolutely baseless. 

The Women’s Relief Corps, the 
Daugliters of Veterans and the Ladies 
Of the G. A. KM. alsO Met lu uutual con- 
vention yesterday. Thousands of vet- 
erans and their wives, not delegates to 
either of these organizations, attended 
army corps reunions in the big tents on 
the White lot or spent the beautiful day 
in sight-seeing. 

In Farragut tent last night, standing 
side by side, each recounting the deeds 
of the armies which followed them, 
were General Sickles and General 
Longstreet, both of whom faced each 
other on the battlefield of Gettysburg. 
The wearers of the blue representing 
the survivors of the Third army corps 
gathered ‘together last night and told 
again the story of the memorable con- 
flict at Gettysburg. After both Sickles 
and Longstreet had spoken, Sickles told 
the veterans that they now had heard 
both sides and they could take their 
choice, which brought forth the re- 
mark: “We will take both.” 


Understood Their Business 

Washington, Oct. 10.—The army en- 
gineers stationed at the Washington 
barracks gave an exhibition yester- 
day of their skill in pontoon bridge 
building for the benefit of the G. A. R. 
visitors. Companies K, L and M were 
assigned to the work.

Post Office to be on Wash- 
ington Street. 


The Maple Place Cor- 
her Approved. 


is Directly In Front of the Public 
Library. 


Oct. 9, was the day set by Secretary 
Shaw of the Treasury for final decision 
on the selection of a site in Quincy for 
a Federal building, and he was prompt 
to act. The site selected is one, too, 
that will give general satisfaction, as 
he has accepted the proposal for the 
lot on Washington street at the norther- 
ly corner of Maple place, which was 
offered for $11,900. _< 

This lot was enlarged by taking p2rt 
of the Nightingale estate toward Temple 
street, to meet the requirements for 
size, which was approximately 130 by 
150. 

The estate selected is directly oppo- 
site the beautiful Thomas Crane public 
library and its extensive and well-kept 
grounds, and it is to be regretted that 
the new Federal building will not have 
as extensive grounds. 

The Bass estate is assessed by the city 
this year as follows: 

House, $5,000. 

Land, 10,434 square feet, $4,700. 

The Nightingale land adjoining, part 
of which is taken, is taxed at the rate 
of 94 cents per foot, there being 24,152 
square feet which is assessed for $23, 000. 

Almost at the last moment a new 
offer was made by Col. A. B. Packard 
fora site at the corner of Hancock 
street and Cottage avenue. He agreed 
to sell 15,500 square feet for $11,900. 

The enlarged Prescott lot bounded by 
Washington, Canal and Wibird streets, 
however, stood next to the Bass estate, 
and had a strong endorsement. Mr. 
Prescott informs the Ledger that he 
will improve his property next year by 
the erection of a business block on 
Washington street, and flats on Wibird 
street. 

The Richard Newcomb lot on the 
opposite side ef Wibird street, and a 
part of the Nancy Brackett estate on 
Hancock street were! also favorably 
considered. 

The next thing will be to get an 
appropriation from Corgress for a 
building. This may not be accomplish- 
ed for two or three years. 

The government want only the land, 
and the owners of the Bass estate will 
be allowed to move the house. The 
Ledger learns it is the intention of the 
owners to move the house to the lot at 
the corner of Washington and Temple 
streets which will result ina great im- 
provement, 

The sale of the Bass property to the 
government was made by Councilman 
Lewis Bass, Jr., as agent. 

The government will pay $14,000 for 
a post office site at Northampton, 
having selected on Thursday, the 
Pleasant street lot owned by Miss L. M. 
Grisnold. Northampton expects to get 
its building next year.

SHAW GIVES ILLSTRATIONS 


Defines Free Raw Material and Says 
Our Prosperity Has Been Due to 


Policy of Protection—Commercial 


Independence Surely Attained 


New Haven, Oct. 10.—The Republi- 
can state campaign was opened here 
last evening with a rally at which the 
speaker was Secretary of the Treasury 
Shaw. Mr. Shaw’s speech was very 
long, but was well received. Secretary 
Shaw said in part: “Political caim- 
paigns should become schools of state- 
craft. I have come to the conclusion 
that they are the only times when the 
people study principles and problems of 
government carefully. I care little 
for partisan politics and I do not care 
about what is termed practical poli- 
tics. But I like such discussions of is- 
sues as this occasion affords. Let me 
ask you what it is that divides the great 
parties. Is it wealth? There are 
wealthy, men in both parties. Is it 
principles and measures? ‘There wasa 
time when the colleges taught free 
trade. If you know of any college that 
teaches free trade now, teach that col- 
lege better. If you intend to legislate 
for the entire world free trade is cor- 
rect. But if you do not so intend free 
trade is not correct legislation. But 
somehow we are called upon to legislate 
for this country and not for the entire 
world.” 

Mr. Shaw discussed trusts and trust 
legisiation at length. In brief he 
claimed that the Republican convention 
of 1588 was the first to attempt to sug- 
gest a curb for the combinations and 
trusts. The only anti-trust bill signed 
by a President of the United States was 
signed by a Kepublican president, 
Benjamin Harrison. 

Mr. Shaw said also that President 
Roosevelt is now doing more than any 
other president to enforce the laws in 
effect against combinations. He said 
that if the states would enforce laws 
against trusts within their own limits 
the national government would not 
need to. 

Mr. Shaw then took up the tariff prin- 
ciples atsome length. He said in part: 

“Our political opponents have always 
urged the removal of all! tariff duties 
from what they are pleased to term raw 
material. And they urge such a course 
because they clalin IT WIL enaDie our 
manufacturers to successfully compete 
witb their European rivals in foreizn 
markets. And what is raw * material? 
Ore, in the bowels of the earth, is raw 
material, until man acquires title to it, 
but ore at the mouth of the mine is 
the finished product of the miner. 

“Whose labor shall be protected, and 
whose placed in open competition with 
the world? The Republican party, 
ever ready with encouragement to the 
manufacturer, meets these arguments 
by what are known as drawback pvro- 
visions. Whoever will may bring wool 
or silk, or hides, or iron, or wood, or 
any other commodity, from the cheap- 
est market of the earth, and if there-

of protection, extended to all Amer- 
ican labor, has resulted to the ad- 
vantage not only of the manufacturers 
who supply the American market, but 
also to the American exporter of manu- 
factures. In 1860, at the close of a 
long period of Democratic control, 
when the manufacturer was given free 
raw material, we imported, for pur- 
poses of manufacture, a little less than 
$2 \per capita. In 1902 we imported, 
for the purposes of manufacture, a Hit- 
tle over $4 per capita. In 1860 our im- 
portations for purposes of manu- 
facture were 17% per cent of the total: 
in 1902 they were 36 percent of the total. 
As usual, our opponents’ arguments 
sound well until tested by experience. 

“Personally, and speaking for myself 
alone, I should be glad to see these 
drawback provisions made more lib- 
eral. Let me illustrate. If Smith im- 
ports hides from South America, and 
exports the leather which he manu- 
factures therefrom, he will be allowed 
a drawback equal to the duty he has 
paid on the hides; but if he sells the 
leather to Jones, Jones is not entitled 
to any drawback even though he ex- 
ports shoes manufactured therefrom. 
In other words, the thing imported 
must be made a part of a manufacture, 
and by the importer himself.

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BOERS’ QUEER BEHAVIOR | 


Hus Considerably Cooled the Ardor, 
of Their Friends In Germady 

Berlin, Oct. 10.—It develops that the 
Boer generals declined in a telegraphic 
message to seek presentation to Em- 
peror William through the British am- 
bassador and the fact has produced an 
extraordinary commotion among poli- 
ticians and courtiers. No later than 
last Monday the foreign office received 
a message from the generals announc- 
ing that they had not the slightest ob- 
jection to applying for an interview 
through British government channels. 
The Pan-German committee in charge 
of the Boer reception was confident the 
generals would come with prov3r 
credentials and hence have an oppor- 
tunity for an audience. Then, Wed- 
nesday, came a dispatch saying the 
generals were determined not to apply 
to the British government, but would 
leave the emperor to summon them 
himself. This, of course, would haye 
put the emperor in direct opposition to 
Great Britain, and the announcement 
immediately followed that the pro- 
posed interview would not take place. 

The press now attacks the Boer gen- 
erals in the slashing style which it had 
heretofore reserved for Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain. Some of the news- 
papers oppose the generals being al- 
lowed to come here at all and advocate 
the suppression of the proposed scenic 
reception, including girls crowning the 
generals with laurel wreaths. 

Various explanations are given cf 
the Boers motives. A favorite idea is 
that Dr. Leyds devised the whole thing 
so as to strike back at the emperor for 
refusing to receive Mr. Kruger. Official 
circles are very much annoyed at the 
Boers’ behavior. 


Steamers Crashed Together 
Charleston, Oct. 10.—The Clyle 
steamers Iroquois and Apache collided 
in this harbor early yesterday morning, 
the latter vessel receiving damages 
that forced her captain to run her 
aground on Morris island to prevent 
her sinking. The bow of the Iroquois 
was badly used up. The night was 
clear. A mistake in giving signals is 
said to be responsible for the acci- 
dent. No one was injured and there 
was comparatively little excitement 
among the passengers. The big ships 
came together with a crash that could 

be easily heard two miles away. 


Cubans Honor Dead Heroes 

Santiago de Cuba, Oct. 10.—There 
Was a great demonstration here yester- 
day upon the occasion of the cere- 
monies held in memory of the Cuban 
patriots who were killed in battle fight- 
ing for the independence of the islund. 
Four thousand school children took 
part in the procession, in which repre- 
sentatives of the insular and municipal 
governments, members of numerous 
societies and thousands of veterans also 
participated. It Is estimated that 40,- 
000 citizens marched in the procession, 
which was several miles long, 


The French Miners’ Strike 

Paris, Oct. 10.—Information from 
the coal mining regions indicates that 
the strike is spreading rapidly, but 
while in some districts the cessation of 
work is already complete, in other re- 
gious the mines ure still working at full 
capacity. The “yellows,” as the anti- 
strikers are called, are preparing to of- 
fer resistance in case attempts are 
made to prevent them from working. 


sored Guarding Trains 

Laredo, Tex., Oct. 10.—A report sent 
out yesterday stating that the Mexican 
government had taken possession of 
the National railroad and would super- 
vise the running of trains over the en- 
tire system was given out by Thomas 
Dodd, attorney of that road. He was, 
however, mistaken, with the exception 
that the military has been ordered out 
to guard trains and depots on that por- 
tion of the road w here the strike is on. 


Hunting For Stolen Cadavers 

Indianapolis, Oct. 10.-A_ party 
headed by detectives went to Louis- 
ville yesterday to identify if possible 
some of the bodies found in a cold 
storage room in that city. Itis thought 
that some of the bodies stolen from 
Indianapolis cemeteries, which mys- 
teriously disappeared from the colleges | 
here, may be found there.

Overbearing Police Chief’s Blunder 

Moscow, Oct. 10.—General Trepov, 
chief of the Moscow police, was driv- 
ing one recent rainy day when a man 
on the sidewalk opened his umbrella to 
protect himself from the mud_ scat- 
tered by the chief's carriage and ex- 
claimed “Not so fast.” Trepoy at once 
ordered the arrest of the man, who 
turned out to be M. VonPleve, ininister 
of the interior. Trepoy thereupon be- 
came frightened and ordered his itu- 
mediate discharge. General ‘Trepov 
has ineffectually sought to reconcile the 
minister, and has just been given two 
months’ leave of absence, believed to 
be tantamount to dismissal. 


Fire In Dangerous Locality 
New York, Oct. 11.—A_ fire which 
started early this morning at Park 
Row and Worth street swept through 
a lodging house in which 200 men were 
asleep. The firemen say they believe 
all the inmates escaped injury. In the 
rear of the burning building is a_ big 
building occupied by chemical manu- 
facturers. Chief Croker ordered all the 
tenants out of the tenements nearby, 
saying he fearel there might be an 

explosion in the chemical factory. 


Grave Situation at New Orleans 

New Orleans, Oct. 10.—The New 
Orleans Railway company made no at- 
tempt yesterday to resume their sched- 
ules for passenger service. The strikers 
and their sympathizers massed to the 
number of 2500 and waited patiently 
all day for the ffrst car to come out 
Towards evening they grew weary of 
the wait and set upon two. strangers 
who were sizhtseeing. The strikers 
took them for non-union men and beat 
them badly. 


Up to Diplomats 

Washington, Oct. 10.—It is learned at 
the Colombian legation here that the 
complications at the Isthmus of 
Panama, growing out of the orders of 
Commander McLean and Admiral 
Casey, who succeeded him in command, 
regarding the transit of the railroad, 
are the snbject of negotiations between 
the government of Bogota and United 
States Minister Hart. The officials 
here decline to talk about the probable 
outcome. 


Guardsmen Did Quick Work 

Fort Riley, Kas. Oct. 10—Camp 
Root, where for two weeks National 
Guard officers from nearly every siate 
in the union have been witnessing prac- 
tical object lessons in the movement of 
armies, is no more. At 6:30 last night 
a cavalry bugler sounded the notes of 
“general.” Instantly the 1500 tents 
were on the ground and within 15 mia- 
utes were ready for shipment and the 
first loads were being placed aboard the 
cars. 


Fraud Charges Whitewashed 

London, Oct. 10.—A blue book pub- 
lished yesterday contains the report of 
the court of inquiry which has investi- 
gated the charges brought against the 
remount establishment of the army. 
With the exception of a couple of minor 
cases the report not only whitewashed 
all concerned, but finds that the un- 
precedented demands on the remount 
establishment were met with extra- 
ordinary success. 


Stonecutters’ Gift to Nation 

Washington, Oct. 10—The corner 
stone of the proposed memorial bridge 
across the Potomac to connect Washing- 
ton with Arlington cemetery was dedi- 
cated at a big open-air meeting in the 
White lot yesterday. The stone weigns 
seven tons and was cut by the Stone- 
cutters’ union of the District of Co- 
lumbia, by whom it was designed and 
presented to the government.

Con- 
missioner Williams says that he has 
proof that instead of assisting immi- 
grants the minister prevented peasant 
girls from meeting their friends and 
compelled them against their will to ac- 
cept employment with people who have 
previously applied to the Lutheran 
home for servants. 


Satisfied With Maneuvers 

Washington, Oct. 11.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Sanger, who has represented the 
war department during the maneuvers 
at Fort Riley, has just returned to this 
city, fully satisfied at the fine showing 
made by the troops. Mr. Sanger was 
impressed especially with the perfect 
sanitation of the great camp. The sick 
report, he said, was actually lower at 
the end of the encampment than at the 
beginning, showing that the men had 
improved materially in health during | 
their hard work in the field. 


Campaign For Assistance 

Washington, Oct. 11.—The executive 
council of the American Federation of 
Labor last night decided to appeal to 
the business men and other sympa- 
thizers with the anthracite coal miners 
for financial aid for the strikers.

Roumania’s persecutions of these peo- 
ple gave Mr. Hay a motive for asking 
that the powers which are responsible 
for the existence of Roumania shall 
persuade that government to be more 
liberal and not force its Jews by bard 
customs to flee to this country. 

Jews in America approve his note be- 
cause it may ameliorate conditions in 
Roumania. Social students approve be- 
cause such immigrants are likely to be- 
come a eharge upon American institu- 
tions. All the Jewries of Europe have 
the complaint that we have, and, ex- 
cepting possibly Russia, whose tactics 
Roumania is copying, all the powers 
are expected to support the communi- 
cation. 

Practically what the United States is 
interested in is that it shall not be bur- 
dened with Roumania’s outcasts, “The 
purposes of our generous treatment of 
the alien immigrant is to benefit us 
and him alike, not to afford another 
state a field upon which to cast its own 
objectionable elements.” 

Roumania helped the Russians in the 
Turko-Russian war in 1877, saved Rus- 
sia indeed at the siege of Plevna and 
when peace came proclaimed herself 
independent of the suzerainty of Tur- 
key and asked that the congress at 
Berlin give her recognition. Beacons- 
field was an influence in that congress, 
and before Roumania’s request was ac- 
ceded to she was required to abrogate 
all her anti-Jewish enactments and 
| agree that “in Roumania the difference 

of religious creeds and confessions 
shall not be alleged against any person 
las a ground for exclusion or incapacity 
i in matters relating to the enjoyment of 
civil and political rights, admission to 
public employments, functions and 
honors or the exercise of the various 
professions and industries, as well as 
guaranteeing that all foreigners shall 
| be treated, without distinction of creed, 
on a footing of equality.” 

This was imposed upon Roumania 
in the way that the Platt amendment 
was imposed upon Cuba. She accepted 
it and then disregarded it, until the list 
of her discriminations has reached 
large dimensions. 

Jews are not admitted there to the 
practice of law. They are regarded, 
though centuries in the country, as 
“aliens not subject to foreign protec- 
tion.” To become naturalized (only 400 
out of the 400,000 are citizens) each ap- 
plicant has to be passed by parliament. 
One of the school grammars, illustrat- 
ing a rule of syntax, says, “You must 
not believe the word of a Jew even 
when he is at the point of death;” an- 
other says, “Ginshops are kept by Jews, 
who, like leeches, suck the blood of 
| peasants by enticing them to drunken- 
ness.” 

Jewish schools were closed in 1899 
because they were not kept open six 
days a week (that included Saturday, 
the Hebrew Sabbath). Jewish commu- 
nities were deprived of control of the 
kosher meat tax on which their schools 
and churches largely depended. In 
1887 it was decreed that Jews should 
be admitted to public schools oaly 
after the Roumanians had been ac- 
commodated. In 1893 they were ex- 
cluded for being aliens, but could en- 
ter if there was room upon payment of 
a fee.

Mrs. Hanna, the wife of the senator, 
took a hand in a labor controversy and 
succeeded in winning the good will of 
every member of the Fainters’ union, 
Says a Cleveland special. A house on 
Russell avenue which is owned by the 
senator was being repainted, and a 
force of sixteen men employed by a 
contractor was at work there. The 
men did not belong to the union, and 
their employer would not recognize the 
union. 

Union officials discussed the matter 
Friday night and decided to do some- 
thing. It was deemed advisable to 
send a committee to see Senator Han- 
na, but as he was out of town the com- 
mittee called on Mrs. Hanna instead. 
When she had heard the complaint, 
she ordered her carriage, drove to the 
house and ordered the painters to cease 
work. They obeyed her, and later ey- 
ery one of them joined the union, their 
employer signing the union agreement.

If human qualifications were the 
prerequisites to success in Christian} 
life and service, it {is a well known 
fact that many would not possess) 
them; but it is possible for every child 
of God to abide in Christ and to have} 
Christ abide in him. If we accept! 
Christ by faith and live lives of faith 
and devotion and of prayer, Christ will 
dwell in our hearts and we will abide 
in Him, and the requirements will be 
met that will make it possible for the 
best fruits of Christianity to be pro-| 
duced in our lives. 

The resv'ts of being fruitful and of 
being fruitless should inspire us to in- 
finitely prefer the former to the latter. 
The fruitless branch {1s cut down, cast 
aside and destroyed.

Flint, Mich., to Boston, 

One of the longest trolley trips ever 
recorded in this country Las just been 
a mpleted by Robert H. Darragh, the 
ipeal street railway expert and pub- 
lisher, says a Boston dispatch.

LOVE THAT ENDURED. 


Partridge’s Death Closes Ro- 
mance of Half a Century. 

With the death of Miss Eliza Ann 
Partridge, says the New York Jour- 
nal, there ended a romance which 
dates back half a century and has in- 
volved many prominent people in this 
| city. 

Miss Partridge was born in Pomfret, 
Conn., in 1814. Her father was a 
member of a family that traced itself 
back to Plymouth days. 

When about sixteen years old, Miss 
Partridge came to this city and soon 
after fell in love with Henry Hall 
Ward, who was her cousin. The at- 
tachment was mutual, and the couple 
became engaged. The family on both 
sides, however, objected to a marriage 
on account of the consanguinity, and 
they were never united. Both persist- 
ed in maintaining the engagement 
nevertheless, and neither married. 
They saw each other daily, walked 
and drove together and lived almost 
as much for one another as though 
they had been one up to the time of 
Ward's death, which was in 1872. On 
his death he left his home, 23 Bond 
| street, together with two others near 
by, to Miss Partridge. 

Miss Partridge always regarded the 
home as sacred. She hired caretakers, 
instructing them to see that each room 
was dusted daily and to keep every- 
thing as much as possible in the shape 
in which it had been left. She visited 
the house almost daily for twenty 
years and more and refused admission 
to all other persons. 

The other two houses were rented at 
constantly advancing rates, and plenty 
of offers were made for No. 23, but to 
all of them she was deaf. Finally the 
house was torn down to make room for 
a modern business building.

to deceive human beings. I have here

The result is that one half of 
this little heap—the half upon the right 
—is thanatine, a deadly poison; the 
other half is salt. And neither you 
nor any other man alive with his un- 
aided eye can tell where the salt ends 
and the poison begins. With such 
simple trickery can human beings be 
deluded; to such errors their senses are 
liable. Whether it is a question of this 
heap of white powder or of a man seen 
in the dusk upon the streets of Dur- 
ham we may all be deceived; we may 
all be mistaken. 
“But not all the devices nor the cun 
ning of all the men on earth can de- 
e one drop of this acid. It is never 
Always, from the beginning 
end of eternity and under all 


en 


conditions, it knows and 

the truth. It cannot .be de- 

it cannot lie, for its knowl- 

edge is the wisdom of God, and its 


truth is his truth!” 

Surely I never had heard that simple 
fact brought home to me with such 
conviction before—that there is no ly- 
ing in nature and no error. And I think 
it was the same with all there present. 
The faces of the jurymen changed 
from wonder to a stern purpose, while 
Moore’s face was the picture of a cow- 
ard in the presence of his deserts. 

“One thousand times,” continued 
Warren, “you may test the right side 
and the left side of this heap of pow- 
der, and until your own fallible hand 
shall mix the substances the result will 
always be what you have seen. When 
it shall have mixed them, though you 
do not know it, one drop of this acid 
will tell you, without prejudice, with- 
out hesitation, with absolute certain- 
ty. 

Then at the judge’s request the chem- 
ist proved his saying. He tested re 
peatedly from the two sides of the lit- 
tle mound of powder—always the clear 
fluid from the salt; always the green 
glow from the poison. The effect of 
the chemist’s trick, which he had pre- 
pared as a rebuke to the prisoner's 
lawyer, was such that no argument of 
counsel could overthrow it, and a ver- 
dict of guilty followed. 

But for Professor Warren I am sure 
a guilty man would have escaped his 
due. And, by the way, the difference 
between fallible human testimony and 
the evidence of nature was further il- 
lustrated a few days later by the dis- 
covery of the man whom Deacon Lew- 
is and bis friends had mistaken for 
Loren Moore.

BOON FOR LUMBERMEN. 
of a New System For 
Towing Logs. 

A new towing logs has 
just been devised in the northwest, 
says the New York Evening Post. A 
}suceessful raft in British Columbia is 
thus described: Under the new system 
several lengths of galvanized plow 
steel wire cable, each 250 feet long, 
were strung from the rear of the tug 
_in one long rope. At intervals of fif-

teen feet “clips” were attached, to 
{which half inch chains were made 
| fast. The ends of the chains were 


‘passed through holes bored slantingly 


through the ends of the logs. It was 
found that this method did away with 
the necessity of the tug making for a 
shelter when a storm threatened and 
thus accomplished a large saving in 
time. The number of feet in the next 
raft, which will be started in a few 
days, will be 300,000, and if this is suc- 
cessfully handled the following one 
will contain 500,000 feet. 

| The logs are cut in forty-eight foot 
lengths and are bucked up after reach 
ing their destination, Close observa- 
tion of the raft, which was taken to 
Port Gamble, showed that the chains 
las used did not allow the logs to roll 
‘over and thus break up the tow. It 
was also found that the tug made bet- 
ter time with the same quantity under 
the new conditions than with logs in 
a boom. The special feature of the 
device which will appeal lumber 
men compelled to raft on the ocean is 
the low cost of getting the logs to tide 
water,

COALMAGNATES SCORED 


Declared Uublushing and Per- 
sistent Law Breakers 


SNUB TO THE PRESIDENT 


Declared to Be Hardly Matched For 
Sheer Audacity—Laws Violated So 


Long That They Think They Are 
Immune From Punishment 


Boston, Oct. 13.—One of the features 
of the present state campaign was the 
dinner which the Democratie Club of 
Massachusetts tendered Saturday night 
to William A. the 
for governor. Oyer 250 


Gaston, candidate 
party tfol- 
lowers listened to speeches by Richard 
Olney, secretary of state in Mr. Cleve- 
land’s cabinet, Charles §. Hamlin, 
Josiah Quincy, Congressman Thayer, 
Henry M. Ellis, Democratic candidate 
for governor in New Hampshire, as well 
as to Colonel Gaston. 

The speech of the evening was de- 
livered by Mr. Olney and the crowd 
cheered him for some minutes when he 
arose to speak. Many greeted him as 
the next president. 

Mr. Olney said that the vital prin- 
ciple of our political institutions con- 
sists in liberty regulated by law. With 
the exception of the two Cleveland ad- 
ministrations, the Republican party has 
been in control of the national govern- 
ment for a period of more than 40 years. 

“The signs of the times,” he said, 
“are that under the regime of the Re- 
publican party, and through the na- 
tional government's 40 years of  part- 
nership with the protected industries, 
we have come to a pass where public 
Officials as well as private citizens 
deem themselves above the law. 

“Witness the zealous haste with 
which the treasury rushes to the relief 
of Wall street sp -culators by a novel 


banking saw. Witness the ‘astonishing 
proceeding of the same department in 
its instructions to subordinate officers 
respecting the duties to be collected on 
coal. But the generally lawless at- 
mosphere in which protracted RKepubli- 
ean reign has enveloped us is even 
more strikingly illustrated by the re- 
cent presidential demonstration upon 
the coal strike.” 

Referring to the coal conference at 
the White House, at which Mr. Baer 
was present, he said: “The president 
is our representative with foreign 
powers. Will it strengthen his hai ds 
that some half a dozen private citizens 
are found snapping their fingers in his 
face? The president's overture to the 
coal operators was prompted by the vest 
motives and should have been treated 
with respectful consideration, It 
might have been declined courteously, 
even if firmly 

“But the opportunity to administer a 
snub to the president was too temptiug. 
Accordingly he was not only treated as 
a rash inter-meddler; he was also lec- 
tured tipon the law and facts of the 
case, and to crown all was notified that 
the cause of the troubles was lawless- 
ness, which he was sarcastically in- 
vited to suppress. 

“For sheer audacity, this attitude of 
the coal operators should hardly be 


matched, and nothing could more 
strongly emphasize the disrepute into 


which the law of the land has been 
brought by long continued Republican 
domination. 

“Yet who are they who were so in- 
sistent upon the suppression of law- 
lessness in the mining regions? Why 
the most unblusbing and persistent of 
law breakers. For years they have de- 
field the law of Pennsylvania which 
forbids common carriers engaging in 
the business of mining. For years they 
have discriminated between customers 
in the freight charges on their rail- 
roads in violation of the interstate 
commerce law. For years they have 
unlawfully monopolized interstate com- 
merce in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. Indeed the very best excuse 
and explanation of their astonishing 
attitude at the Washington conference 
is that, having violated so many laws 


for so long and so many times, they 
might rightfully think they were 


wholly immune from either punishment 
or reproach. 

“In these days of combination by 
capital on a scale and to an extent es 
startling as itis unprecedented, can 
they possibly imagine that labor is to 
be denied an equivalent right of com- 
bination? If they do, it is only another 
instance of their complete indifference 
to the law of the land.

Demand Living Wages—Delegates 
Will Be Sent to a National Conven- 
tion to Meet In Chicago Next Jan- 
uary.

Europe Becoming Acquainted 
With Real Americanism 


A FEELING OF CYNICISM 


Respecting Arbitration Is Beginning 
to Be Overcome Through the In- 
fluames >f the Hague Tribunal, Thus 
Ex “acing Our Liberal Spirit 


Faris, Oct. 13.—Judge Penfield of the 
United States state department, Arch- 
bishop Riordan of San Francisco and 
others who were present at The Hague 
during the recent sessions of the In- 
ternational Court of Arbitration which 
heard the arguments in the pious fund 
case between the United States and 
Mexico, have arrived here. 

Judge Penfield says the court's de- 
cision in the matter will be rendered 
within the present month. Toa repre- 
sentative of The Associated Press 
Judge Penfield said: 

“Although the decision of the court 
is still doubtful, I feel confident of a 
favorable result. The court prac- 
tically narrowed the issue to 'a question 
of res judicata, and inquiries made 
by members of the court indicated a 
tendency favorable to our position on 
this issue. If this assumption proves 
correct, it is then only a question of 
figures to ascertain the amount due, 
which is something over $1,000,000, 

“The court commented upon the thor- 
oughness of the American presentation 
of the case. The United States fur- 
nished practically the entire evidence, 
transcripts, ete. Mexico furnished 
practically nothing. As a result of 
these facts the American record was 
all the court had and Mexico relied 
upon a generalized argument.” 

Commenting upon the broad interna- 
tional aspects of The Hague organiza- 
tion, Judge Pentield said: 

“The Hague tribunal is accomplish- 
ing important results for America. 
Arbitration is not taken as seriously in 
Europe as it is in the United States. 
We observed an undercurrent of cyni- 
cism respecting arbitration, which is re- 
garded as sentimental and ideal. Tha 
American idea of treating international 
arbitration seriously is beginning to 
exert its influence; it promises to over- 
come European prejudice and to lead 
to a general acceptance of this prin- 
ciple. Another important influence of 
The Hague tribunal Is that it is tc- 
quainting Europe with real American- 
ism. In Europe they are slow to un- 


derstand our idea of the equality of 
man; the individual counts for litt’e 


here. The International Arbitration 
Court gives us our first opportunity of 
presenting to the publicists and jurists 
of the old world our exalted ideals zon- 
cerning the rights of the people and 
that the function of government is the 
protection of the individual. The 
Hague tribunal is thus performing the 
important mission of extending the 
liberal spirit of the American institu- 
tions.” 


Peary May Undergo Operation 

Philadelphia, Oct. 13.—Robert E. 
Peary came to this city today to under- 
go treatment for his feet, which were 
injured in the far north. It may be 
necessary to have an operation er- 
formed. Although the extent of Com- 
mander Peary’s injuries is not known, 
it is said they were due to his feet be- 
ing frozen four years ago, soon after he 
started.upon bis last expedition. It 
Was then necessary to amputate several 
toes. 


Bogus Dollars In Circulation 

Manila, Oct. 15.—Counterfeit Amer- 
ican silver dollars are being made in 
China and circulated here extensively. 
The dollars are of silver and of standard 
weight. The low price of silver en- 
sured to the makers of this counterfeit 
money a profit of 100 percent. Amer- 
ican silver circulates as gold in the 
Philippines. 


Was Absent Twenty-Six Months 

New York, Oct. 13.—The United 
States supply steamer Arethusa ar- 
rived yesterday from Cavite, after an 
absence of 26 months in Asiatic waters, 
where she has been in service attend- 
ing the United States fleet stationed in 
the far east. All on board the yessel 
are well. She carrieda crew of 39 men. 


Easily Wriggles, Out of Prison 

Sofia, Oct. 13.—General Zontcheff, 
president of the Macedonian commit- 
tee, has again escaped from prison and 
has gone to Macedonia. The Mace- 
donian committee asserts that the in- 
surrection is growing daily. It claims 
that the rebels have destroyed several 
villages. 


Parnell Admiration Waning 

Dublin, Oct. 13—The 10th annual 
pilgrimage to the graye of Charles §. 
Parnell occurred yesterday. For the 
first time the lord mayor and corpora- 
tion of Dublin did not participate in 
the ceremony. The attendance was 
smaller than in previous years. 


Editor Used Gun on Doctor 
Butte, Mont., Oct. 13.—J. Ww. Kelly, 
editor of The Inter-Mountain, last night 
shot Dr. A. H. Cayley, a prominent 
resident of Butte. Cayley, it is be- 
lieved, will die. Officers are searching 
for Kelly. 


Two Railroad Men Killed 
Altoona, Pa., Oct. 13.—An express 
train ran into a wrecked freight train 
hear Barre yesterday.

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RAILWAY STRIKE SETTLED 


Long and Effective Tieup at New Or- 
leans Is Brought to an End 

New Orleans, Oct. 13—The street 
ear strike begun by the dissatisfied 
employes of the New Orleans Railway 
coupaby was settled last night, the 
Carmen’s union unanimously acc2ptiug 
the governor's ultimatum. 

The basis of settlement is that the 
men will go back to work at once at 
20 cents, 10 hours to be a day’s work, 
with a minimum of 7% hours a day, vo 
discrimination to be made against any 
of the a2 under charges and as mauy 
to be sken back as are needed for the 
operation of the company’s lines. 

There is widespread rejoicing in the 
city over the settlement of the strike, 
which began Sunday morning two 
weeks ago, and has been the most ef- 
fective tie-up attempted in this city. 
Not a single passenger has been car- 
ried on a car since it began and not a 
passenger car has gotten more than 
five blocks from a barn. 


Left Jesuits to Wed 

Vienna, Oct. 13.—The retirement of 
Count Eugene Esterhazy from the 
Order of Jesuits was occasioned by a 
love affair with the Marchioness de 
Raynac, a French woman, whom the 
count has since married. Count Es- 
terhazy’s retirement from the Jesuits 
created a great sensation here, es- 
pecially as he commenced legal pro- 
ceedings to recover his fortune of $175,- 
000, which he gave to the society on 
joining it in 1885. 


Armour Baby In Plaster Cast 
Chicago, Oct. 13.—The operation 
which Mr. and Mrs. J. O. Armour hope 
will cure their daughter, Lolita, who 
has been a cripple since birth, was per- 
formed yesterday by Professor Lorenz 
of the University of Vienna. Lorenz 
pronounced it a complete success and 
said he had not the least doubt that the 
child would be able to walk as well as 
the healthiest children when the plaster 

cast shall be removed next spring. 


Barred From French Course 

Paris, Oct. 13.—The Jockey club yes- 
terday withdrew the licenses of | the 
American jockeys, Milton Henry and J. 
Reiff, excluding them from riding on 
any French race course. This action is 
the outcome, says Le Soir, of very care- 
ful investigation made by the detective 
departinent, which secured proofs that 
Henry and Reiff, upon several occa- 
sions, have prevented favorites from 
winning. 


Tornado In Hlinois 

Quincey, Ills., Oct. 13.—A_ tornado 
struck this city last evening, destroying 
much property in the city and in’ the 
county. A large number of houses and 
barns were destroyed and great dam- 
age was done to orchards and standing 
corn. One man was. killed, The 
smokestacks of the electric light power 
house Were bluwn down and the city 
wis in darkness. 


Government Troops Repulsed 

Port au Prince, Oct. 13.—The -evo- 
lutionists at Montrouis were attackod 
by forces of the government yesterday. 
While a government steamship bon- 
barded the rebels’ positions the govern- 
ment troops attempted to effect a land- 
ing. The rebels resisted with energy 
and succeeded in repelling the attack. 
There were many casualties. 


More Trouble For Venezuela 

London, Oct. 13.—The Hamburg 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says 
that on account of the murder in Vene- 
zuela of Alam Russell, a German sub 
ject and manager of the Venezuela 
Plantation company, the German gov- 
ernment has ordered the cruisers YVi- 
neta, Panther and Gazelle to zo to 
Venezuela. 


Motorman’s Serious Error 

Paris, Oct. 13.—As a result of a mis 
take made by a motorman, one electric 
street car ran at full speed into an- 
other here last evening. Both ears 
Were crowded. Thirty-nine perso.as 
were more or less’ seriously injured, 
sustaining broken limbs or being cut 
by glass or splinters. 


“Touched” For a Million 

Prague, Oct. 13.—Further investiga- 
tion into the affairs of the St. Wences- 
Jaus loan bank, in the funds of which a 
shortage of $500,000 was discovered, 
shows the amount stolen to be $1,000,- 
000 and that the peculations had been 
carried on for 20 years.

THE BUYER OF BEEF. 


He Is a Man of Consequence About 
the Stockyards. 

The buyer occupies a position of con- 
sequence in the stockyards community. 
He is an expert, usually a man of mid- 
dle age, who has obtained his educa- 
tion and technical ability partly in the 
packing houses and partly on the ranch. 
An experienced buyer is likely to re- 
ceive.a salary of $4,000 to $5,000 a 
year, and he is worth all of that, for on 
his ability to tell by a moment's in- 
spection what quality of beef will be 
produced by a steer that he never be- 
fore laid eyes on depends primarily the 
excellence of the product issued by his 
house and hence the increase of its 
business. 

The buyer’s work is not arduous, and 
to all appearance his task is a simple 
one. He walks along the flat board 
laid along the top of the fence, glanc- 
ing keenly at the cattle in the different 
pens. Some he passes by without a 
pause, others he stops to inspect more 
closely, and occasionally he displays 
his interest In a group by asking a 
question or two of the man in charge. 

Long experience enables him at a 
glance to distinguish between a grass 
fed steer and a corn fed steer, to de- 
cide whether an animal is entitled to 
be classed as “fancy,” “good” or “‘com- 
mon” and to guess within a few pounds 
of an animal’s exact weight by glanc- 
ing at him. The buyer makes his pur- 
chases “on the hoof,” paying the mar- 
ket price ruling for the day for the 
grade in which7t is decided each group 
of cattle belongs. In a few words the 
transaction Is completed, and the buy- 
er’s interest In the affair is ended.— 
Leslie’s Monthly. 


An Anecdote of Bach. 

The Duke of Saxe-Weimar once invit- 
ed Jobn Sebastian Bach, the Nestor of 
German music, to attend a dinner at 
the palace. Before the guests sat down 
to the feast Bach was asked to give 
an improvisation. The composer seat- 
ed himself at the harpsichord and 
straightway forgot all about dinner 
and everything else. He played so long 
that at last the duke touched his shoul- 
der and said, “We are very much 
obliged, master, but we must not let 
the soup get cold.” 

Bach sprang to his feet and followed 
the duke to the dining room without 
uttering a word. But he was scarcely 
seated when he sprang up, rushed back 
to the instrument like one demented, 
struck a few chords and returned to 
the dining room, evidently feeling much 
better. “I beg pardon, your highness,” 
he said, “but you interrupted me in a 
series of chords and arpeggios on the 
dominant seventh, and I could not feel 
at ease until they were resolved into 
the tonic. It is as if you had snatched 
a glass of water from the lips of a man 
dying of thirst. Now I have drunk the 
glass out and am content.” 


Faloons In Japan. 

In the olden times in Japan all the 
daimios (similar to the old English 
lord) had great sport with falcons, as 
they went out to the field to catch other 
birds with falcons. The falcons were 
tamed well and used to catch large 
birds, mostly cranes. When people now 
go out hunting with falcons, the men 
in charge hold them upon their fin- 
gers. AS soon as one sees any bird 
he lets the falcon rush at the bird; as 
soon as the falcon reaches the bird he 
bites at the throat and throws the bird 
down to the ground. Meanwhile the 
holder runs to the place where they are 
and catches both of them. 

Falcons are not large birds; but, as 
they belong to the eugle family, they 
are strong and brave and never afraid 
to go at any bird to kill it, but the men 
in charge of falcons of course take 
great care in feeding and taming them,

EFFORTS OF MORGAN 


Exerted Toward Ending the 
Great Coal Strike 


SETTLEMENT SEEMS NEAR 


Statement From Operators Agreeing 
to Appointmeat of Commission by 


the President, to Whom Shall Ke 


Referred All Questions at Issue 
Washington, Oct. 14.-By authority 
of J. Pierpout Morgan, who witb his 


partner, Robert Bacon, and Secretary 


Root, were in conference with _Presi- 


dent Roosevelt at the temporary White 


House last night for an hour anda 


half, a statement was given out by 
Secretary Cortelyou in which the aresi- 
dents of the coal-carrying railroads and 
mine operators propose a commision of 


five persons to adjust the differences 


and settle the coal strike in the an- 
thracite coal fields of Pennsylvania. 

The proposition is believed by the ad- 
ministration to be satisfactory to ‘be 
miners, as it covers the proposition made 
by President Mitchell of the United 
Mine Workers’ union with additie ial 
conditions which it is believed that the 
miners will accept. 

The statement recites that there are 
in the anthracite regions about 75 op- 
erating companies and tirms, and 147,- 
000 miners and workmen (of which 50,- 
000 are under age) comprising so ne 20 
nationalities and dialects. Of these 
workmen possibly one-half belong to 
the United Mine Workers’ union. 'That 
organization was originally formed in 
the bituminous coal region, and tbree- 
fourths of its members are miners of 
bituminous coal, and bituminous coal 
is sold in active competition with an- 
thracite coal. Theremaining workmen 
in the anthracite fields cither belong to 
no union whatever or do not belong to 
the Mine Workers’ union. 

The statement further declares that 
since May 10, 1902, many men bave 
been prevented, by violence and _ in- 
timidation, from working, and alleges 
that Mr. Mitchell either cannot or 
will not prevent the reign of terror. 
The coal companies believe that, the 
wages paid in the coal regions are fair 
and full, and all that the business in 
its normal condition has been able to 
stand if the capital invested is to have 
any reasonable return. 

Continuing, the statement says: “It 
will be remembered that at the con- 
ference in Washington, Oct. 3, we made 
the following offer: That we would 
take up at each colliery any alleged 
grievance, and in the event of a failure 
to make satisfactory adjustment the 
question at issue to be submitted to the 
final decision of the judges of the court 
of common pleas of the district in which 
the colliery is located. This offer was 
made by us in good faith and we de- 
sire here to reaffirm it. 

“The coal companies realize that the 
urgent public need of coal and the ap- 
prehension of an inadequate supply for 
the approaching winter calls for an 
earnest effort to reach a practical con- 
clusion which will result in an In- 
creased supply, and the presidents of 
the companies desire to make effort 
to that end which does not involve the 
abandonment of the interests commit- 
ted to their care and of the men who 
are working and seeking to work in 
their mines. This responsibility they 
must bear and meet as best they can. 

“They therefore restate thelr posi- 
tion: That they are not discrimiuat- 
ing against the United Mine Worters, 
but they insist that the Miners’ union 
shall not discriminate against or refuse 
to work with non-union men; that there 
shall be no restriction or deterioration 
in quantity or quality of work, and 
that owing to the varying physical 
conditions of the anthracite mines 2ach 
colliery is a problem by itself. 

“We suggest a commission to be ap- 
pointed by the President of the United 
States (if he is willing to perform that 
publie service) to whom shall be re- 
ferred all questions at issue between 
the respective companies and theirown 
employes, whether they belong to a 
union or not, and the decision of that 
commission shall be accepted by us.

“zmiliar with the physical ana 
mercial features of the business. 

“It being the understanding tliat im- 
mediately upon the constitution of such 
commission, in order that idleness and 
non-production may cease instantly, 
the miners will return to work and 
cease all interference with and_per- 
secution of any non-union men who are 
working or shall hereafter work. The 
findings of this commission shall fix 
the date when the same shall be effec- 
tive and shall govern the conditions of 
employment between the respective 
companies and their employes for a 
term of at least three years.” 

The above statement is signed by 
George F. Baer, L. B. Thomas, W. H. 
Truesdale, T. P. Fowler, R. M. Oly- 
phant and Alfred Walters. 

While no official statement was made 
at the White House after the op- 
erators’ address was made publie by 
Secretary Cortelyou, the opinion was 
expressed that the wayis now open for 
a complete settlement of the strike and 
that the mines would soon be in op- 
eration once more. 

The proposition of the coal operators 
was a result of the visit of Secretary 
Root to New York and his conference 
with Mr. Morgan on Saturday. Mr. 
Morgan at that time expressed a keen 
interest in the situation and a desire 
to bring about an adjustment if pos- 
sible. Following this talk with Seere- 
tary Root there was a conference in 
New York yesterday at which the prop- 
osition of tve eoal operators Was agreed 
to and Mz, mvurgan was delegated to 
bring it to @e president, in the belief 
that such would be the courteous 
course and the best way of promulgat- 
ing the offer of settlement. 

The next move will be the presenta- 
tion of the matter to the miners and it 
is probable that President Mitchell 
will be invited to Washington to -:on- 
sult the president. It is believed here 
that he will at once accept the proposi- 
tion.

Mitchell Wouldn’t Get Up 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 14.—President 
Mitchell, when shown a synopsis of the 
statement issued from the White House 
early this morning, in which the op- 
erators agree to arbitration, refused to 
make any comment and immediately 
retired. A few moments later a full 
copy of the statement was brought to 
strike headquarters, but he refused to 
get up to see it. The correspondents 
talked with him through the transom 
of his bedroom, and in answer to fur- 
ther questions he said he knew about 
what the statement contained. 


No Trouble In Coal Fields 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 14.—What was 
looked upon as an important day in the 
matter of resumption of work in the 
coal mines passed without any serious 
trouble, and each side to the contro- 
versy is claiming a victory. Reports 
received here from coal companies all 
over the region are to the effect that 
at least 12 collieries and four wash- 
eries started operations yesterday. 
President Mitchell asserted that re- 
ports received by him from his lieu- 
tenants in the field showed fewer men 

at work yesterday than last week. 


Work of a Mob 

Scranton, Pa. Oct. 14.—-Orlando 
Schooley, who was taking a crowd of 
newly recruited men to work at the 
Edgertown colliery in Jermyn yester- 
day afternoon, was set upon by a mob 
of 100 and beaten so badly with clubs 
and stones it is feared he will not live. 
His back was broken. The crowd of 
rgcruits who were with Schooley were 
allowed to go unmolested upon their 
agreeing to take a train out of town. 


Soldier Responsible For Death 

Shenandoah, Pa., Oct. 14—The cor- 
oner’s jury in the case of William Dur- 
bam, who was shot and killed on Wed- 
nesday night last by Private Arthur 
Wadsworth of the National Guard, 
yesterday returned a verdict placing 
the responsibility for the death upon 
Wadsworth, expressing the belief that 
the shooting was hasty and unjusti- 
fiable, and recommending that the mat- 
ter be placed in the bands of the dis- 
trist attorney for investigation. 


Necklace Valued at $20,000 Lost 

Islesboro, Me., Oct. 14.—No little stir 
has been made here by the recent post- 
ing of a notice of the loss of a diamond 
necklace valued, it is said, at about $20,- 
000, the property of Miss Pauline Bid- 
dle of Philadelphia. A large reward is 
offered. Dr. A. W. Biddle and his 
daughter, Miss Pauline, who have a 
summer c&ttage here, have just left 
Islesboro for their home. They ae- 
clined to discuss the loss of the jewel. 


Boers Have Lost Friends 

Berlin, Oct. 14.—Herr Von Wilden- 
bruch, who is called the court poet, 
owing to Emperor William's special 
favor, was going to deliver the welcom- 
ing oration to the Boer generals here. 
But since the generals have forfeited 
official countenance Wildenbruch has 
unnounced that he is going on a trip 
to the Tyrol for his health and has 
asked the Berlin public not to wave 
their hats, but to give money to the 
Boers.

Them If They Would Have the 
Church Regain Some of Its Lost

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 14.—Re7. 
James D. Mudge made an address be- 
fore the monthly meeting of the 
Methodist preachers of Worcester and 
vicinity at the Webster Square church 
yesterday, which considerably stirred 
up those who heardit. His subject was 
a review of John Wesley’s book, 
“Christian Perfection.” 

Mr. Mudge said that he did not think 
anyone could have realized the valuecf 
the labors of John Wesley, but mucha 
as he was eulogized, he was not in- 
fallible. That he made mistakes could 
not be denied, and some of his mistakes 
were very serious ones. Mr. Mudge 
said Wesley never apprehended clearly, 
as is done now, the accurate definitions 
of theological terms. He was, Mr. 
Mudge continued, surrounded by a 
crowd of ignorant followers, and he 
was obliged to listen to many of their 
ignorant ideas, which influenced Lis 
teachings-and doctrines. 

Mr. Mudge said that all throuzh 
Wesley’s book of sermons and letters Le 
contradicted himself every few wina- 
utes, and that he thought Methodism 
had fallen back by tying itself so von- 
pletely to his teachings. He said some 
of Wesley's doctrines were “a libel to 
God,” and that bis works were a inass 
of inconsistencies and confusions. 

Mr. Mudge thought that the Methodist 
church would regain some of its lost 
greatness if it would only break away 
from the rules and teachings set down 
by Jobn Wesley. In closing he said 
that he thought that Wesley’s book 
should be consigned to the scrap heap 
as an antiquated and reverenced relic 
to be looked over occasionally. Mr. 
Mudge said he thought Wesley was an 
unsafe and unsatisfactory leader, and 
said that he should protest against fol- 
lowing his teachings, and sbould con- 
stantly protest, no matter how many 
enemies it made for him. In conclu- 
sion, he said that if Methodists con- 
tinued to stick to Wesley they would 
stick in the mud. 

Rev. Dr. G. W. King of Trinity 
church replied to Mr. Mudge, and said 
that he did not think Mr. Mudge really 
meant what he sald, but was dealing 
with the ethical side of the question.

You will be able to buy a complete 
gymnasium on a small scale for the 
use the child this year, including 
everything that goes to make up the 
paraphernalia of muscle development. 
There are patent reversible wall sets, 
the weights of which are dumbbells 
and may be detached and used sepa- 
rately. There are punching bags that 
may be used either on a bracket or on 
a floor and ceiling rope. There are 
parallel bars that may be converted 
into vaulting horses. There is even a 
punching bag and football combina- 
tion. 

There are geographical puzzles which 
take in our new oversea possessions, 
teaching the names of cities and towns 
therein. There are maps which, when 
placed together, form themselves into 
miniatures of Manila, Porto Rico and 
Cuba, but they are not affairs which 
are easily pieced together, so that the 
child will need to have at least a smat- 
tering of the topography of these coun- 
tries before he will be able to con- 
struct the maps thereof. 

Most of the leading novelties this 
year are intended to furnish amuse- 
ment for the elders as well as the 
youngsters. So, while a child will un- 
doubtedly be fascinated with some of 
the games planned on the order of bil- 
liards and pool, so also will be the older 
members of the family, for some skill 
is required to manipulate many of the 
gumes. One of these games has even 
attained to the dignity of composition 
balls and chalked cues for shooting 
them into the pockets at the corners of 
the table. The game is different from 
that which is played in public halls, 
howewer. The balls are placed differ- 
ently on the table, and the counting is 
not the same. 

Games generally are in demand, and, 
judging by the fact that one firm alone 
has placed orders for 100,000 sets of 
pingpong, or table tennis, that game is 
to be the popular indoor innovation 
this winter. Another dealer whose or- 
ders are nearly as large as those of the 
dealer just mentioned says that there 
has been no falling off in the popu- 
larity of the game and that it will be in 
even greater vogue this winter than it 
was last year. 

The classic building block is to be 
sold in even greater variety than ever 
before, and there are specimens of 
stone, cement, wood and other con- 
struction. Kites are also to be award- 
ed the good little boy—not the old fash- 
joned affairs that have to be adjusted 
with long tails, but great box kites, 
like those used by the United States 
weather bureau, to which the young- 
ster may attach Leyden jars and do 
some experimenting on his own ac- 
count. Malay kites are also on sale, 
some of them seven feet high, but so 
easily handled that a boy under ten 
may fly them from the housetop with- 
out danger of being pulled from his 
perch. 

For the little girls there are dolls— 
the mothering instinct is always asser- 
tive—rag dolls that will not break. The 
chief novelty in this lipe includes two 
dolls in one. It is planned to enable 
the child to practice a little magic, to 
the great surprise of her friends. For 
instance, she shows them a doll dressed 
in blue. Placing it behind her back, 
she brings forth instantly a black pick- 
aninny dressed in red. In either case 
she has apparently only one doll. 

How does she manage it? Under the 
skirts of the white déll, which has no 
legs, there are the head and bust of the 
pickaninny doll. By catching hold of 
the head of this black doll the skirts 
immediately fall down over the white 
doll’s head, the arms hanging down 
beyond the covered head and making 
the necessary ‘feet. 

Freak toys are not to be in vogue 
this winter. Those that are sold are 
in the hands of the fakirs and will be 
obtainable only on the sidewalks. The 
leading novelty in this line is a rubber 
ease, which, when inflated, looks like 
a monstrous Frankfurter sausage and 
which, when allowed to leave the hand, 
flies swiftly up into the air, pursuing a 
gyrating course.

Rear Admiral Melville, chief of the 
bureau of steam engineering, who has 
been ill for several weeks, has returned 
to his duties.

QUINCY DAILY 
CAR BECAME DETACHED 


Caused the Death of Two Dar- 
ing Aerial Navigators 


DE BRADSKY’S EXPERIMENT 


Appears to Have Been Successful Un- 
til Wires by Which Car Was Sus- 
pended to Balloon Gave Way—lIn- 


ventor and Engineer Crushed 


Paris, Oct. 14.—DeBradsky, the aero- 
naut, and a companion, M. Morin, were 
killed by falling from a dirigible bal- 
loon yesterday. The catastrophe sent 
a thrill of horror through Paris, fol- 
lowing the disaster to the Brazilian 
aeronaut, August Severo, who was 
killed May 12 last, arffi whose balloon 
started from the same shed in a south- 
ern quarter of Paris as did De Brad- 
sky’s balloon yesterday. 

The principle of the latter’s ship had 
been warmly discussed and its ascent 
was awaited with the keenest interest. 
A number of aeronauts, friends of De 
Bradsky, and the latter’s wife were 
present at the start. Mme. De Brad- 
sky, though anxious that her husband 
should demonstrate the success of Lis 
invention, witnessed his departure with 
considerable emotion, especially as the 
conversation of the spectators turned 
on the fatal ending of Severo’s experi- 
ment. 

De Bradsky first tried the ascentional 
screw situated below the car, and the 
airship, held by ropes, rose easily and 
maintained its equilibrium. De Brad- 
sky was satistied and said he would 
maneuver over the drilling ground 
opposite the Trocadero. A whistle 
was blown, men released the ropes, the 
propelling screw belind was set in mo- 
tion and the airship was pointed iy the 
proper direction. 

But suddenly a southwest wind 
sprang up and the airship swerved to 
the northeast instead of to the nerth- 
west. Crossing the main boulevards 
the airship executed a number of evolu- 
tions, but continued northward with 
the wind, eventually disappearing over 
the great white basilica of the Church 
of the Sacred Heart on top of the hill 
of Montmatre. The aeronaut’s wife 
and their friends waited at the shed 
from § till 10 o’clock and grew anxious 
at his prolonged absence. 

When the balloon was perceived at 
an immense height this increased the 
anxiety, as it was known the airship 
was never intended to rise to such a 
point. It was, however, merely the 
inflated envelope which drifted back 
across Paris after the accident had re- 
lieved it of the weight of the car. A 
few minutes later a telegram arrived 
with the news of the disaster. 

An eye-witness named Aubert gave 
the following account of the accident: 
“I was standing on the steps of my 
building yard when I heard a voice call- 
ing. I looked up and saw an airship 
100 yards in the air. Morin was lean- 
ing out of the car and asked through a 
megaphone where was a suitable spot 
to descend. I indicated a place in the 
neighborhood and the airship proceeded 
in the direction I had indicated. A few 
instants later I saw the balloon turn 
sharply aud at the same moment I 
heard a noise like the tearing of cloth. 
The piano wires attaching the frout of 
the car to the balloon had _ broken. 
Other wires followed suit, the car be- 
came detached and it fell to the ground 
200 yards distant. The balloon itself 
bounded up in the air and disappeared. 
I hurried to the spot and found De 
Bradsky dead and terribly bruised be- 
neath the motor. Morin was lying un- 
der the remainder of the car. He lived 
but a few moments.” 

M. De Bradsky was a Hungarian 
baron, 36 years of age, rich and clever, 
and had been in the diplomatic service. 
He made his first ascension in 1901. 
Morin was his engineer. He leaves a 
widow and three children. 

Lachambre, the constructor of the 
airship, says he had no confidence in 
the mechanical part of the airship, but 
says the balloon had perfect stability 
and constituted real progress, inasmuch 
as there was no pitching or sudden 
shocks. The defects were that the car 
was too light and that the motor and 
guiding screw were too weak. 


Siamese Prince at Annapolis 

Annapolis, Oct. 14—The Crown 
Prince of Siam and suite arrived here 
yesterday and were driven to the naval 
academy, where they were formally 
welcomed. A salute of 21 guns was 
fired in honor of the nation’s guest, who 
reviewed the battalion of midshipmen. 
Subsequently the prince and his party 
were taken through the academy build- 


A WASTE OF ENERGY 


For Colombia to Seek Judgment 
Against the Panama Railway 
Washington, Oct. 14.—It is stated 
here that in the event that the Co- 
lombian government succeeds in ob- 
taining judgment against the Panama 
Railway company on account of its 
failure to carry Colombian soldiers and 
munitions of war that the rallway com- 
pany undoubtedly would have the right 
of reclamation against the govern- 
ment of the United States, as it was 
by the orders of our naval! officers that 
the company acted as it did. The 
United States in turn would look to the 
government of Colombia for repay- 
ment of the judgment, holding that the 
action taken was in strict accordance 
with the treaty stipulation by which 
the United States is bound to maintain 
free transit across the isthmus, and 
this right of reclamation on the part of 
the United States would be exercised. 


The Macedonian Revolution 

London, Oct. 14.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Volo, Greece, says 22 
villages in Macedonia are in complete 
revolt and that half a battalion of 
Turkish troops has been annihilated by 
insurgents, in the Krezna defile. 

This news, continues the dispatch, 
emanates from sources which have 
hitherto minimized the trouble. ‘The 
situation consequently appears sud- 
denly to have grown worse. 

Berlin, Oct. 14—A dispatch from 
Sofia announces that the Macedonian 
insurgents have been victorious along 
the left bank of the Struma river and 
that they have seized the mountain 


Peculiar and Terrible Accident 

Binghamton, N. Y., Oct. 14.—Charles 
B. Smith, a bricklayer employed on the 
new Kilmer building, yesterday - fell 
from a scaffold erected at the sixth 
story which was wrecked by some 
stonework falling on it from above. In 
his descent, Smith’s neck came in con- 
tact with the telephone and electric 
wires about on a level with the fourth 
story, completely severing his head 
from his body, the spring of the wire 
throwing tbe head up on the roof, a 
floor higher than the scene of the accl- 
dent. 


Cholera Juvasion Unlikely 

Washington, Oct. 14-—The aruy 
medical officers say there is little dan- 
ger of the bringing of cholera to tais 
country by the army transports from 
Manila. The Sherman, which arrived 
at San Francisco last Thursday, re- 
ported that she bad seven cases of 
cholera since leaving Manila. The last 
case oecurred 21 days before the tra 1s- 
port arrived at San Francisco and the 
disease died out before the ship ar- 
rived in quarantine. 


Two Big Mills Remain Out

be accepted in its present form. 

There is a division of opinion amoag 
the strikers, but there is no doubt a ma- 
jority teel that the offer to have Presi- 
dent Roosevelt select an arbitration 
commission along the lines suggested 
by the operators is not fair and that it 
unduly limits the president in making 
up the board. The miners, it is safe 
to say, however, will abide by theadvice 
of their national president, in whose 
judgment they have the utmost con- 
fidence. President Mitchell declines to 
say how he personally looks upon the 
proposition, but last night he gave tc 
the press the following statement: 

“I fully appreciate with what anxiety 
the people of our country are awaiting 
the end of the coal strike. The coal 
operators have notaddressed the Miners’ 
union or its officers in making their 
public statement. It is, therefore, im-

When Mitch- 
ell was aslgd if he and the district offi- 
cers had power to end the strike, he 
said that it is a rule of the organization 
that no settlement can be made by the 
oflicers of the union without the consent 
of a delegate convention. It is prae- 
tically certain that Mitchell's advice 
will be followed in the conference. 
While he has not said a word as to 
what he will do, it is freely predicted by 


those who understand the situation 
that he will advise a refusal of the 
proposition. 


The situation around the collie ies 
was partially lost sight of because of 
Monday night’s developments, but 
there was no material change from that 
of Monday. The arbitration talk has 
acted as a check upon the movement of 
men returning to work and it is prob- 
able there wil] be no great movement 
in this direction until definite 
conclusion is reached in the arbitration 
scheme.

Indemnity Halvea by Mexican Coin 

The Hague, Oct. 15.—The arbitration 
court in the “pious fund” case has con- 
demned Mexico to pay the United 
States $1,820,000 in Mexican currency. 

This verdict is in effect a compro- 
mise. The United States claimed up- 
wards of $4,000,000 and its representa- 
tives argued that it should be paid in 
gold. The award is for only $1,820,- 
000 and this is further halved by the 
provision that payment shall be made 
in Mexican silver worth only 50 ceats 
on the dollarin any gold standard 
country.

Roanoke, Va., Oct. 15.—A notice was 
posted in the general shops of the Nor- 
folk and Western railway here yester- 
day announcing an increase of 2 cents 
an hour in the wages of all machinists, 
machinists’ helpers and all laborers. 
This increase affects about 2000 men 
and was made voluntarily. The wages 
of the trackmen of the company were 
recently increased materially.

Moreover, corporations upon 
which the people depend for the neces- 
saries of life should be required to con- 
duct their business so as to regularly 
and reasonably supply the public needs, 
They should be subject to visitorial su- 
pervision, and full and accurate in- 
formation as to their operations should 
be made regularly at reasonable in- 
tervals. Secrecy in the conduct and re- 
sults of operation is unfair to the non- 
managing stockholders, and should, as 
well for reasons of state, be prohibited 
by law. 

“The extent to which legislative con- 
trol over commercial activities should 
be exercised is, of course, a question 
for legislative wisdom. We have the 
experience of the other nations to guide 
us in determining how far the delicate 
and mysterious rules of trade can be 
interfered with by positive statutes 
without injury. That experie ice 
teaches us that the least interference 
consistent with the preservation of es 
sential rights should exist. Arbitrary 
regulations that restrain free inter 
course are usually found to be unwise. 

“Primarily it is for the congress to 
decide whether it has the power, and 
whetber and to what extent it will 
execute it. The time never was when 
the English-speaking people permitted 
the articles necessary for their ex- 
istence & be monopolized or controlled, 
and all devices to that end found con- 
demnation in the body of their laws. It 
is ditticult to improve upon the great un- 
written code known as the common law. 
Under its salutary guaranties and re- 
straints the English-speaking people 
have attained their wealth and power. 
It condemns monopoly, and contracts 
in restraint of trade as well. The 
distinction, however, between re 
straints that are reasonable in view of 
all the circumstances and those which 
are unreasonable, is recognized and 
has been followed in this country by the 
courts. This distinction makes 1 rule 
that may be practically applied, ani 
preserves the rational mean between 
unrestrained commerce and the abso- 
lute freedom of contract.”

Usually the public resents such a claim 
as this from a man who has gone into 
contract with the government and asks 
relief simply because he has got the lit- 
tle end of the bargain, The story inthis 
case is such, however, that it is certain 
that Sec. Moody will not go out of bis 
way to fight this claim,

ernment to build tlie torpedo destroy- 
ers at a certain figure. But as the navy 
department looks at the matter, the 
men who went into this business were

come from regular motion and which, if 
continued long enough, will break the 
most powerful steel ever forged. This 
discovery will explain why the main 
propeller oshafto in first vlace 
steamships have broken down in mid- 
ocean after having stood every test that 
could be devised. But to make that dis- 
covery took perhaps years of experi- 
menting and study. 

What Sec. Long began and what Sec. 
Moody is carrying out is to get in the 
navy a ‘‘seagoing’’ class of’ torpedo 
boats—-boats that can act as scouts 
away out in the ocean, that can keep 
away from the swift cruisers and can 
carry the news of an arrival of a hostile 
fleet faster than the swifest cruiser 
can, while at the same time, ander cover 
of night, they can put a battleship on 
the béttom of the ocean. This thing has 
been kept as quiet as possible, because 
the idea has been to let out as little as 
possible to the naval intelligence bu- 
reaus of other countries. 

But as all the work was new, as no 
such boats were ever built elsewhere, 
and as the navy department itself only 
knew what it wanted and not what it 
should cost, some of the 14 big and little 
establishments, scattered all over the 
United States have been pretty badly 
*‘let in’? for heavy losses in this work. 
Having started in to build the boats 
and finding that it was going to cost 
much more than they dreamed, they 
went to Sec. Long and asked him to 
pledge his word that the government 
would at least pay what these boats 
would actually cost. Sec. Long naturally 
said that he had no power to make any 
such pledge, and that it rested with 
congress alone to restore the money 
that the builders laid out, 

The navy officers who know most 
about the whole matter say that the 
builders have acted pretty heroically and 
patriotically in spending $2,000,000 out 
of their own pockets, trusting to the 
chance tbat congress will see the matter 
in the same light that they themselves 
do. Probably congress, in turn, will 
refer the matter to the navy department 
for a report, so that Sec. Moody will 
really have the adjudication of the 
whole matter.—Bostou Advertiser.

When the Pacific railroads were new, 
& great deal of the property along the 
lines was a wilderness.

Suddenly two 
words rang out sharp and clear above 
the rattle of the train: 

“Hands up!” 

The order was shouted within a foot 
of the two robbers’ ears. At the same 
moment the farmers each whipped out 
a revolyer. The robbers’ first impulse 
was to look back. They saw a woman 
with a revolver in each hand, the muz- 
zles within a few inches of their heads. 
Then the two farmers approached and 
disarmed the robbers, while the two 
women threw off their outside apparel 
and appeared in men’s attire. One of 
the two robbers gave a yell as a signal 
for his fellows, but his voice was 
drowned by the rattle of the train, 

Two of the farmers now proceeded 
to the baggage car. One of them threw 
open the door, while the other stood 
with a revolver pointed into the car. 
The robber there was on the lookout 
and fired as soon as the door was 
opened, but as the man who threatened 
him stood beside instead of before the 
door he was uninjured. Simms at the 
time was on the locomotive. Hearing 
the shot, he was climbing over the coal 
in the tender to go to the baggage car 
when the engineer shot him dead. The 
robber in the baggage car, not receiv- 
ing assistance, soon yielded to an order 
to throw up his hands. In five minutes 
from the time the supposed woman

A vigilance committee had for some 
time been trying to stop the depreda- 
tions of Simms and his men, but had 
failed. The cashier of the bank they 
had last robbed, a very energetic man, 
attended to following the gang him- 
self. He tracked them into a region 
from which he felt sure their quickest 
and surest plan of exit was to capture 
a train. This one was purposely pre- 
pared. The engineer, conductor and all 
train hands were armed, and the farm- 
ers and their wives were picked men 
disguised. The leader of the posse was 
the woman who went for the glass of 
water.

in the anthracite coal fields: 

Brigadier General John M. Wilson,

either the military or naval service of 
the United States. 

E. W. Parker, Washington, D. C., as 
an expert mining engineer. Mr. Parker 
is chief statistician of the coatdivision 
of the United States geological survey 
end the edigr of The Engineering and 
Mining Journal of New York. 

Hon. George G. Gray, Wilmington, 
Del., as a judge of a United States court. 

Mr. E. E. Clark, Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
grand chief of the Order of Railway 
Conductors, as a sociologist, the presi- 
dent assuming that for the purposes 
of such a commission the term sociolo- 
gist means a man who has thougat 
and studied deeply on social questions 
and has practically applied his knowl- 
edge.

Mr. Mitchel] indicated formally yes- 
terday to President Roosevelt that the 
Mine Workers’ union dissents from ihe

President-Roosevelt, having ascer- 
tained the views of Mr. Mitchell, at once 
communicated with the operators and 
initiated efforts to reconcile the dif- 
ferences developed and to baye the op- 


erators make some further 
sions, his aim being to reach a com 
mon accerd between miners and cp 

erators whereby the labor dispute may 
be finally composed and mining of cou! 
resumed. 

When the last conference had been 
eoncluded, Mr. Mitchell left the White 
House and, after a brief conference 
with President Gompers of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and some 
other loca] labor leaders, departed for 
Wilkesbarre. 

Mr. Mitchell's visit to Washington 
was by invitation of President Roose- 
velt in order that they might discuss 
the terms of the proposition submitted 
to the president last Monday night by 
the anthracite coal and railroad prests, 
donts, in the hope that fhe miners and 
the operators might be brought into 
agreement as to the appointment ky 
President Roosevelt of a commission to 
arbitrate existing differences between 
them. 

The discussion of the situation was 
entirely amicable. Mr. Mitchell was in 
a conciliatory mood and the president 
was very zealous in his efforts to pro- 
mote a settlement of the prolonged 
strike. 

Mr. Mitchell assured the president of 
his anxiety to end the strike, but sald 
that the miners were firm in their po- 
sition and that he could not afford to 
sanction any proposition that would 
sacrifice their interests at this time. 
He was willing, however, to dispense 
with minor detaiis and indicated his in- 
tention to demand only an arbitration 
board which should be selected fairly 
with respect equally to the interests 
of both parties to the controversy.

They were 
held for a hearing.

Several of the speakers declared that 
the reuson for so many failures among 
fire insurance companies was legisla- 
tive restriction and state taxation. 


Jefferson Davis Home Sold 

Jackson, Miss., Oct. 16.—The formal 
sale and transfer of Beauvoir, the home 
of Jefferson Davis, by Mrs. Davis, to 
the Sons of Confederate Veterans waa 
consummated yesterday. The home 
will be used as a home for indigent 
Confederate veterans. Mrs. Davis re- 
ceived $10,000 for the home.

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 16.—Ear]l Whit- 
ney, charged with the murder of A. 
B. Chinn and with seriously wound- 
ing his son, Asa, made a complete con- 
fession yesterday, admitting that he 
and Claude O'Brien did the killing. The 
feeling against the men is intense and 
violence is feared.

|A. SEVERE RE ENCOUNTER 


In Which Venezuela’s Presi- 
deut Led His Forces 


BOTH SIDES LOSE HEAVILY 


Timely Aid Saved Government Forccs 
From Defeat—Revolutionists Retain 
Their Positions, With the Ultimate 
Result of the Conflict In Doubt 


Willemstad, Oct. 16—News from 
Caracas is to the effect that the battle 
near La Victoria between the forces of 
President, which were said to number 
4100 men with 15 guns, and the Vene- 
zuelan revolutionists, which began 


Monday morning, has so far been wita- 
out definite result. 

The only rebel generals engaged 
were Guevara, ‘Torres, Crespo and An- 
tonio Fernandez, whd had with then 
about 3100 men, representing the ad- 
vance guard of the revolutionists. 

President Castro twice led a charge 
in person and showed great courage and 
coolness. His lieutenant, Genera! Al- 
cantara, who was at one time at West 
Point military academy, was mortally 
wounded. The government forces had 
247 men killed, while the revolutionists 
lost 310 men. Among the latter was 
General Guevara. 

The arrival at the scene of battle at 
5 o'clock Monday afternoon of Vice 
President Gomez with 800 men and a 
large amount of ammunition saved the 
situation for the government. At that 
time the odds were greatly against 
President Castro. Monday night the 
revolutionists still retained their posi- 
tions. 

The fight started again Tuesday, and 
at 10 o’clock in the morning President 
Castro retired to La Victoria. At 1 
o'clock the fighting ceased on both sides. 

News of the engagement having 
reached Generals Matos and Men‘oza, 
they hastened to the scene and arrived 
at a point near La Victoria Tuesday 
with the rest of the revolutionary arny, 
which now numbers about 8000 men. 
The reinforcements under Matos and 
Mendoza intend to take part in the re- 
newal of hostilities. 

President Castro now appears to be 
surrounded by his enemies. The town 
of El Consejo, near Victoria, is occu- 
pied by the revolutionists. 

Valencia is beiieved to be doomed. 
The town was attacked by General 
tiera on Monday and Tuesday. 

The government cannot receive rein- 
forcements from Caracas. as the rail- 
road from there to Valencia is held by 
the rebels, ; 

Those who were wounded in the fight- 
ing are still without medical assistance 
or care. ‘They lie on the battlefield as 
they fell, and the scene there is one of 
great horror. 


Will Avoid Bloodshed If Possible 

Manila, Oct. 16-—It will be possibly 
three weeks before the.American ex- 
pedition against the Sultan of Baco- 
lod will leave Camp Vicars, Mindanao. 
General Davis is anxious to avoid 
bloodshed in Mindanao, and has di- 
rected General Sumner to refrain from 
fighting until forced into actiye com- 
bat. When the expedition reaches 
Bacolod the sultan will be given an- 
other chance to aceept peace. General 
Sumner will not attack unless the 
Moros take the aggressive. 


Christian Villages Destroyed 

Sofia, Oct. 16.—A report has been re- 
ceived here from the frontier that in 
the vicinity of Dubnitza 60 women and 
children have fled into Bulgaria ‘to es- 
cape Turkish troops. They report the 
destruction of the Christian villages of 
Stamer, Drenove, Serbinovo and Pir- 
ine, aud that the village of Oranoyo has 
been burned and its inhabitants mas- 
sacred. ‘The Macedonian committee 
are to send telegrams to the capitals of 
Europe, praying European statesmen 
to protect the Christians of Macedonia 
against Turkish atrocities. 


Must Be Settled Today 

Boston, Oct. 16.—The deadlock in the 
Ninth congressional Democratic gis- 
trict continued during the 18 ballots 
taken last night and the candidates re- 
main in the same position as they did 
on the first ballot, namely, Joseph A. 
Conry 54, Joseph A. Dennison 50, and 
John A. Kelliher 54. Adjournmeyt 
was taken until noon today. This 
give the delegates only five hours in 
which to decide upon a nomineg, as the 
nominations must be filed at the state 
house by 5 o'clock.

ATHLETES FOR ENGLAND. 


Hiertberg to Take Team, Inclading 
Duffy, Across Next June. 

Ernest W. Hfertberg, trainer of the 
Columbia track team, has completed 
arrangements to take an all American 
athletic team of professionals and am- 
ateurs to England, Ireland and Scet- 
land next June after the intercollegiate 
games, says the New York Commercial 
Advertiser. The team will include 
many of the best American performers 
and will be entered in the complete cir- 
cuit of summer athletic meets in the 
British isles. The necessary financial 
guarantee for the team’s expenses has 
already been obtained. 

Among the prominent athletes who 
are counted on as sure to accompany 
the team are Harry Gill, the Canadian, 
who won the A. A. U. all around cham- 
pionship in 1900; Mike Sweeney, who 
holds the world’s rgcord of 6 feet 55§ 
inches in the running high jump; Frank 
M. Kanaly of Cambridgeport, Mass., 
who won the five mile A. A. U. nation- 
al championship last year; G. Perry, a 
weight thrower; Edward Hobbs and 
Thomas Keene, the Boston sprinters, 
and Arthur F. Duffy of Georgetown 
university, who holds the world’s rec- 
ord of 9 3-5 seconds for the 100 yard 
dash and who figured so préminently 
in the English championship meet last 
summer. Hjertberg himself will meet 
the foreign cracks in the long distance 
events, so that the American team will 
be well rounded out in the gamut of 
standard athletic events. Other men 
are expected to join in the pilgrimage 
for athletic honor and foreign prizes. 


BOON FOR LUMBERMEN. 


of a New System For 
Towing Logs. 

A new system for towing logs has 
just been devised in the northwest, 
says the New York Evening Post. A 
successful raft in British Columbia is 
thus described: Under the new system 
several lengths of galvanized plow 
steel wire cable, each 250 feet long, 
were strung from the rear of the tug 
in one long rope. At intervals of fif-

teen feet “clips” were attached, to 
which half inch chains were made 
fast. The ends of the chains were 


passed through holes bored slantingly 
through the ends of the logs. It was 
found that this method did away with 
the necessity of the tug making for a 
shelter when a storm threatened and 
thus accomplished a large saving in 
time. The number of feet in the next 
raft, which will be started in a few 
days, will be 300,000, and if this is suc- 
eessfully handled the following 
will contain 500,000 feet. 

The logs are cut in forty-eight. foot 
lengths and are bucked up after reach 
ing their destination, 
tion of the raft, which was taken to 
Port Gamble, showed that the chains 
as used did not allow the logs to roll 
ever and thus break up the tow. It 
was also found that the tug made bet 
ter time with the same quantity under 
the new conditions than with logs in 
a boom. The special feature of the 
device which will appeal to lumber- 
men compelled to.raft on the ocean is 
the low cost of getting the logs to tide 
water.

Finally the corner of Douglas avenue 
and Mechanie street was agreed upon, 
when a committee of the Freeport Wo- 
men’s club went to Devil's Lake, Wis., 
and secured a huge bowlder, which 
will be brought to the city and placed 
in position with fitting ceremoutes. 

New Idea In Fur Coats. 

Automobiling has been responsible 
for many curious ideas in the way of 
coats, but I have seen one which is a 
unique example of the furrier’s art, 
writes the London correspondent of 
the New York Herald. From collar to 
tail it is made entirely of hares’ ears, 
cunningly joined together. Twelve 
hundred hares were killed to produce 
this astonishing garment, which took 
three months to manufacture, one man 
being employed three days in cutting 
the ears from the skins. It has been 
specially treated to render it water- 
proof. Considering the immense 
amount of labor spent on it, it seems 
cheap at the price, $100, which is 
asked for it. 


Station For Signal Corps of Army. 

Upon the crest of the Blue Ridge 
mountains, within sixty miles of 
Washington, the war department has 
purchased sixty acres of land and will 
commence at once the construction of 
a building that will be used as a sta- 
tion for the signal corps of the army, 
Says the Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Record-Herald. It will be 
fully equipped and will be used for the 
higher scientific instruction of the offi- 
cers as well as to teach the rudiments 
to enlisted men. The location is con- 
sidered excellent, because the altitude 
commands a wide field in which practi- 
cal lessons will be given. 


Latest Airship Resembles a Quilt. 

The latest invention in the way of 
airships, according to the New York 
Herald, is the vessel being constructed 
in Paris by M. Pardy, a Chilean, in 
the shape of an immense quilt.

When I was recruiting in 1861, Si 
Jackson presented himself for enlist- 
ment. He was as homely and slab sid- 
ed asif he had been cut out of a swamp 
log with a wabbly saw. I tried to get 
rid of him, but couldn't, and he be- 
came a soldier. 

Then began the struggle between Si 
Jackson and the United States of 
|America. The United States demand- 
‘ed obedience on the part of Si, and Si 
demanded that he be allowed to paddle 
‘his own canoe as he thought best. He 
jwas reprimanded, sent to the guard- 
‘house, bucked and gagged and pun- 
jtshed in various other ways, but he 
called the bluff every time. They were 
ready to court martial him when we 
‘marched away to fight the first battle 
jof Bull Run, but he escaped from ar- 
rest and joined us on the field and 
was the only man in the regiment to 
reap any honor. Single handed and 
alone he captured the only Confeder- 
ate prisoner taken in that fight and 
marched him back to the Potomac. 
Our captain tried to make Si believe 
that he had done his whole duty and 
could go home with flying colors, but 
Si wasn’t on the go. On the contrary, 
he was in the guardhouse again the 
day after turning his prisoner over. 

It has always been a mystery to 
the thousand men of the Fourth infan- 
try how Si Jackson defied the United 
States and held his own. In the two 
years he was with us he put in nine 
tenths of his time in the guardhouse. 
Four different courts martial sat on 
him and sentenced him to prison, but 
for some reason the findings were al- 
‘ways revoked. A hundred dfferent 
times he was threatened with being 
drummed out, but the threat was nev- 
er carried into execution. He was ex- 
amined by the surgeons and his dis- 
charge recommended, but he beat them 
at the game. He was sent into the en- 
emy’s country with the hope that he 
would be captured, but he always 
squeaked through. He was sent with 
the teamsters with the hope that the 
mules would end his career with their 
hoofs, but not a foot ever reached him, 
He'd fight, and fight well, but he would 
not obey orders. During those two 
years he never drilled a single time or 
had a spade in his hand. He never 
stood sentry for an hour, and if he re- 
mained on picket it was because he 
preferred to. 

When Si had been defying the Unit- 
ed States for two long years, he be- 
came discouraged. The load was be- 
coming too heavy for him. There were 
also rumors to the effect that the next 
court martial would land him at the 
Dry Tortugas to drag a ball and chain 
behind him. Obstinate and mulish as 
he was, he realized that one man 
couldn't hope to beat military disci- 
pline forever. He hadn’t been worsted 
yet, but it might be a good thing to 
quit while honors were even. Si Jack- 
son’s first decision was to quit and his 
second to leave the service in a blaze 
of glory not soon to be forgotten. 
Those of us who were watching him 
noticed that he had something on his 
mind, but were far from suspecting 
what a programme he was mapping 
out. To the west of our camp of 6,000 
men was a cerral holding 3,000 mules 
and horses. The 6,000 men were occu- 
pying about 2,800 tents. The guards 
about the corrals afterward remem- 
bered seeing Si hanging about for two 
or three days, but his plans were not 
suspected. At the western side of the 
inclosure were hundreds of bales of 
hay and bags of oats and corn for use 
of the animals, and the hot sun had 
dried the bushes until they were like 
tinder. 

One night Si was ready for his fare- 
well. It was a moonless night, with 
the wind blowing strong from the west 
and signs of a storm at hand. He had 
no goodbys to exchange and very little 
to pack up. It isn’t at all likely that 
a kind word at the last would have 
altered his plans in the least, but no 
kind word greeted his ear. On the 
contrary, the captain, who happened 
to run across him, squared off and said: 

“See here, Si. I’ve got mighty tired 
of all this, and I'll give you the 
straight tip that if I can’t get you out

Si only grunted in reply, and half an 
hour later he was preparing his sur- 
prise party. He dodged the guards of 
the western side of the corral and 
brought up among the hay, and five 
minutes later a big flame was rising 
from the bales.

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ADMIRAL SELFRIOGE DEAD 


Was the Oldest Naval Officer of That 
Rank In the World 

Boston, Oct. 16.—Rear Aduwiral 
Thomas O. Selfridge, U. 8. N., retired, 
died yesterday at the McLean asylun 
in Waverley. He was probably the 
oldest living officer of that rank in nny 
navy in the world, and there is no other 
navy which had two admirals, father 
and son, both retired. Rear Adiniral 
Thomas O. Selfridge, Jr., was born Feb. 
6, 1836, and joined the navy at the age 
of 15. The second eldest son is Coim- 
mander J. R. Selfridge, born July 11, 
1849, and in the navy since 1864. 

The elder admiral was born in Massa- 
chusetts, and appointed to the navy cn 
Jan. 1, 1818, at the age of 19 years, 9 
months, and was $1 years, 3 months and 


24 days in the service. During his 
earlier days he made some yoy s in 
merchant vessels, aS Our navy Wis 


considerably reduced in ships for many 
years after the war of 1812, and th re 
was but scant employment for the offi- 
cers. He took an active part in the 
Mexican war and was severely 
wounded in the attack by the Mexic: 
at Gugamas, necessitating his return 
to the east. 

When the rebellion broke out Con- 
modore Selfridge was too far advanced 
in years to accept active duty at sea, 
and he was assigned as commandant of 
the Mare Island navy yard, 186244, and 
again in 1873. In the latter year all re- 
tired officers were retired from uctive 
service and he resided at Georgetown, 
S. C., but for many years he paid an 
annual yisit to San Francisco, where 
he had two sons residing.

The Eclipse. 


Ilarvard’s astronomical authorities 
observed the eclipse of the moon ona 
big scale last night. From 8 o’clock 
in the evening until 4 o’clock this 
morning the scene at the observatory 
was one of bustle and excitement.

In these days of sanitary precautions 
there is an increasing demand for pure 
drinking water. Physicians have suc- 
ceeded in teaching the general publie 
the evils of the ordinary ice water cool- 
er, and as a consequence a number of 
improved coolers have been put on the 
market. Among these, says the Scien- 
tifie American, is one invented by Mr. 
Charles F. Conover of New York city. 
The construction permits of conven- 
iently drawing off the liquid and cool- 
ing the same without bringing it into 
direct contact with the cooling medium, 

The cooler is provided with a bracket 
(F) extending upward, on which the 
water bottle or demijohn is supported. 


SANITARY WATER COOLER. 

The stopper of this bottle is provided 
with an air vent pipe (A) and a siphon 
pipe (B), the latter being connected by 
a flexible tube with the outer end of 
the coil resting on the bottom of the 
cooler. The inner end of this coil leads 
to a faucet (G), througzh which the wa- 
ter may be drawn off 
supported on the drip pan (D). 

Ice is placed on the coil to cool off 
the water circulating therein. The cool- 
ided with a bottom pan, into 
which the drainage from the ice and 
from the drip pan flows. The faucet 
(E) connects with this pan and affords 
the means through which the waste 
water may be drained off.

product which is said to have the 
greatest capacity of any similar ma- 
chine yet constructed. Its motive pow- 
er is an ingenious combination of gaso- 
line and electricity, the gasoline engine 
alone carrying the burden of the load j 


accumulating the electric current, 
which is available on hills or for any 
other unusual demands. 

The truck is capable of carrying 
eighty-three half barrels of beer, repre- 
senting a load of nine tons, In one in- 
stance a seven and a half ton load was 
hauled twelve miles, one-third of 
which distance was up a hill of about 
15 per cent. - 

This truck carries a complete central 
station equipment. The gasoline engine 
drives a twelve horsepower dynamo, 
which in turn supplies current to two 
electric motors of eight horsepower 
each. The overload is taken care of by 
means of a storage battery of forty- 
four cells. The average speed of this 
vehicle is forty-five miles an hour with 
a full load.

Berlin, Oct. 17.—The Boer generals 
arrived at the Tiergarten station Lere 
from Paris yesterday and were wel-

HIS ONLY REGRET.

Bichat When He Was Dying. 

One century ago died Xavier Bichat, 
the famous physician and anatomist, 
author of “L’Anatomie Generale.” He 
probably dissected more human corpses 
than any other man in the world’s 
history. He established a record when 
he opened 625 bodies during one win- 
ter. He was not a vivisectionist and 
was wont to say, “I would rather dis- 
sect two dead people than kill one 
ehicken.”

The best thing to keep up the| 
strength of both the mother and baby} 
is milk itself, good cow’s milk, and] 
foods made from milk.

instead of one. Today miners who are 
‘scabbing’ work as high as ten cham- 
|bers apiece and earn in some cases $20 
a day. But it is a peculiar fact that 
under normal conditions the miner does 
not seem to be ambitious to do more 
than one chamber at a time or to work 
beyond five or six hours a day. 

“The real cause of this strike was 
'that the miners’ helpers, who are most- 
ly foreigners, had got it into their 
heads that the miners were not making 
a fair divide. They were organizing a 
mine laborers’ movement to force the 
miners to divide even. The operators

themselves. To avert a_ substrike 
among their ‘butties,’ as the laborers 
are called, the miners swung the gen- 
eral strike, ostensibly for the points set 
forth in their published demands, but 
in reality to enable the union to con- 
trol discipline and thus put it beyond 
the power of the laborer to revolt. 

“In the mines also are many ‘com- 
}pany hands,’ men paid by the month 
act as firemen, attend 
| to the pumps, ete. The union’s demand 
|for an eight hour day was to enlist 
| them in the strike. They are getting 
good wages—engineers, $60 to $80 a 
| month for long hours, but light work, 
}and others in proportion. Nine-tenths 
of these men were entirely satisfied, 
and many of them refused to go out, 

“When the coal in blg lumps comes 
from the mine or pit, it 
through a high structure called the 
breaker, where it is broken by steam 
tuachinery into the various sizes and 
| the impurities are picked out. Much of 
the lubor in the breaker is done by 
boys, who average cents a day. 
They have no complaint, for their pay 
is better than that of the average lad 
in a city ottice. But they belong to the 
| union and have votes in the calling of 
strikes, and the idea of striking has de- 
veloped among them rapidly. Last year 
|} in this end of the coaltields there were 
}a hundred odd local strikes, mostly 
| over the pettiest conceivable things, and 
the breaker boy and barroom loafer 
element had a good deal to do with de- 
claring them. 

“T have lived in the anthracite region 
fourteen years, and I know that in the 
year 1901 the miners earned more 
money than ever before during my time. 
Our banks are full of their savings, 
very little of which has yet been drawn 
out, in spite of their five months’ idle- 
ness. There is no similar grade of 
labor in the country which is better 
paid than the anthracite coal miner, 
and no workman more independent, 
because the law of the state practically 
gives him a monopoly of the labor of 
Inining by forbidding any but a li- 
censed miner to work at mining in the 
mines. To get a license, or certificate, 
| as it is called, he must first have 
| worked at least two years in thé mines 
as a laborer and then pass an exa@mina- 
tion to show that he knows enough 
about the peculiar requirements of 
mining to be a safe man to admit toa 
chamber.”

Well Conducted Household, 

On the door of the linen, china, glass 
and silver closets should be placed a 
list of their contents. When new arti- 
cles are added, a record should be 
made and the same done when they 
are lost or worn out. Copies of the 
lists should be kept in the housewife’s 
own housebook, which should contain 
in addition recipes for cleaning silver, 
mending china and doing other usefub 
things.

Chicken Custard, 

The next time you want to tempt the 
appetite of the gentle convalescent who 
has refused your gruels or porridges 
try a chicken custard. To a cupful of 
cream add a cupful of clear chicken 
stock. Put it in the double boiler and 
add the beaten yolks of three eggs and 
a pinch of salt. Cook until the mixture 
thickens to the consistency of cus- 
tard, then pour into cups and serve 
cold. If the appetite is capricious and 
needs something hot, still use your 
chicken stock—a cupful—and add two 
egg yolks, beating the mixture with an 
egg beater. Cool in double boiler, and 
when done add two teaspoonfuls of 
sherry and serve in a cup, piping hot.

TO FOLLOW MITCHELL 


Miners Have Sincere Faith Iu 
His Judgment 


NO HITCH IS LOOKED FoR 


In Acceptance of President’s Arbitra- 
tion Proposition— Question of Strik- 
ers Getting Their Old Places Will 
Come Before Convention 
Wilkesbarre, Pa. 

the delegates to the 


Oct. 20.—Many of 


anthracite mine 
workers’ convention, which will meet in 
this city today for the purpose of ac- 
cepting or rejecting the proposition of 
President Roosevelt to end the strike 
and submit all grievances to the arbi- 
tration commission appointed by him, 
are instructed in various features of 
the settlement, but a majority of them 
will follow the advice and judgment 
of President Mitchell. There is noth- 
ing on the surface that gives the 
slightest indication that the convention 
will not vote to send the men to work 
this weck, with the probability in favor 
of Thursday as the day of resumptioa. 

It is quite evident to observers that 
they are glad to get together and de- 
cide to return to work after the weary 
idleness of more than five months. All 
the delegates who were spoken to re- 
garding the action of the convention 
appeared to have no fear that a hitch 
might occur which would disarrange 
the present peaceful trend of affairs. 
A good many of the delegates say they 
have instructions on certain matters, 
which they will place before the dele- 
gates. 

The principal question outside of the 
great question of accepting or reject- 
ing President Roosevelt's proposition 
will be that of strikers getting their old 
places. A iarge number of the men 
fear that in the general rush to re- 
turn to the mines some of them may 
fail to get work. They Witt some as- 
surance from the convention that they 
will be able to get the positions they 
occupied before the suspension was 
ordered. It is likely this element fro n 
the three districts will join forees and 
make a concerted fight on the tloor of 
the convention for some specitic action. 
In the face of the fact that the operators 
are on record that they will not dis- 
miss one man who stood by them dur- 
ing the struggle, it is going to be a se- 
rious problem to solve.

Men Behind the Bars 

Gloucester, Mass., Oct. 20.—Police 
Officer O’Maley is receiving much co'n- 
mendatibn for his bravery early Sux- 
day morning in capturing Henry Pit- 
zold, 25, and Peter Lawson, 18, while 
they were in the act of robbing the 
safe in the office of M. M. Johnson's 
bakery on Washington street. Pass- 
ersby heard suspicious sounds and 
Lotified O'Maley, who, upon investiga- 
tion, found the back door open, went 
into the building, locking the door after 
him, and surprised the two burglars at 
their work. 

Pitzold, who is a powerful man, at 
once grappled O’Maley, and the latter, 
realizing that if both men attacked 
lim he would be over-matched, drew 
his revolver and fired at Lawson, thas 
intimidating the latter. O’ Maley 
finally got the masfery over Pitzold and 
took him to tne station house, after re- 
questing some citizens present to watch 
the place and see that Lawson did not 
escape, 

O’Maley returned with the patrol 
wagen in a few moments, but Law- 
son succeeded in escaping from the 
building and led the officer a chase for 
several blocks before he was captured. 
He offered no resistance. The men 
had evidently been at their work but 
a short time when they were inter- 
rupted and had secured no booty. 


Jim Younger Kills Himself 

St. Paul, Oct. 20.—James Younger, for- 
merly a member of the notorious Jesse 
James band of outlaws, which infested 
the western country a quarter of a 
century ago, committed suicide yes- 
terday by shooting. He left a letter to 
the press in which be said despondency 
over continued ill-health and separation 
from his friends caused the act. 
Younger, since his parole from the 
state penitentiary in July of last year, 
has led an exemplary life. He was 54 
years of age. 


Corpse In a Doorway

Bodies Turned to Stone 
New York, Oct. 20.—Nine petrified 
bodies have been found in the ceme- 
tery attached to the New York infant 
asylum at Mount Vernon. The asy- 
lum was closed recently and it beca ne 
necessary to remove the bodies in the 
cemetery.

Gltouces e Policemen Lands Two Bad 
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THE REBELSRETREATED 


After a Seven Days’ Fierce 
Battle In Venezuela 


LOST THREE THOUSAND MEN 


Government Forces Led by President 
Castro In Two Attacks—A Rebel 
Leader Clams That Government 


Troops Also Lost Heavily 


Washington, Oct. 20.—In a telegram 
to the state department Minister Bowen 
states that the revolutionary army has 
withdrawn from near Victoria. He 
also states that the government troops 
still hold Valencia. A later dispatch, 
dated 10:45 yesterday forenoon, from 
the sume source, stated that the battle 
had ended with no decisive result. 


La Victoria, Venezuela, Oct. 20.—A 
messenger has arrived here from the 
scene of the engagement near this 
place between government troops and 
revolutionists, bringing news that 
after seven days of terrible Hghting 
9000 rebels, under General Mendoza, 
had abandoned the field, having re- 
tired from their last position, six miles 
from La Victoria, Friday night, re- 
treating in the direction of Villa de 
Cura. According to President Castro 
the killed and wounded number 3000. 

During the last days of the fighting 
the temperature rose to 116 degrees and 
a visitor to the scene of the engagement 
declares he never saw such a terrible 
spectacle as was presented by the bat- 
tlefield. 

The victory of the government troops, 
which is said to be due to the personal 
courage of President Castro, who 
twice, with a mauser rifle in his hand, 
charged at the bead of his soldiers, is 
considered a serious setback for the 
cause of the revolutionists. 

Willemstad, Oct. 20.—One of the lead- 
ers of the Matos’ revolution in Vene- 
zuela, who is at present in Curacao, has 
furnished details and explanation of 
the retreat of the revolutionary army 
from La Victoria. He says: “The 
rebels only abandoned the fight after 
being convinced that La Victoria was 
impregnable, and after President 
Castro had refused to come out and et- 
tack the revolutionists outside of La 
Victoria. Twice did the revolutionary 
general attempt to force President 
Castro to take the offensive, and twice 
the president refused. 

“When the rebel reinforcements ar- 
rived at La Victoria last Thursday, 
President Castro and his forces were 
located at a point on the German rail- 
road. The rebels made a detour of the 
city and cut off the only road of retreat 
open to the government forces, They 
were then short of ammunition, and 
without the arrival of a train bringing 
them 500,000 cartridges we believe 
that Castro's forces would have been 
annihilated. Preparations for their re- 
treat had already been ordered. 

“The revolutionists stationed near 
Caracas, some 1200 men under the com- 
mand of General Ramos, are alone re- 
sponsible fer the retreat of General 
Mendoza, as they permitted the train 
carrying ammunition to the government 
to leave Caracas and reach La Vic- 
toria. This train had an escort of only 
100 men. The men under Ramos 4id 
not attack it nor did they destroy one 
of the 80 bridges between Caracas ind 
La Victoria over which the railroad 
runs. 

“An added proof that the govern- 
ment suffered terribly in the La Vic- 
toria fight froin the repeated attacks 
of the rebels, is found in the fact that 
President Castro does not pursue Gen- 
eral Mendoza. The latter’s plan with- 
drawing from La Victoria is to oblige 
President Castro to abandon the posl- 
tions he holds there. 

“The rebels suffered losses, but the 
government did _ also. President 
Castro’s forces are reduced to 8100 men, 
while General Matos still has 9000 men 
in the field. It was not a rout, but a 
methodical retreat.” 

In conclusion the rebel officer said 
that the revolutionists within a few 
days would be found near Caracas. 


Wu May Remain With Us 

Washington, Oct. 20.—Referring to 
reports that have been circulated that 
he was to remain in Washington 
permanently, Wu Ting Fang, the 
Chinese minister, said last night: “T 
was notified that my successor was ap- 
pointed. Later I was notified that I 
am to remain in Washington tempo- 
rarily. Further than that I know noth- 
ing of the plans of my government re- 
lating to this post.”

BOY DEAD 


IN WOODS

A Suspicion That He May Have Met 
With Foul Play 

Ashfield, Mass., Oct. 20—In the 
woods, scarcely half a mile from his 
home, with the face upturned, the body 
of Roland Wylie, aged 14, was found 
yesterday afternoon by searchers under 
direction of State Officer McKay. The 
lad disappeared on Sept. 23 after hav- 
ing been reproved for misbehavior by 
his teacher, Miss Amy Stetson, whica 
reproof also was seconded by his foster 
father, Alec Wylie. The boy threat- 
ened to take poison, but his words 
Were not taken seriously for the time 
being. In the searching party were 
150 men. The body was found about 
four feet from a woodland path, which 
ran iiregularly for half a mile from 
the Wylie farm. 

There are certain things about the 
case which need explaining, so District 
Attorney Malone last night ordered an 
inquest on the body, and the internal 
organs will be sent to a chemist to ree 
if poison Is to be found inthem. The 
question is raised whether the lad died 
of poison or was killed and the body 
taken to the place at which it was 
found. The lad was a state ward. 


Fatal Shooting In Counecticut 

New Britain, Conn., Oct. 20.—Three 
young men, all Poles, went into the 
woods yesterday looking for chest- 
nuts. At 4 o'clock one of the party 
hurried into town for a doctor, saying 
that his brother had been shot. Two 
physicians found « young man lying in 
a pool of blood with a bullet wound 
over his right eye. He died two hours 
later. The man who is supposed to 
have done the shooting evidently dis- 
appeared as soon as the wounded man’s 
brother left for help. The disap- 
pearance of the man who is supposed to 
have done the shooting leads the po- 
lice to suspect murder. 


Slugger Not Yet Caught 

Watertown, Mass., Oct. 20,—Resl- 
dents of this town are somewhat frig4t- 
ened at the frequency of assaults upon 
unprotected women, as have terrorited 
neighboring cities for three months 
past. Last evening Jane Ladelle, 14 
years old, while walking with her 
younger sister on Coolidge avenue, was 
struck down by a man whom she de- 
scribes as wetl dressed and apparently 
of middle age. He sprang from  be- 
hind a clump of trees. Her screams 
brought assistance, but the miscreant 
escaped. 


Polanders In Stabbing Affray 

Manchester, N. H., Oct. 20.—Paul and 
Albert Pinkus were badly slashed 
about their heads and arms by a knife 
in the hands of Andrew Chesla, as the 
result of a drunken quarrel last night. 
It was feared they would bleed to 
death before medica] assistance could 
be secured. Cbesla escaped, but was 
later captured. Nine other Polanders 
were arrested in connection with the 
stabbing. 


Trolley Cars Collided

On Cloud Which Has Long 
Hung Over Ireland

THE UNITED IRISH LEAGUE 


Has Done Much Toward Securing 
What Are Considered Just Dues 
From Great Britain—Envoys Say 


That End of Great Contest Is Near 


Boston, Oct. 20.—Ireland’s foes were 
denounced by speakers at two monster 


weetings in Symphony hall and the 
Hollis Street theatre last night. The 


receptions by the United Irish league to 
John E. Redmond, Michael Davitt, 
Jobn Dillon and Edward Blake, who 
are envoys to the national convention 
here today, took the form of public 
meetings and more enthusiastic gather- 
ings for the Irish cause never were 
held here before. 

At each place the speakers were the 
same. Mr. Redmond gave expression 
of the gratitude of the Irish envoys 
for the reception. He said that words 
could not portray the importance of 
these meetings and the convention to Ire- 
Jand’s cause. He said that all the 
power and wealth of the English na- 
tion is being used in a reckless attempt 
to crush the spirit of freedom in Ire- 
land. Innocent men are convicted by 
packed juries, and unscrupulous efforts 
are being made by the landlords and 


the British government to ruin and 
drive to the grave the leaders of the 


Irish Nationalists. Yet the old spirit 
is rampant and today the Irish people 
are united. 

“I am happy to say,” said Mr. Red- 
mond, “I think we are near the end of 
the contest. The violence of the at- 
tucks of the British government on the 
Irish Land league portends this and 
every assistance should be given to 
those across the water who are fight- 
ing the cause of Ireland with such 
magnificent courage, self-sacrifice and 
generosity.” 

Mr. Redmond said that the envoys 
were here to secure the support of the 
many millions of the Irish race in this 
country. In speaking of the united 
movement he said that never in the his- 
tory of the Irish party was it as united 
as it was today and the action of the 
party in the house of commons had 
never been so united as it has been 
for the past two years. He stated 
that if the officers and leaders of the 
league were to be imprisoned there 
would yet be in every city, town, 
hamlet aud district Nationalists who 
will spring up and fill their places. 

On the question of the fighting policy 
of the league he said that for a num- 
ber of years past the landlords have 
had no organization, showing that 
while the people of Ireland were 
divided the landlords had no fear. 
Since the Irish league had swept 
through the entire island tlhe Jand- 
lords had organized into what was 
known as the Irish land trust: An- 
other great testimonial to the good 
work of the I¢éague was the action of 
the British government in suspending 
the constitution so that they prac- 
tically said that they could not govern 
Ireland without coercion. Men who 
are arrested on vague charges are not 
given jury trials; the public meeting is 
abolished, and public opinion in the 
press is crushed. Such acts as these 
have resulted in half the Irish member- 
ship in parliament being sent to jail to 
await trial on some trivial charge. 

Mr. Dillon said he was confident of 
success in this country because they 
were the delegates of a united people. 
He said they have convinced the world 
that Ireland was distinct from England 
by the actions the league had taken 
during the Boer war and that they 
would continue the agitation until they 
got what they wanted. He went on 
to answer many questions he had re- 
ceived from some Irishmen as to why 
they did not resort to arms and revolt, 
He said that in Ireland the people 
were unarmed. The government would 
not grant a license for any Irishman 
not in the government's pay to carry a 
revolver or a gun, so that the people 
had not been drilled and did not know 
the manual of arms. 

John F. Finerty roused the enthn- 
siasm of the audience in a spirited 
Speech in which he endorsed the actions 
of the Irish parliamentary party. 

Michael Davitt was obliged to wait 
several minutes before he could get the 
audience to refrain from their enthu- 
siastic reception. He concurred in all 
that the previous speakers had said 
about the appearance of the silver lin- 
ing on the cloud which had hung over 
the Irish nation for generations. He 
said that 25 years ago no man tilling 
the soil felt himself safe from the goy- 
ernment, but today 60,000 Irish ten- 
ant farmers knew no rack renting 
landlords. He said that in Ireland to- 
day there were many big landlords 
who were frig¥ ed at the thought of

Mr. Blake denounced the burden of 
taxation which England had placed 
upon Ireland, referring especially to 
the heavy taxes imposed on the Trish 
people to raise funds for the carrying on 
of the South African war, a cause, he 
said, in which the people of Ireland bad 
no sympathy. 

A series of resolutions expressing 
confidence in Mr. Redmond’s policy 
and the actions of his party and qe 
nouncing England's policy of coercion 
were unanimousiy adopted.

RICH FINO OF FOSSILS. 


Whree Toed Horse Skeletons Un- 
earthed by xploring Party. 
Word was recently received by Pro- 
fessor Osborne of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History that the par- 


ty of scientific explorers which went} 


west some months ago to search for 
relics of extinct species of horses had 
found fossils of a herd of five small 
horses, suys the New York Herald. 
The animals belonged to the three toed 
variety, which hitherto has been known 
only from skulls and poor fragments of 


the frame. 

Professor Osborne is overjoyed at the 
success of the present searching party. 
The word he received stated that ten 
fore legs, ten hind legs, several skulls 
and one skeleton almost intact, all in 
an excellent state of preservation, had 
been found. With the fragments, it is 
believed, it will be easily possible to 
restore at least two complete skeletons. 
This remarkable find far exceeds any 
ambition the exploring party had. At 
best the members had expected to un- 
earth but a few fragments, with the 
aid of which, by dint of much labor 
and study, it would be possible to give 
an idea of the frame of one of the 
three toed horses which once galloped 
on the plains of the west. 

Just where the find was made was 
not stated. The searchers have been 
working with the fund provided for 
that purpose by William C. Whitney. 
The fossils have been shipped to New 
York. 

“This find is an important addition 
to the history and development of the 
horse in America,” said Professor Os- 
borne. “Special explorations for fossil 
horses began in 1901. Last season two 
complete stages were obtained, but 
they were of an earlier period than 
those just found.” bs

ASSURANCES BY MITCHELL 


That Old Men Will Be Reinstated as 
Quickly as Possible—Special Inter- 


ests Will Not Influence Arbitration 


Commissioy In Making Decisions 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 21.—The 
anxiously awaited convention of the 
145,000 striking miners met yesterday, 
but did not reach a yote on the pro- 
posed plan of settlement. 
pected to do so today. 

There were 662 delegates present in 
the Nesbitt theatre where the conven- 
tion was held and they were em- 
powered by their local unious to cast 
867 votes for or against President 
Roosevelt's proposition of arbitration. 
The great majority of the delegates 
were uninstructed, the few who were 
being engineers, firemen and pump 
men, who fear that the 5600 strikers of 
those classes may not get back their old 
places now held by non-union men. 

This question of the engineers, tire- 
men and pumpmen proved the ouly 
stumbling block in the way of almost 
immediate adoption of the president's 
plan, which carries with it declariag 
the strike off and a general resumption 
of work through the 175-mile strip of 
the hard coal mining region. 

At one time it seemed certain that 
the convention was about to adopt the 
recommendation of President Mitch- 
ell to end the strike, but the steam- 
men’s plea was too earnest and the

final vote went over until today, when 
it is next to certain the vote to declare 
the strike off will show a big majority 
for it. 

The leaders of the ste'kers. except 
Mr. Mitchell, were hardly heard at all 
In the convention yesterday, the anx- 
ious engineers being allowed to give 
full expression to their feelings. But 
today the leaders will be heard and 
one of them says there will be no more 
than 15 votes cast against the plan 
which President Roosevelt has pro- 
posed to them and which all the highest 
Officials of the mine workers in this re- 
gion have earnestly recommended. 

There were two sessions, forenooa 
and afternoon, yesterday, and the net 
result as regards the progress of the 
convention towards its great object was 
a permanent organization with Mr. 
Mitchell in the chzir, his speech laying 
the president’s plan before the dele- 
gates, his eloquent impromptu speecr 
advocating its adoption, and the ap- 
pointment of a committee on resolu- 
tions. 

The question before the convention 
when it adjourned was on the adoption 
of a resolution embodied in President 
Mitchell's opening speech to call off 
the strike and leave all questions to 
the president's commission. The sur- 
prise of the convention was the de- 
cision to admit newspaper men to all 
the sessions, open and executive, when 
even union miners, eagerly waiting by 
the hundred out in the street, could 
not get into the theatre. The pleas 
which won were that the reporters 
represented the people; that public 
opinion had helped the strikers and 
that the best way to get an accurate re- 
port of this conveution of immediate 
and vast national import was to let the 
press representatives stay on the spot. 

Late in the afternoon the question 
again reverted to that of reinstatement 
of men. A dozen speeches were made 
for and against the question of some 
specific action for assurance that the 
men would get back their places if they 
returned to work. Finally a delegate 
arose and asked Mr. Mitchell to express 
his views on the subject. He imme- 
diately responded and made one of the 
most important addresses he has been 
called on to make during the past five 
months. He spoke slowly and clearly 
and every word was listened to with 
great interest, because it was looked 
upon by the delegates as the real 
speech of the day. The strike leader 
spoke as follows: 

“I desire to inform you that the 
president of your organization has done 
all he can to learn the attitude of the 
companies towards the men who are 
now on strike. As you know, the com- 
panies refuse direct negoitations with 
us. Through intermediaries we have 
received assurance that the companies 
are going to meet the issues fairly; that 
they are not disposed to blacklist the 
men; that they do not propose to be 
vindictive; that as far as possible men 
are to be returned to their old places. 
It may take some time before that can 
be brought about, and it may be that 
some few men will not be restored to 
their former positions at all. When 
you yote on this proposition you must 
do it with as full knowledge of the 
situation as I can give you.

Phat the poorest boy that worked ina 
breaker is as dear to us as the men 
who ran the best engines; that while 
We shall try with all the power we 
have to get every man that struck back 
to his old job, we will make special 
efforts for none and show special favors 
to none. We want the engineers and 
the firemen, and the pumpmen, and the 
inspectors, and the bosses to go back. 
but we do not want them to go back 
one bit more than we want the little 
breaker boys to go back. There was 
no single class of workinen who went 
out op a sympathetic strike. Every 
man who struck, struck for wages, he 
struck for exactly the same thing the 
miners and mine laborers struck for. 
As far as it is within the power of the 
union we shall afford protection to 
every man, union or non-union, who 
went out on strike with us. But, it 
may b2 true that some will b2 sacri- 
= ed, and, much as we shall regret that, 

desire to say that no battle was ever 
em, no yictory was ever won, that 
did not carry with it some  yictims. 
Lives have been lost to gain the most 
brilliant victories that were ever won in 
the world. 

“If it appeals to your judgment to 
accept the recommendations of your 
officers, if you decide to defer to the 
judgment of the president of your 
country, if you wish to be guided by the 
advice of your friends al! over the land, 
and decide to return to work, the United 
Mine Workers of Ame-vica will protect 
the man who happens to be left out ef 
his job. In our pledge to the President 
of the United States, in which we noti- 
fled him that we would recommend to 
you a resumption of work, we said to 
him that we should recommend a re- 
turn of our people to their old jobs; and 
if the coal companies fail to give our 
men their old places, if they fail to 
treat them reasonably, we shall carry 
the question to the tribunal named by 
the president and ask that tribunal to 
decide that we are entitled to the work 
we left When we went on strike, 

“Now, gentlemen, those are my 
views. I have no assurance that if 
you return to work on Wednesday «ll 
of you will be given back your old 
places. I do believe, however, that the 
coal companies will gradually dis- 
place the men who have your jobs and 
give you your old places again. I dare 
say that hundreds of the men who were 
brought here from the cities and from 
the farms to take your places will re- 
turn to the cities and farms when you 
go back. I have no doubt at all that 
before two or three weeks have rolled 
by there will be no question about the 
reinstatement of the men. 

“However, remember this, that 
when your votes are cast, I want you 
to cast them with the full knowledge 
that some of you may not get your old 
places back. I daresay the companies 
are as anxious to lave competent en- 
gineers, firemen, pumpers and in- 
spectors as you are to fill those places; 
and you know that the men they 
brought here to take your places are not 
competent. You all know that the men 
they brought here to take your places 
are not competent to run the hoisting 
engines; that the firemen they have 
brought here bave not been successful; 
and, while the companies will not go 
out before the public and say they will 
‘sacrifice the men who stood by the.n,’ 
as they cail it, they will, in most cases, 
be glad to have their ol] and competent 
workmen back.” 

His remarks were greeted with ap- 
plause. Another delegate made a 
speech against ending the strike with- 
out definite assurance of reinstatement, 
and Mr. Mitchell was again called upon 
for an explanation of the status of-the 
arbitration plan as it now stands. In 
response to this request he said: 

“We have not adopted their proposi- 
tion as they made it and the proposi- 
tion would never, with my consent, 
have been adopted as they made it. 
When the coal companies thought to 
practically name the arbitrators we ob- 
jected and secured a modification of 
their proposition. That modification 
enabled the president to select men out- 
side of the class suggested by the op- 
erators. Organized labor is repre 
sented on the commission. I do not, 
however, assume that either the cap- 
italists or the trade unionists who are 
on the commission will permit their 
special interests to influence their jud.- 
ment in muking their decisions; but 
organized labor is on that commission 
and it is there because the President 
of the United States wanted it there 
and because we would not agree to the 
proposition unless it was there.” 

Then the delegates again took up the 
debate. Many of the delegates spoke 
with great earnestness. Three of them 
were willing to return to work and 
trust to the union to do justice to the:n. 
Another was willing to leave the whole 
matter in the hands of President Roose- 
velt’s commission and another said: 
“Tf I can't get my job I can look for 
another one; therefore let us go to 
work and give the American people 
some coal.” The sentiment of the last 
speaker was loudly applauded. 

After further debate on both sides of 
the question, it was decided to let rhe 
question go over until today. A com- 
mittee on resolutions was then ap- 
pointed and at 5:18 p. m. the conven- 
tion adjourned until 10 o'clock this 
morning.

NEW TRIAL IS LAUNCHED 


Taking of Evidence Begun In 
the Molineux Case 


WARNING. FROM THE COURT 


That Imagination of the Jury Must 
Not Be Drawn Upon—Doctor Who 
Attended Mrs Adams and Harry 
Cornish Give Testimony 


New York, Oct. 21.—The jury for 
the trial of Roland B. 
charged with the 
Katherine J. 


Molineux, 
murder of Mrs. 
Adams, was completed 
yesterday and Assistant District At- 
torney Osborne made his opening ad- 
dress for the state. The taking of evi- 
dence was begun at the close of Mr. 
Osborne’s address. Speaking of the 
absence of certain witnesses whose 
evidence he wished to obtain, Mr. Os 
borne said that although the defense 
had the right to take the evidence of 
absent witnesses the prosecution did 
not have that right. There were wit- 
nesses out of the state who would not 
attend for him, and if the defense did 
not produce them he intended to com- 
ment on their absence, 

“Not now,” interrupted the court. 

Continuing, the attorney recited the 
details of the case and speaking of 
Cornish said: “You gentlemen may 
think it was foolish of Cornish to give 
the contents of a bottle received in 
that way to Mrs. Adams.” 

“That is drawing on the imagination 
of the jury,” interrupted the court. 

The assistant district attorney, after 
explaining the nature of different per- 
sons, was advancing a theory as to the 
efforts at secrecy made by the poisoner, 
when the court interrupted him again. 
“You can tell the jury,” Justice Lam- 
bert said, “what you will prove, and 
not the deductions you want thera to 
draw.” 

“T expect to prove these facts, your 
honor,” Mr. Osborne replied. 

“Very well,” ruled the court. “Prove 
them and let the jury draw their own 
deductions.” 

At the conclusion of his 
which had occupied an hour and a 
half, Mr. Osborne asked for an ad- 
journment until this morning, which 
was denied. He then called Dr. Ed- 
ward F. Hitchcock, the first physi- 
cian to see’ Mrs. Adams after she was 
taken ill. The doctor said he saw a 
“suspicions appearance” in the throat 
of the dying woman and administered 
whiskey, but without effect. He put 
about one-sixth of a grain of the stuff 
from the bromo seltzer bottle to his 
tongue and detected hydrocyanic acid. 
Traces of mercurial poisoning were on 
Mrs. Adams’ lips. Dr. Hitchcock 
identified a piece of paper as the one 
that Cornish gave him as the wrapper 
that enclosed the bottle and holder 
when it reached him at the Knicker- 
bocker Athletie club. It was admit- 
ted as exhibit A. The bottle holderand 
bottle were also admitted in evidence, 
after the witness said he saw then 
on the dining table in the Adams fat. 
The witness said he was sure one of 
the cyanides caused the death of Mrs. 
Adams. Under cross-examination he 
said he gave Cornish no antidote for 
the poison, but nitrate of bismuth to 
irritation com- 
plained of. Cornish was sick until he 
reached the street, the air reviving him. 

It was 4:30, the usual time for ad- 
journment in the criminal court, when 
counsel were through with Dr. Hitea- 
cock, but Justice Lambert called for 
the next witness and Mr. Osborne pro- 
duced Harry F. Cornish. He told of 
the receipt of the poisoned package at 
the club house on Dec. 24, 1899. It 
was put on bis desk by one of the 
clerks. He tore off the wrapper and 
threw it away. Later, at some one’s 
suggestion, he picked the paper up and 
wrapped it around the package again. 
Then he told of speaking of the an- 
onymous gift at dinner that eveniag 
and said Mrs. Rogers suggested that 
he bring it home and give her the 
holder, the description of which seemed 
to match the silver on her toilet table. 

Court here adjourned.

Bogus Agent. 


Joseph H, Finch was before the 
district court this morning upon a com- 
plaint charging him with the larceny 
of less than $100 at Quincy. 

From the evidence it appeared that 
last September Finch visited a number 
of business firms in Quincy seeking 
advertisements for a book which it is 
alleged he claimed was to be published 
in aid of Electrical Workers’ Union, 
No. 103, who were then out on a strike;

contributed. It was later claimed to 
have been a fraud. In court the officers 
of the Union testified that Finch was 
not a member and had not been author- 
ized to make collections forthem. The 
court imposed a sentence of six months 
from which an appeal was taken. 


The Incorporation of Labor Unions. 


There is po doubt whatever, says the 
Boston Daily Advertiser, that a bill 
will be introduced in the next legislature 
looking to the incorporation of labor 
unions. The movement originates as 
the outgrowth of the coal strike, when 
it was felt that the unions could be 
regulated just as capitalistic corpora- 
tions, by state law. 

The promoters of the movement 
who are among the manufacturers, 
say that such action would be _ beneti- 
cial to the unions themselves. It 
would give them a legalized standing. 

In fact, it would proceed on just the 
same plan as the president wishes to 
apply to the trusts, demanding a 
license before permitting them to do 
business,

Republicans Hold Red Hot

Candidates for Council 
and Ward Committee. 


Voters Urged to Support Party 
Candidate and Defeat Bryant. 


The annual meeting of the Republi- 
cans of Ward Three to consider matters 
pertaining to the coming municipal 
election, to select names to be present- 
ed for councilman at large, councilmen 
from the ward and for ward committee 
at the Republican caucus Nov, 5, was 
held Monday evening. 

Frederick L. Jones was selected as 
chairman and Benjamin [aughorn as 
secretary. 

Mr. Jones in opening said that it was 
at first his intention to again become a 
candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for mayor, but he had learned that 
Elisha Packard, who was a candidate 
last year, was to run again this year. 
He felt that there was no chance for 
the election of a Republican mayor this 
year if anyone else ran. In view of 
this fact he had decided not to become 
a candidate. If the Republicans expect 
to win at the polls this year there should 
be unanimity of action on their part. 

Appearances now indicate that Mr. 
Packard would receive the Republican 
nomination and if so it was the duty of 
every Republican to support him. He 
did not think that any good Republican 
could consistently support Mayor 
Bryant, who broke the party a year 
ago, 

It was the duty of every Republican 
to see that Mayor Bryant did not secure 
the nomination and every Republican 
should make all possible effort to defeat 
him. 

The meeting then voted to present 
the name of Thomas W. Smith to the 
caucus as Councilman at large and 
Walter E. Piper, Alfred O. Diack and 
Julius Jobuson as ward councilmen.

Brief remarks wore made by the pro- 
spective candida‘es. 

Henry H. Faxon was then éalled up 
on for remarks. He commenced by 
severely criticising the administration 
of Mayor Bryant who, be said, a year 
ago had tried to break up the Republi- 
can party. He had certainly left it in 
a demoralized condition. 

It was the duty of every Republican 
to see that he was relegated to private 
life, as his administration bad been a 
corrupt one. His chief occupation 
this year had been to punish those who 
opposed him last year. He has evinced 
aruinorrule policy. He has bulldozed 
everyone connected with adininistra- 
tion, but he could not bulldoze me. 
For this reason he has a most yitu- 
perative spirit toward me ever since.

He 
thought he had given the city a good 
business administration. He thought 
nd persons should make such charges 
without evidence to support them. Mayor 
Bryant had shown a disposition to have 
every person connected with the ad- 
ministration do his duty.

Americans were present froin the prin- 


cipal cities of the country, and con- 


spicuous among them all were the 
Irish parliamentarians, John E. Red- 
mond, John Dillon, Michaei Davitt, 
Edward Blake; also Bourke Cockmn of 
New York and United States Senator 
Smith of New Jersey. 

It takes time to start a new organiza- 
tion of national scope, and it took the 


:}delegates all the forenoon to get to- 


gether. Then the proceedings were 
opened by National President Finerty, 
who told how the league was formed 
and read a jong address reviewing the 
story of Irish tribulations and partial 
reforms from the 12th century down. 

After the committee of ways and 
means had been perfected, a number of 
letters regretting inability to be present 
were read, notably from PDresident 
Roosevelt, Governor Crane, Mayor 
Collins and Bishop Conaty. 

John Dillon was then introduced, 
but it was some time before he was 
permitted to say a word, He prefaced 
his remarks by saying that he was 
amazed at the strength of the move- 
ment and the success of the convention, 
both of which would give courage to 
the brethren in Ireland and conseterna- 
tion to her enemies. He said that the 
league needed assistance in Ireland 
because the people there were dis- 
armed, because they were not allowed 
free speech, a free discussion in the 
press, and public meetings, and, lastly, 
a trial by jury. This, he said, is tyr- 
anny. He recounted some of the ex- 
periences of O'Donnell and Redmond 
in trying to address meetings. He 
urged sending to Ireland steady con- 
tributions, that the contest against 
England might not flag. He alsourged 
that every effort be made to spread be- 
fore the people of this country the true 
State of affairs in Ireland, that publie 
opinion might be aroused. 

Michael Davitt, who was the next 
speaker, began by reading the list of 
branches of the league in Ireland. This 
was in answer to Secretary Wynd- 
ham’s statement that there were 
scarcely 40 of these branches in Ire- 
land. According to Mr. Davitt, there 
are organized in Ireland 1312 branches, 
with a total membership of 110,000. 
He also said that there were 306 
branches in England, Scotland and 
Wales. He declared that true reports 
of the conditions in Ireland were never 
sent by cabie to this country, but that 
they were stopped in London. “We de- 
sire means,” he said, “of checkmating 
this gentleman in London.” 

Mr. Davitt said that when he greeted 
President Kruger at Marseilles he also 
met a large number of journalists, 
many of whom he saw again in Paris, 
and that the result of their interviews 
was the origin of a plan for the estab 
lishing of an independent news ageney 
with headquarters in Paris, This 
agency will be independent of the gen- 
tlemen in London. He spoke of inter- 
views with Generals De Wet and 
Botha. The latter asked him how 
many Irishmen came from America to 
fight for the Boers, aud Mr. Davitt 
said he was ashamed to say that the 
number was only 40. General Botha 
said that if, after Paardeburg, 5000 
had come from America to help the 
Boers, the power of England would 
have been smashed in South Africa. 
He said that he believed the brethren 
in this country at that time deserted 
the cause of Ireland in not fighting 
against England. 

The platform and resolutions were 
then presented. They pledge the con- 
vention to undying allegiance in the 
cause of Ireland’s independence; as- 
sert the right of the Irish race to carry 
on the war against England by means 
of honorable weapons; the belief that 
the leaders in Ireland are best fitted to 
direct and carry on this contest: de- 
mand the arraignment of England at 
the bar of public opinion, through the 
dissemination of the facts of her rule; 
that the United Irish League is the 
only menace to England’s rule in Ire- 
land, and finally urging upon the mem- 
bers in this country to contribute 
liberally to the cause. 

The convention then adjourned until 
today.

New York, Oct. 21.—A new form ef 
note for money borrowed on collateral 
has been executed by Russeil Sage 
which is the same as the form in use 
for many years, with the additional 
paragraph that in the event of his 
death the maker of the note may pay 
the amount due to any trust company 
named by C. W. Osborne and J. J. 
Slocum, and receive on such payment 
the collateral security deposited. Os- 
borne is in charge of Sage’s office in 
this city. 


A Beautiful Woman’s Fate 

San Francisco, Oct. 21.—Marian No- 
lan, who became famous on the Pa- 
cific coast in IS83 as “The California 
Venus,” was shot and killed last night 
by Edward Marschutz, who then killed 
himself. The quarrel was the outcome 
of a love affair of long duration. Just 
prior to the Chicago World’s fair Miss 
Nolan won a beauty contest to de- 
termine the most perfectly formed 
woman in California and a statue was 


modeled according to her figure. . 


Killed Husband Instead of Self 

Pittsburg, Oct. 21.—Involuptary man- 
slaughter was the verdict found by the 
jury yesterday in the case of Mrs. Ida 
Wilkins, whose sensational attempt at 
suicide in her apartment resulted in the 
kiling of her busband. In the effort 
made by Major Wilkins to prevent his 
wife from taking her life she fired a 
shot and the bullet entered her bus- 
band’s forehead, causing his instant 
death. 


Three Feudists Killed 

Groesbeck, Tex., Oct. 21.—A_ pitched 
battle was fought yesterday four miles 
from here between the Thomason and 
Rutherford factions. Two _ repre- 
sentatives of each family met yester- 
day, and the shooting followed, the 
fight being at close range. D. Thom- 
ason, Robert Rutherford and William 
Rutherford were killed, Wallace 
Thomason escaping without a scratch. 


Attacked Trades Unionism 
Leeds, Eng., Oct. 21.—The 10th an- 
nual congress of the Free Labor asso- 
ciation opened here yesterday. The 
delegates represented 400,000 work- 
men. President Chandler claimed that 
the growth of industrial freedom 
greatly tended towards the diminution 
of strikes and declared that trades 
union excesses in violation of personal 

freedom were a disgrace to labor. 


Complaint Not Sustained 

New York, Oct. 21.—The grand jury 
yesterday dismissed the complaint of 
assault growing out of the riot around 
the factory of R. Hoe & Co. at the time 
of Rabbi Joseph's funeral, against G. 
W. Church, superintendent for R. Hoe 
&Co. The complainant against Church 
swore that he heard Church order 
streams of water turned on the mob. 


Great Britain Wants Satisfaction 

Shanghai, Oct. 21.—Four British gun- 
boats have been ordered to Hankow 
because of the failure of the Chinese 
authorities to deal with the murderers 
of Bruce and Lewis, the English mis- 
sionaries who were killed in Ho-Nan 
province.

The proceedings in the convention in- 
dicate that there will be some friction 
in some of the local organizations over 
many little questions which wiil come 
up in connection with the men return- 
ing to the mines. 

President Mitchell received many 
congratulatory telegrams from all over 
the country after the news spread that 
the strike was ended. On his return to 
headquarters he was asked for an ex- 
pression of his views on the action of 
the convention and in reply be said: 

“I am well pleased with the action of 
the anthracite mine workers in decid- 
ing to submit the issues which culmi- 
nated in the strike to the commission 
selected by the President of the United 
States. The strike Itself has demo- 
strated the power and dignity of labor. 
Conservative, intelligent trades union- 
ism has received an impetus, the effect 
of which cannot measured. I 
earnestly hope and firmly believe that 
both labor and capital bave learned g 
lesson from the miners’ strike which 
will enable them to adopt peaceful, 
humane and business methods of 
adjusting the differences in the future.” 

After Mr. Mitchell had notitfied Pre si- 
dent Roosevelt of the action of the con- 
vention and had received a reply to the 
effect that the commission would meet 
in Washington on Friday, he sent out 
the official announcement through the 
press to the strikers that the strike

ferred for adjustment to the cowniis- 
sion appointed by the President of the 
United States. 

“We are authorized by the executive 
officers of districts 1, 7 and 9 to can- 
tion all those who resume work to ex- 
ercise more than usual care in order 
that accidents to life and limb may be 
averted. Owing to the condition of 
the mines after an idleness of five 
months there will be great danger 
when work is resumed. We are 
prompted to offer this advice by the 
fact that at the close of the strike two 
years ago many more accidents and 
deaths occurred than take place wLen 
the mines are operating regularly.” 

President Mitchell has not made any 
arrangements regarding his future 
movements. He will act as the at- 
torney for the men at all sessions of 
the commission and will have witb 
him several assistants. Headquarters 
here will be kept open probably uti) 
after the award of the arbitration com: 
mission isannounced. 

After the miners had called the strike 
off they unanimously adopted resoi.- 
tions thanking all national, state and 
municipal governments, all organiza- 
tions and individuals throughout the 
world for assistance rendered the 
miners during their great struggle.

Notification will 
be sent to all interested parties that, 
at certain specified times, the commis- 
sion will hear evidence to be presented. 
The parties to the inquiry will be per- 
mitted to be present at the hearings 


either personally or by counsel. 


It is probable that the first sessions 
of the commission at which testimony 
will be taken will be held in Wilkes- 
barre, as that city will be most con- 
venient for the miners’ representa- 
tives. Other meetings will be held in 


Philadelphia or New York or in both 
cities. 

How long the hearings will con- 
tinue nobody can foretell. At their 


conclusion each member of the cou- 
mission will be supplied a copy of the 
testimony adduced and will consider it 
at his leisure. Subsequently, the com- 
mission will reconvene, perhaps in this 
city, to formulate its report for pre- 
sentation to the president.

Berlin, Oct. 22.—The government was 
defeated in the reichstag yesterday in 
test votes on the tariff bill by the 
Conservatives and Centrists inserting 
in the ministry's bill amendments fix- 
ing the minimum wheat duties at $1.50 
per metric hundred weight, in place of 
$1.37 and the rye duties at $1.87, in- 
stead of $1.25. The chancellor's plan 
appears to be to do nothing immedi- 
ately and see if the majority will yield.

Thirteen Witnesses Examined 
In the Molineux Trial 


CORNISH CHANGES HIS MIND 


Denies Writing a Certain Note to Mrs 
Link and Acquaintance With Man 
Named Callahan- He Subsequently 
Admits That He Is Mistaken 


New York, Oct. 22.—No such speed 
has ever been made in an important 
murder trial in New York city as was 
made in the trial of Molineux yester- 
day. In the five hours the court sat 
13 wituesses were examined, not .n- 
cluding the reading of the testimory 
given at the last trial by a witness who 
is now dead. 

Cornish was again placed upon the 
witness stand. He said he first came 
to New York in January, 1896. He met 
Mrs. Rogers, Mrs. Adams’ daughter, 
almost immediately afterwards. He 
told of going to board with thei. 
Cornish was divorced then and Mrs. 
Rogers was not living with her hus- 
band. Until six weeks ago, Cornish 
said be lived in the same flat with Mrs. 
Rogers and hey brother. Her husband 
divorced her after her mother’s death 
and she obtained employment as a 
stenographer. The witness denied that 
Mrs. Rogers shared her earnings with 
Lim or that she had given him $5 out 
of $10 that she borrowed from a Mrs. 
Link. 


“Did you write to Mrs. Link can- 
celling an engagement to meet Mrs. 
Rogers, and later call on Mrs. Link, 


saying that you had been advised not 
to show any writing,” asked Mr. 
Black, counsel for Molineux. 

“Nothing of the kind ever occurred.” 

The witness retold the story of the re- 
ceipt by him: of the poison bottle. He 
thought he was giving Mrs. Adams a 
correct dose of bromo seltzer when he 
handed her the glass containing the 
poison. 

“Is this your handwriting?” counsel 
asked, submitting a folded sheet of 
paper to the witness. “It is,” Cornish 
replied, after looking at it carefully. 

“This is addressed to A. F. Link,” 
Mr. Black said. “You have changed

“Yes, I was mistaken.” 


A man named Callahan was called 
and Cornish was asked if he knew 
him. He said he did not, but later 


changed his testimony, saying he did 
know the man as one who had de- 
livered newspapers at this house. ‘This 
ended Cornish’s examination. 

Harry King, who was present when 
Cornish received the bottle and who 
escaped taking a dose of the poison only 
because there was no water in the club 
cooler, was called. He corroborated 
Cornish’s testimony as to the receipt 
of the package. King also told of the 
illness of Cornish on the day Mrs. 
Adams died. 

Howard A. Adams identified the 
glass froin which his mother drank the 
poison and the spoon used in measur- 
ing the dose. 

The next witness, Henry A. Wether- 
spoon, told of the talk at the Knicker- 
bocker club as to who had sent the 
package to Cornish and of Cornish's 
illness. 

George A. Salmon said be called at 
the Knickerbocker Athletic club on 
Dec. 24, 1898, and Cornish showed him 
the bromo bottle aud silver holder and 
told him he had just received them. 

“Who was present in Cornish’s office 
when you saw the things?’ was Mr. 
Black’s only question. “I saw no one 
but Cornish.” 

Patrick J. Finneman said he saw 
Cornish open the poison package and 
throw the wrapper into a waste paper 
basket. After Cornish had remarked 
on the peculiarity of anyone sending 
him a package anonymously, VPinne- 
man picked the wrapper out of the 
basket and told Cornish if he kept the 
wrapper he might some day find the 
donor by his handwriting. 

Dr. Louis A. Coffin, who was called 
to the club to attend Cornish, said he 
found Cornish suffering from mercurial 


poisoning. John A. Yokum then gave 
the component parts of cyanide of 
mercury. Detectives testified as to 


their work in tracing the bottle whi_h 
contained the poison, and the evidence 
of Elsie Gray, deceased, who was 
cashier at the Kutnow powder fac- 
tory, given at the first trial as to how 
a sample bottle of the powder could 
be obtained, was read.

Largest Gun Ever Made. 


The United States government has 
just contracted with the Fore River 
Ship & Engine Company of Quincy for 
the largest guns of modern type ever 
made in New England. They are six- 
inch, 50-calibre guns of the latest rapid- 
fire model, and are for use on warships. 
Within a week after the contract for 
this work was signed tbe government 
placed with the Fore River Company 
an order for a large number of three- 
inch pieces of 50-calibre which are also 
for naval use. 

Ten sets of the six-inch guns are 
called for. They are the most approved 
pattern for the main batteries of battle- 
ships and cruisers. Sixty sets of the 
smaller pieces, which are used in the 
secondary batteries of the larger vessels 
of the navy, will be made. Both types 
have proved very uzeful and are con- 
sidered much more effective than the 
old-fashioned guns of larger size. 

The guns will be forced, oil tempered, 
annealed to harden them, bored, and 
turned at Fore River and then sent to 
the shops at the Washington navy 
yard, where all of the government 
ordinance is finished.

A somewhat novel method will be 
adopted in building the bridge. Each} 
of its seven sections, including the 100- 
foot draw span, will be completed on 
Jand, in the shipyard, and then floated 
out, one ofter another, and set on the 
concrete piers, which are already fin- 
ished. One span can be put in place at 
each high tide, so the work of substi- 
tuting the new structure for the old one 
will only take about four days. 

It is expected that the new bridge 
will be opened for travel the latter part 
of February. Meanwhile the old bridge 
will continue in uninterrupted use.

“A MONTANA BLUFF.” 


Wow Four Troopers Made Seventy- 
five Filipinos Flee. 

What is regarded as one of the tallest 
| bluffs on record furnished Captain Ed- 
gar Russel, chief signal officer in the 
Philippines during the insurrection, 
with a story which he told as an exam- 
ple of western nerve. 

“We were outside of Manila in some 
little scrap,” said the captain, “and 
about seventy-five natives were lying 
in a trench ahead of us, shooting away 
merrily, but not hitting anybody. By 
and by I noticed a little disturbance in 
our front. Presently four Montana 
troopers trotted out of our lines and 
started straight for the Filipinos. Ey- 
erybody looked at them with wonder 
and waited to see them all killed. Bul- 
lets whistled all around them, but they 
never halted. Slowly, just at a trot, 
they jogged on toward the enemy. The 
natives fired and fired, but for some 
unknown reason did not hit. On and 
on went the quartet, disdaining cover. 
At last there was a shout, and to our 
utter astonishment we beheld the sev- 
enty-five Filipinos suddenly jump out 
of their trenches and take to their 
heels in mad flight. The nerve of the 
Montana troopers was too much for 
them. When they had all fled, throw- 
ing their rifles away as they ran, the 
troopers came back, their arms full of 
guns. That is what the army called ‘a 
Montana bluff.’ It’s the sort of nerve 
that lets a man open a jackpot on a 
pair of deuces.”—New York Tribune.

FOR IRELAND'S LIBERTY 


| $100,000 Will Be Raised by the 
United Irish League 


LANDLORDS’ TRUST FUND 


Will Also Be Matched Dollar For 
Dollar While the Struggle Contin- 
ues—Action Which Redmond Says 
Will Dismay the Enemies of Ireland 


Boston, Oct. 22.—The two days’ ses- 
fon of the United Irish League, which 
has been fraught with intense interest 
to the champions of Ireland's cause, 
was brought to an end yesterday after- 
The convention with great en- 
its 


hoon. 
thusiasm adopted the report of 
ways and means committee, pledging 
Itself to raise the sum of $100,000 with- 
in six months in aid of the cause of 
Ireland, and further agreeing to give 
thereafter dollar for dollar with the 
landlords’ fund so long as the struggle 
shall continue. 

Ex-Governor Boutwell made a sym- 
pathetic address during the morniag 
and received an ovation from the dele- 
gates. Messrs. Redmond and Blake 
addressed the convention in the after- 
noon, 

Mr. Redmond thanked theconvention 
In behalf of the delegates who accom- 
panied him, the Irish league at home 
and the Irish nation for the magnificent 
service rendered to Ireland during the 
past two days of the convention. He 
said: “Our traducers say this is simply 
an agrarian movement. It is a lie. 
As it was in the days of Parnel!, na- 
tional self-government is true today. 
The declaration of this convention has 
not merely been eloquent and true in 
voicing the aspirations of the Irish race, 
but it has been businesslike. ‘The sup- 
port of the Irish-Americans has, I 
think, been given under two conditions. 
First, that the movement is a national 
one, and second, that they must con- 
cede to those in Ireland the policy, 
means and methods to be employed, 
s0 that the movement can be advanced. 

“The shape in which the support you 
offer us is eminently practical. You 
have created in place of a provisional, 
a permanent’ organization as an 
auxiliary to the movement at home, and 
which will result in the commence- 
ment of the organization all over the 
United States. I am convinced that it 
will spread ali over the continent, apd 
that we in Ireland will receive the sup- 
port of ail. 

“In adopting the report of the ways 
and means committee, your convention 
has struck a hard blow to the landlord 
trust. The Irish land trust has raised 
a fund of $500,000 to crush the Irish 
National League, and incidentally to 
drive out of public life Mr. Dillon, Mr. 
Davitt, Mr. O'Brien and myself. If 
such a thing was possible, what a 
terrible calamity it would be for the 
Irish people. 

“You have pledged $100,000 in six 
months to meet the present and urgent 
necessities of the movement, and have 
further pledged yourselves to «give 
dollar for dollar on whatever sum is 
put into the landlord trust. I am »ro 
foundly impressed that this important 
action of yours will be read with dis- 
may in every circle of England and 
Ireland which is opposed to our cause. 
It will come aS a thunderbolt, and its 
effect will be beneticial. 1 am taking 
it for granted that you have made these 
pledges knowing full well that can do 
it. If you fail, the injury to the prestige 
of the movement in Ireland will be ir- 
reparable. I hope you will commence 
at once, that not an hour will be lost 
in making good the promises you have 
made.” 

Edmund Blake, M. P., in a lengthy 
address, congratulated those who or- 
ganized the convention and its offl- 
cers. It was, he said, a constant de- 
light to see in the convention the fervor 
end zeal of those born in Ireland. It 
was still a greater delight to see those 
who had not the honor to be born on 
the old sod, with such sacred feelings 
of affection for their mothers and 
fathers’ land. He advocated the in- 
stilling of the Irish feeling into the 
children so that they should retain 
generation after generation the love 
of that country in which their fore- 
fathers lived, suffered and died. It is 
the duty of every Irish-American, 1 ext 
to their religious faith, to teach the 
Irish faith. He then, in a detailed 
manner, described the conditions in 
Ireland under the coercion laws. 

The election of officers, with Jobn F. 
Finerty of Chicago re-elected president, 
and the adoption of the customary vote 
of thanks, brought the convention to a 
close.

Will Take Some Time to Get 
Them In Working Order 


OPERATIONS ARE RESUMED 


Where Mines Are In a Condition to 
Start—Disappointment Among En- 
gineers and Pumpmen— Many Strike 


Breakers Leaving Work 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 23.—Rapid 
progress is being made by all the coal 


companies in the anthracite region 


toward a general resumption of coal 
mining. The suspension officially 


ended at 7 o'clock this morning, but the 
quantity of that will be mined 
this week will not be great. It is not 
believed 25 percent of the normal pro- 
duction will be reached until some time 
next week. There are a number of 
mines that will not be in condition for 
operation for several months and there 
are others that will not be ready for 
the men within two or three weeks. 
Yesterday was devoted to a general

standing the many drawbacks, Low- 
ever, the company officials are con- 
fident there will be plenty of coal for 
distribution before real cold weather

Thousands of men of every class made 
application for work yesterday. Un- 
der the decision of the convention those 
indirectly employed in cutting and 
handling coal could not return to work 
until today, but workmen who are 
needed to make repairs and otherwise 
place the workings fn condition for op- 
eration were reinstated yesterday 
wherever needed. 


Theres were maby disappointments 


however, principally among the en- 
gineers and pumpmen. These two 


classes of mine wor.ers struck on June 
2 for an eight-hour day and also to 
help the miners with their contest. 
Their positions are not so arduous as 
those of the miners and their laborers 
and the wages paid are comparatively 
better. They want their old positions 
back and in many cases they failed. It 
is the opinion of the workers that the 
superintendents will find a way to re- 
employ all of them. Company super- 
intendents say there will be no dis- 
crimination in taking back men, ex- 
cept that where men have committed 
violence or were otherwise unduly ag- 
gressive during the progress of the 
strike. Such men, the say, 
will not be taken back. 

A great number of men who have 
been employed throughout the strike 
left their places yesterday and _ re- 
turned to their homes. Hundreds were 
paid off by the several coal companies 
in this valley and the same is true of 
the other regions. 

Celebrations in honor of the ending of 
the strike were continued in many 
towns of the Wyoming  yalley. 
Plymouth had a big time in the morn- 
ing, and Plains, just outside of this 
city, celebrated last night.

been started to preserve a market for 
the old brands of cigars. A conven- 
tion will be held in Chicago to formu- 
late plans for keeping the market open 
for union products and closing it as far 
as it is possible against the product of 

the American Tobacco company.

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Cession of Danish West Indies 


Is Checked 


TIE VOTE IN LANDSTHING 


Two Members Taken From What Was 
Practically Their Death Beds to 


Vote Against Sale of the Islands— 


Cabinet Decides Not to Resign 


—The 
thing yesterday rejected the 


Copenhagen, Oct. 28. lands- 


second 


reading of the bill providing for the 


ratification of the treaty between Den- 
mark and the United States in regard 
to the cession of the Danish West In- 
dies to the latter country. The vote 
stood 32 to 32, a tie. The yote was 
taken without any debate. The an- 
nouncement of the vote caused the 
greatest excitement in the house and 
demonstrations on the part of the 
spectators in the building, where tle 
result was greeted with mingled cheers 
and shouts of disapprobation. Crown 
Prince I'rederick, all the ministers and 
many members of the diplomatic corps 
and members of the folkething were 
present. The public galleries were 
crowded. 

The cabinet held a meeting imm»- 
diately after the rejection of the bill 
and the ministers unanimously agreed 
that the action of the landsthing did 
hot necessitate their resignations, 

The predominant sentiment through- 
out Denmark is undoubtedly pro-sale 
and the rejection of the treaty is at- 
tributed chietly to a domestic political 
effort to embarrass the government and 
bring about the resignation of the min- 
istry. The question of the sale of the 
islands may not remain dead for any 
length of time. The inability of the 
rigsdag to agree on a policy for bet- 
tering the conditions of the islands is 
expected to be a factor in again fore- 
ing the sale question to an issue. 

The result of yesterday's yote was 
doubtful until the last moment. One 
member had not taken a definite stand 
and it was uncertain whether two sick 
members would be abletoattend. The 
ages of these men, Thygeson and Ra- 
ben, are 97 and 87 years respectively. 
Soth had been expected to die for sev- 
eral weeks past. They were both bed- 
ridden at their homes, 150 miles from 
Copenhagen; but they were brought to 
the city. Prominent anti-sale political 
leaders were sent to transport them 
here. The sufferers, who were accom- 
panied by physicians, were carried in- 
to a saloon car, which was rolled on- 
to a ferryboat, on which it crossed 
from Jutland. On their arrival st 
Copenhagen they were met by Meading 
anti-salers and were driven in ecar- 
riages to a hotel. There the two old 
nursed over 
night and were eventually carried to 
their chairs in the landsthing hali an 
hour before the meeting. 

Long before the hour fixed for the 
meeting of the house the streets out- 
side the rigsdag building were crowded 
with excited seekers for admission. 

Thousands were turned away. ‘The 
hall and galleries were packed. The 
vote was taken amid suppressed ex- 
citement and the announcement of the 
result was greeted with a storm of 
cheers and hisses. The exhibitions of 
joy on the part of the anti-sale men 
were almost unbounded. The disorder 
was not suppressed for a considerable 
time. 

The finance minister intends to send 
a commission to the Danish West In- 
dies to investigate the situation, with 
the view of assisting the islands in de- 
veloping better economic conditions. 
The syndicate which recently prom- 
ised to help the islands has been re- 
quested to submit its plans and prepare 
to carry them out as soon as possible. 


Washington Not Surprised 

Washington, Oct. 23.—The action of 
the landsthing in rejecting the treaty 
of cession causes little surprise here, 
for advices from Copenhagen had in- 
dicated that the fate of the treaty hung 
upon the slenderest thread. The au- 
thorities here are not precisely ad- 
vised as to the legislative possibilities 
in Denmark; but, even assuming that 
yesterday's action fs final for-the pres- 
ent session, they are of the belief that 
it will not be long before Denmark will 
tire of making good a deficit in the 
revenues of the islerds and let us have 
them. 


How Islanders Feel 

St. Thomas, D. W. L., Oct. 23.—The 
rejection by the Danish landsthing of 
the treaty providing for the sale of the 
Danish West Indies to the United 
States has been received quietly in St. 
Thomas. A large section of the popu- 
lation of the islands is greatly disap- 
pointed, believing that its hopes of 
prosperity have been shattered. A 
smaller, but strong, section of the isl- 
anders is jubilant and hopes for a re- 
newal of prosperity under the old flag 
and with the aid of the motherland. 


Drop In Mexican Dollars 
Manila, Oct. 23.—The decline in silver 
bas forced the insular government to 
advance the rate of exchange on a gold 
dollar from $2.40 to $2.46 in silver.

Cornish at This Point” 

New York, Oct. 23.—Judge Lambert 
give the prosecution in the Molineux 
case another setback yesterday when 
he called upon Assistant District At- 
torney Osborne to desist from defend- 
Ing Harry S. Cornish.

Lorenz Has a Mishap 

Chicago, Oct. 23.—Professor Lorenz 
had the first mishap in Ms American 
experiences at yesterday’s clinic at 
Merey hospital. The femur of Helle 
Mason, on whom he was operatiag, 
broke while the doctor was treating 
her. Professor Lorenz explained the 
accident was the 10th that had oe- 
curred in the course of his caring for 
more than 1000 cases of dislocation of 
the hip. “It postpones the operation,” 
he said, “but in no way affects the ultl- 
mate outcome. In fact the patient is 
in better condition than before the 
fracture, and there is better assurance 
of her complete recovery from the de- 
formity.” 


Austrian “Statesmanship” 

Vienna, Oct. 23.—A free fight be- 
tween Czechs and Germans in the 
reichsrath yesterday was only averted 
by the president suspending the ses- 
sion. The Germans, angered by a long- 
drawn speech by a Czech deputy, tn- 
vited the president to suppress him 4nd 
when he declined leaders of the Pan- 
German party shouted to the Czechs: 
“You are blackguards.” The Czechs 
thereupon advanced to attack them, but 
the president’s action cooled thalr 
ardor. 


Concerning Sale of Liquor 

Keokuk, Ia., Oct. 23.—The federal 
grand jury yesterday returned an in- 
dictment of the Adams Express com- 
pany for an alleged violation of the in- 
ternal revenue’ laws. Persons at 
Birmingham received C. O. D. pack- 
ages of whiskey from consigners in 


Illinois and paid collections and 
charges to the express agent. It is 


held that the C. O. D. method con- 
stitutes a sale of goods by the express 
company to the consignee and hence 
requires a retail liquor dealers’ license. 


Executors Under $7,000,000 Bonds 

New York, Oct. 23.—The United 
States Fidelity and Guarantee con- 
pany yesterday filed a bond for §$7,- 
000,000 for the executors of the estate 
of William M. Rice, for whose mur- 
der Albert T. Patrick was convicted. 
As an appeal was taken by Patrick 
from his decision admitting the will of 
1896 to probate, Surrogate Fitzgerald 
directed the executors to give bond for 
the full value of the estate, pending the 
result of the appeal. 


Suicide Instead of Murder 

Philadelphia, Oct. 23.—Joseph F. 
Devlin, a marine at the League Island 
navy yard, who was arrested on sus- 
picion ofebeing an accessory after the 
fact of the death of Christopher St- 
linski, a marine at the same station, 
was yesterday discharged from  cus- 
tody. The corouer’s jury rendered a 
verdict of suicide in Silinski’s case. 


Young Remained Mute 

New York, Oct. 23.—William H. 
Young, who is accused of the murder of 
Mrs. Anna Pulitzer, was arraigned be- 
fore Judge Cowing yesterday to plead 
to the indictment of murder in the first 
degree.

BRAIN BUILDING. 


What the Newest Science liopes to 
Achicve, 

Mind art is the newest science. It is 
the art of brain building, by the culti- 
vation of which anybody may become 
the architect of his own mind machine, 
rebuilding it or altering it as he sees 
fit. Professor Elmer Gates of Washing- 
ton is the originator and teacher of 
this art He has, says a correspondent 
of the Chicago Tribune, found out not 
only how the mind may be built to or. 
der, but also how character and dispo- 
sition may be improved at will so as to 
transform bad persons into good per- 
sons, 

It is all a matter of educating the 
cells of the brain, he claims, which are 
the physical units of mind. The whole 
brain is a piece of physical mechanism, 
and, like another machine, it may be 
built up. Beginning with the child, it 
can be put together bit by bit. 

“Every thought that enters the 
mind,” declares Professor Gates, “is 
registered in the brain by a change in 
the structure of the cells. The change 
is a physical change, more or less per- 
manent. Think of a certain thing a 
humber of times every day for a 
month, and the result must be a build- 
ing up of that part of the brain in 
which the matter in question is consid- 
ered. Blood flows to that portion of 
the mind machine and does the con- 
structive work, multiplying and en- 
larging the cells locally. 

“Apply this idea through a syste- 
matic course of training and you can 
educate a child as it ought to be edu- 
eated. Brain building Is the science of 
the future. 

“Nearly all the thinking you do is 
done witheut your knowing it. Ideas 
frequently leap into the mind as if 
from nowhere, and they are likely to 
be the best id ze 

Professor Gates has applied the theo- 
ry in his own nursery and has obtained 
amazing results from the training of

The little girl and her brother, long be- 
fore they could talk, were taught to 
put blocks through holes in a wooden 
box. The holes were of twenty differ- 
ent shapes and the blocks of as many 
different forms, and the children were 
obliged without knowing what they 
were about, to register in their brains 
a large variety of geometrical con- 


cepts. 
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In the very near future electric cars 
running over the east side system of 
the East St. Louis and Suburban Elec- 
tric Railway company at express train 
speed will be stopped within a hundred 
feet, says J. M. Brandette in the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. The brakes with 
which the cars of the system will be 
equipped represent the highest devel- 
opment of braking science. There have 
been track brakes and wheel brakes 
which have been more or less success- 
ful. The brake which will be put on 
the East St. Louis cars is an ingenious 
combination of the two principles by 
which the maximum braking effect of 
each is obtained. 

The brake proper consists of a dou- 
ble track shoe which Is strongly at- 
tracted to the track when energized by 
a current produced by the car motors 
and brake heads and shoes of the ordi- 
nary type, acting directly on the 
wheels. It is so constructed that the 
downward pull and the resultant drag 
of the track brake are simultaneously 
transmitted into lateral pressure on the 
wheels. 

When the brake is applied, the strong 
attraction of the track shoes to the 
rails produces three effects—an increase 
of the pressure of the wheels on the 
track because of the downward pull of 
the magnets, retardation by reason of 
the friction between the shoes and rails 
and a maximum braking effect on the 
wheels obtained through the transmis- 
sion of the drag of the track shoes on 
the brake shoes. 

An interesting fact is that the brake 
shoe pressure is automatically regulat- 
ed by the condition of the rail surface. 
If the track is wet, the drag is lessened 
and the brake pressure on the wheels 
correspondingly increased. 

The braking effect is also automatic- 
ally adjusted to the shifting of weight 
on the trucks, as when, for instance, 
the motion is being rapidly retarded 
and the weight thrown on the forward 
trucks. Speed is also automatically 
controlled down long and steep grades, 
Just enough current can be permitted 
to pass through the track shoe mag- 
nets to hold the car at uniform speed 
on any grade. Any increase of speed 
causes the brakes to act with greater 
force, and any decrease of speed de- 
ereases the brake action. 

Danger of failure of current is obvi- 
ated by the fact that the magnets are 
energized by current obtained from 
the car motors and not-from line cur- 
rent. 


A New Gas, 

Remarkable properties are claimed 
for a new gas called electroid by Its 
discoverer, Professor Rychnowsk!i of 
Lemberg, who declares that it is a cure 
for consumption. When condensed, the 
gas assumes the form of tiny greenish 
blue balls which are elastic like india 
rubber and emit rays under the influ- 
ence of which the growth of plants 
and flowers is greatly accelerated and 
organic matter is prevented from de- 
composing. Some tuberoses on being 
exposed to the electroid rays in a dark 
room immediately burst into flower.

To cure warts apply three times a 
day nitric acid with a small camel's 
hair brush, taking great care that none 
runs down on the flesh. After five 
minutes wash off. Continue this till 
the warts have disappeared. 

In an emergency to make a compress 
for a wound, if nothing better is at 
hand, clean tissue paper makes an ex- 
cellent application. It is much to be 
preferred to a strip torn from clothing 
or a soiled handkerchief, which may 
be the only other choice.

Hill Says It Is the Pressing 
Demand of the Hour 


SPEAKS IN TAMMANY HALL 


For the First Time In Ten Years— 


Says Tariff Revision Is the Leading 
National Issue—Letter From Cleve- 


land Endorsing the State Ticket 
New York, Oct. 23.—For the first 
time in 10 years David B. Hill spoke 
The oc- 
the 


last night in Tammany hall. 
casion was the ratification of 
Democratic state ticket. 

Former President Grover Cleveland 
sent a letter expressing his regret that 
a prior engagement prevented his at- 
tending the meeting. It was as fol- 
lows: 

“I regret that my engagements will 
not permit an acceptance of your in- 
vitation to attend the Democratic meet- 
ing to be held in Tammany hall on the 
22d instant. 

“It is most gratifying to learn fron 
the terms of your note that the De- 
mocracy of the city of New York fully 
appreciate how vitally the underlying 
principles of our party are involved 
in the pending canvass; and also to 
know that they shall not be forgotten in 
its campaign efforts. 

“The great Democratic organizatio 
of the city of New York is so important 
a factor in controlling the result of 
party endeavor in the broadest fields 
that no campaign in which it engages 
can be considered sufficiently local to 
free it from the responsibility of its 
influence upon party prospects every- 
where and at all times. 

“This responsibility has been well 
met in the present campaign by the 
selection of trustworthy candidates, by 
intelligent party work, the 
sensible efforts to secure harmonious 
Democratic action. 

“T sincerely hope that as a result the 
Democracy of the city of New York 
will again demonstrate its invinci dil- 
ity at home; that Democratic good £ov- 
ernment and economical administra- 
tion will be restored to the people of 
the state, and that Democratic hope 
and confidence will be revived and 
stimulated far be yond the limits of 
city and state.”

Democrats 
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London Times Gives Outline as Writ- 


ten by Famous Burgher Himself 

London, Oct. 23.—The Times this 
morning publishes three closely printed 
columns of a first instalment of ex- 
tracts from “Kruger’s Memoirs” which 


were dictated to trusted friends dur- 
ing his enforced repose at Orangelust. 

The memoirs begin by describing in- 
cidents connected with the great trek 
participated in by his father, when ihe 
ex-president was 9 years old, some of 
which he remembers with great vivid- 
ness. He gives a graphic account of 
shooting his first lion at the age of 14 
and picturesque incidents of the 
struggles of the Boers with the black 
aborigines. 

Then follows well written deserip- 
tions of the part Mr. Kruger took in all 
the wars with the Matabeles, Zulus, ete. 

At the commencement of the civil 
war of 1861 Mr. Kruger wished to take 
no part whatever in the disputes; but, 
after he had been once drawn in, he 
did not rest until he had secured the 
right of popular opinion. 

The extracts then deal with the his- 
tory of Transvaal politics up to the 
closing period of the burgher's presi- 
dency and the commencement of the 
open conflict with Great Britain and 
the arrival of the Shepstone mission, 


empowered to effect the annexation of 


the country. Mr. Kruger says he de- 
manded of the burghers that they pro- 
hibit the Shepstone mission from cu- 
tering Pretoria, but that the burghers 
ignored his demand.

OUTPUT IS RESTRICTED 


By Unsatisfactory Condition of 
Anthracite Mines 


WATER, GAS AND BAD ROOFS 


Contributed Toward Delay In Re- 
sumption In Many Collieries— Large 
Number of Union Engineers and 


Carpenters Have Grievances 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 24.—The re- 
sumption of mining throughout the an- 
thracite region was not as general yes- 
terday as was expected. Unlooked 
for diflicultics were encountered in the 
shape of water and accumulated gas, 
aud dangerous roofs which threatened 
to fall and entomb the workers were 
also discovered in many of the col- 
lieries. The mine superintendents 
would take no chances and the mining 
of coal was put off until all parts of 
the underground workings can be made 
safe. This will take a few days yet 
and in some cases it will take weeks be- 
fore some of the mines can be put in 
full operation. 

Although work was carried on in 
some mines which are not considered in 
the best of condition, no accidents were 
reported for the day. In quite a few of 
the collieries the machinery and every- 
thing else connected with the hoisting 
of coal acted badiy and it was found 
necessary to close down after steam 
bad been raised and the miners were 
ready to go to work. From reports re- 
ceived from the entire anthracite re 
gion, the number of mines in operation 
is given as a little less than two-thirds 
of the total number, but the output of 
coal was less than half the normal. 

As was to be expected there was more 
or less dissatisfaction among the old 
employes over the reopening of the 
mines. Where it was decided not to 
resume work for a few days the men 
took it that the coal companies did not 
want their services and many com- 
plaints reached President Mitcbell’s 
headquarters. But as the day fore on 
and the true situation became known 
there was a better feeling all around. 
President Mitchell expects that wien 
all the mines get in operation there 
will be less complaints. Until the col- 
lieries do resume there will be more or 
less idle men airing their discontent. 

It looks as though the union en- 
gineers were going to have some dif- 
ficulty getting back their old places. At 
nearly every mine where the striking 
engineers made application for work 
they were told that there were no 
vacancies. A large bumber of car- 
penters are also out inthe cold. A dele- 
gation of carpenters waited upon 
President Mitchell yesterday and told 
him of their grievances. The chtef of 
the Miners’ union advised his callers to 
wait a few days and see if employment 
would not be offered them. 

President Mitchell believes that when 
general resumption takes place there 
will be few of the mine employes idle. 
The firemen are being taken back in 
larger numbers than any of the other 
steam men. That is because they are 
experienced and they take the places of 
men who are not so capable. 

The only friction reported between 
union and non-unlon was at several 
collieries in the Wyoming region, 
where the miners objected to be low- 
ered into the mines by non-union en- 
gineers. 

President Mitchell was busy at head- 
quarters getting the miners’ side of the 
case in shape for presentation to the 
arbitration board. Great preparations 
are now under way for the celebration 
of Mitchell day in this city on Oct. 20. 
National Board Member John Fallon 
has charge of all the arrangements. 
He will be chief marshal of the parade, 
which promises to be the largest demon- 
stration of miners ever held in the coal 
region. 


Grievance of Engineers 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 24.—President 
Mitcheil was shown last evening ‘The 
Associated Press dispatch stating that 
President Morton of the International 
Association of Stationary Engineers 
and Firemen would order the members 
of that organization to refuse to handle 
anthracite coal until every member 
affected by the strike is reinstated on 
the basis on which miners returned to 
work. He refused to make any com- 
ment. 


May Reach Decision by Christmas 

Washington, Oct. 24.—The members 
of the arbitration commission ap- 
pointed by the president to investizate 
and report on the conditions in the an- 
thracite coal region of Pennsylvania 
held their initial meeting this morning. 
Judge Gray, in an interview, ex- 
pressed the hope that the commission 
would complete its duties before 
Christmas. 


May Result In Abandonment of Tour 
For Collectiion of Funds 

London, Oct. 24.—The failure of Gen- 
erals De Wat, Botha and Delarey to 
attend Lady Cook’s dinner in their 
honor last evening is supposed to be 
connected with quarrels which have 
arisen between them. They were all 
sightseeing in London yesterday and up 
to the last moment they were expected 
at Lady Cook's. 

It is reported that De Wet wants 
the tour of the generals, including the 
trip to the United States, to be aban- 
doned, and that all three are disap- 
pointed at the financial results so far « b- 
tained. Botha, however, is said to be 
anxious to make a further effort to col- 
lect funds. A warm discussion on this 
point is believed to have occurred be- 
tween De Wet and Botha; Delarey is 
said to have remained neutral iu the 
matter. De Wet’s presence is con- 
sidered necessary for the success of the 
tour, and if he persists in returning to 
South Africa it is not unlikely that the 
whole tour will be abandoned. 


Rockefeller’s Thank Offering 

New York, Oct. 24.—At the meeting 
yesterday of the teachers’ college 
trustees of Columbia university, it was 
announced that John D. Rockefeller 
had offered to give $500,000 to the col- 
lege, provided that the college could 
raise $190,000 to pay off the debt of the 
institution and $250,000 besides, as a 
“thank offering to Almighty God” for 
the preservation of himself, his family 
and household from the fire which re- 
cently destroyed his country home at 
Pocantico hills, 


Hanna’s Strength Gives Out 

Indianapolis, Oct. 24.—Senator 
Hanna, who delivered a campaign ad- 
dress here last night, was standing 
some distance from the speaker's table 
when his strength seemed to fail him, 
and he had to reach for the stand, 
dragging himself over to it. After a 
moment's hesitation he announced that 
his physical condition would not ° al- 
low him to speak longer and he was 
helped to his chair by others on the 
stage. 


Death Due to Negligence 

White Plains, N. Y., Oct. 24.—Asa re- 
sult of his inquiry into the death of 
Esther Quimby, Coroner Banning has 
returned a verdict that she came to her 
death of diphtheria and general septi- 
cena owing to the culpable negligence 
of her parents and a certain so-called 
“healer” named Lathrop, in failing to. 
provide proper medical care and at- 
tendance. The coroner holds the three 
persons on a charge of manslaughter. 


Drastic Measures Demanded 

London, Oct. 24.-- The Conservative 
newspapers this morning admit thattle 
hew rules of procedure in the Louse 
of commons have quite failed to stop 
Irish obstruction. They strongiy pro- 
test against the daily Lrish scenes in 
the house and demand that the govern- 
ment take drastic measures to main- 
tain the dignity of parliament and the 
authority of the speaker. 


Trip Abroad Is Checked 

Montreal, Oct. 24.— Frank O'Connor, 
who up to two Weeks ago was sergeant 
of the band of a United States regi- 
ment stationed at Fort Riley, Kas., 
was arrested yesterday on a steaniship 
just as he was about to sail for Liver- 
pool. O'Connor is charged with steai- 
ing the pay of men of the band. He 
has consented to return without ex- 
tradition proceedings. : 


The French Miners’ Strike 

Paris, Oct. 24.—It has been sewi-of- 
ficially announced that Premier 
Combes, in deference to the desire of 
the chamber of deputies and the gov- 
ernment, will use his influence to se- 
cure a pacific solution of the coal 
strike. He will open negotiations to- 
day with the mine owners and the strik- 
ing miners with the view of having the 
matter arbitrated. 


Railroaders Want H'gher Wages 

Oakland, Cal., Oct. 24.—According to 
interviews with heads of railroad 
unions and union members, a deniand 
will be made upon the Southern Pa- 
cific within the next 30 days for In- 
creased wages which will affect more 
than 30,000 employes. The chief cause 
of the demand is the increased cost of 
living. 


Buried Beneath Falling Rock 

Scranton, Pa., Oct. 24.—Two returned 
strikers, who were working with a 
gang of rock men on the night shift at 
a colliery in Lackawanna last night, 
were buried beneath a fall of rock and 
badly crushed. One man died from} is 
injuries and the other is in a critical 
condition. 


Seventy Miles by Wireless 

Annapolis, Oct. 24.—Suceessful  ex- 
periments were made yesterday he- 
tween the naval academy and the 
auxiliary cruiser Prairie with the 
Slaby-Arco (or German) system of 
wireless telegraph. The Prairie was 
anchored 70 miles down the Chesapeake 
and signals were exchanged with her 
with facility from the station here.

“You’rea liar,” shouted 
Brady. “You're a liar yourself,” re- 
torted Wood, and back and forth went 
the word half a dozen times. 

Finally the members calmed down 
only to be still further aroused by the 
introduction of an order to grant a 
location to the local street railway in 
one of the principal streets. As it was 
on this question of a street railway lo- 
cation that the bribery charges origi- 
nated, the council was soon ina turmoil 
again. 

At last Councilman McCune secured 
the floor and began a heated speech, in 
which he denounced President Brady 
and refused to listen to the latter’s or- 
der to sit dowy. ‘The city messenger, 
who is over 70 years old and not par- 
ticularly vigorous, was cirected by 
President Brady to eject McCune, but 
the latter pushed the messenger aside 
without much difficulty. Then the po- 
lice were sent for, but before they ar- 
rived the council adjourned until next 
Wednesday.

Speed or Power. 


A Washington dispatch to the Herald 
says: Secretary Moody will probably 
refer to the general board, of which 
Admiral Dewey is president, the ques- 
tion of designs for the new armored 
cruisers, and should the board support 
the contention of Admiral Melville the 
ships will be built with greater speed 
power than is now provided, 

Since it became known that the 
vessels were not to have the specd of 
the best ships of their class the point 
has been raised that they cannot legally 
be contracted for, as it is specifically 
provided by the act that they must 
have the ‘thighest practicable speed for 
ships of their class.’’ 

The statement made to the President 
by Commander W. H. Beebler, recently 
naval attache at Berlin, and the best 
informed officer of the navy on the de- 
velopment of the German navy, is 
rather in conflict with the official in- 
formation on file at the navy depart- 
ment respecting the comparative 
stength of the German and United 
States navies, 

Commander Beehler is said to have 
told the President that the German 
navy is at least twice as strong as the 
American in actual fighting ships. 
Germany, he says, does not inclnde in 
its list of ships, tugs, sailing craft and 
other vessels of no relative fighting 
value, while the United States in es- 
timating its total tonnage, includes all 
classes. 


Four New Warships. 


A Washington dispatch of Thursday 
to the Boston Herald says: If the naval 
board on construction can prevent it, 
there will be no halt in the construction 
of new ships for the navy. 

In an offieial report to Secretary 
Moody, the board urges authorization 
of the following: 

Two battleships of 16,000 tons trial 
displacement, 18 knots speed; four 12- 
inch, eight 8-inch, 12 7-inch and 20 6- 
inch guns; two armored cruisers of 
14,000 tons displacement, 22 knots 
speed; four 10-inch, 16 6-inch and 
53-inch guns; two gunboats of 1050 tons 
displacement, 12 knots speed and six 4- 
inch rapid fire guns. 

In framing this recommendation the 
board took into consideration the needs 
of the country, not only with respect 
to the defence of continental United 
States, but its dependencies.

‘YOUNGSTERS NO MATCH 


For Justice Harlan When He Entered 
Students’ Pugilistic Arena 

Washington, Oct. 24.—Justice Harlan 
of the United States supreme court, 
who is a member of the faculry of the 
Columbian University law school in 
this city, interfered and prevented a 
class fight between the freshmen and 
sophomores. Justice Harlan isa giant 
in stature and, although 69 years of 
age, he is still vigorous and active, golf 
being one of his daily exercises. 

The anticipated contest was the result 
of the announcement of the freshman 
class that it would hold its first meet- 
ing in jurisprudence hall. This an- 
nouncement acted as a suggestive chal- 
lenge to the sophomores to break wp 
the meeting if possible. After the 
regular lecture of the evening, the first 
year men undertook to open the meet- 
ing, when the sophomores made a 
charge against the door of the hall. At 
this point Justice Harlan appeared ind 
ordered the combat to cease. The 
sophomores paused for a moment, but 
were evidently not disposed to obey 
the order, for they immediately began 
a@ second assault. 

It was then that the eminent jurist 
took a personal hand in the fray. He 
reached over the heads of the assault- 
ing party and, seizing the leader of the 
forces by the collar, dragged bim from 
the pile. The jurist then directed the 
second year men to disperse, with the 
desired effect. 


People Disagree With Government 


Copenhagen, Oct. 24.—In the course 
of a speech in the folkething yesterday 
Premier Deuntzer expressed regret at 
the fact that the decision of the lands- 
thing in rejecting the Danish West 
Indies treaty made it appear that Den- 
mark was a country which did not keep 
its word. The present ministry, he ex- 
plains, was not responsible for the ne- 
gotiations relating to the Danish West 
Indies. A strong public sentiment is 
developing in favor of the dissolution 
of the landsthing and an appeal to the 
people, but the government shows ro 
disposition in that direction. 


Tom Johnson After *Traitors” 


Cincinnati, Oct. 24.—Tom L. John- 
son, candidate for the presidency in 
1904, created quite a sensation here 
last night by attacking certain ele- 
meuts in his own party, especially John 
R. MeLean and Lewis G. Bernard, 
chairman of the Democratic committee 
of Hamilton county. His references to 
them as traitors were as bitter as bis 
language could make them. He not 
only read them out of the party, but 
challenged them to meet bim on the 
charges that he made politically against 
them. 

Schooner’s Keel Torn Off 

Sydney, C. B., Oct. 24—Captain 
Grandy and 15 of the crew of the New- 
foundland fishing schooner Iuby 
reached here yesterday and reported 
that their vessel struck on Cow shoals, 
near Port Morien. The keel of the ves- 
sel was torn off and she soon sank. 
The crew lost everything. 


Ojeda Presents Credentials 

Washington, Oct. 24.—Don Emilio de 
Ojeda, the recently appointed minister 
of Spain to the United States, formally 
presented his credentials to President 
Roosevelt yesterday. After the usual 
exchange of felicitious addresses, the 
president and Ojeda chatted fora few 
minutes. 


Fire In Oregon’s Bunkers 
San Francisco, Oct. 24.—The Bulletin 
says that a fire has been burning in the 
coal bunkers of the battleship Oregon 
for three days. A board of survey Las 
been summoned to examine the vessel 
and it will be some time before she 

will be able to depart for Manila.

Prosecution Cannot Use Bar- 
net. Letters as Evidence 


COURT OF APPEALS DECISION 


Would Be Violated by Their Admis- 
sion Other Than For the Purpose of 
Comparison of Handwriting—Tes- 
timony by Defendant Recalled 


New York, Oct. 24.—A strong poiat 
was scored by the defense in the trial 
of Roland B. Molineux yesterday when 
Justice Lambert ruled out the Barmet 
letters. 

Nicholas A. Hockman, who kept let- 
ter boxes at 257 West Forty-Secoid 
street, tsetified in the previous trial 
that Molineux rented a letter box fro n 
him and received 20 or more letters ad- 
dressed “H. C. Barnet.” As soou as 
Mr. Osborne asked him about these let- 
ters, ex-Governor Black objected. 

Mr. Osborne attempted to explain 
and again counsel for the defense ob- 
jected. “I object,” he said, ‘to cou sel 
making an explanation in the hearing of 
the jury.” 

“I exclude the evidence,” 
court. 

“I think I can conince your hono”,” 
Mr. Osborne said, “that the letters are 
competent.” 

Counsel approached the bench and 
began to speak in an _ undertone. 
“Never mind,” said the court, “I re- 
member all about it. Under the de- 
cision of the court of appeals the Barnet 
series of letters were excluded as im- 
proper as evidence. Despite that rul- 
ing I was willing to admit those let- 
ters as standard of comparison in 
handwriting, because I did not regard 
such admission as a violation of the 
court of appeals decision, but any fur- 
ther use of them would violate the rul- 
ing and I will not permit it.” 

Mr. Osborne made another attempt to 
get the letters in evidence. He called 
Henry C. Lockwood from the general 
postoffice to ideatify the stamp and 
the cancellation marks of the poison 
package wrapper. Lockwood said they 
proved beyond a doubt that the package 
the wrapper held was mailed at the 
general postoflice. Then Mr. Osborne 
showed him a bundle of the Barnet let- 
ter envelopes and asked him to tell by 
the canceHation marks at what time 
they were mailed. 

“IT object,” put in the defense. 

“L have the right to show,” Mr. Os- 
borne said, “that this defendant had 
the opportunity to mail these letters: 
to raise the point that they were mailed 
at the hour at which I can prove he 
passed the general postoffice each day.” 

“Excluded,” ruled the court. 

Mr. Osborne read the postmarks on 
the Barnet envelope to the witness and 
asked him what they indicated. Again 
Mr. Black interposed and Mr. Osborne 
sat down at the single word “excluded” 
from the court. 

Matthias Dodd, from Tiffany & Co., 
testified that the defendant bad an ac- 
count there in December, 1898. He 
identified the small card envelope and 
pasteboard box which were in the poi- 
son package and said there is no way 
of tracing such goods to any particular 
account. Like envelopes are given 
free to any one who makes a purchase 
and asks for an envelope in which to 
enclose a card. 

Mr. Weeks announced that it was 
conceded that a coroner’s inquest into 
the death of Mrs. Adams was held in 
February, 1899, and that Roland B. 
Molineux appeared yoluntarily as a 
witness. The concession acknowl- 
edged, Mr. Osborne read to the jury 
that portion of the testimony then 
given which related to the troubies be- 
tween Molineux and Cornish. 

Mr. Osborne also read, by virtue of a 
ruling of the court, the statement Moli- 
heux mude in the coroner's court that 
he had never made any cyanide of 
mercury, and never had seen it used 
in dry colors. He supposed he could 
make it if he had the formula. Before 
the coroner Molineux also said that he 
could not recall ever seeing any of the 
blue paper with the interlaced crescent 
crests and had never used such paper. 
During the previous trial and «gain 
yesterday Molineux’s counse] admitted 
that Molineux owned such paper. 

When Mr. Weeks had read the resuli 
of his cross-examination of Molineux 
in the coroner's court, ap adjournment 
was taken until today. 
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Rioters Defy the Law 

Paris, Oct. 24.—Strikers at Dunkirk 
invaded the law courts yesterday and 
interrupted business there. They 
were charged repeatedly by ca valry on 
the square in front of the law courts. 
The rioters assailed the soldiers with 
bricks and scrap iron. A lieutenant of 
cavalry and ali the commissaries of po- 
lice present were wounded. Two ad- 
ditional regiments of infantry have ar- 
rived here. 


Will First Consult Colleagues 

St. John, Oct. 24.—Premier Bond of 
Newfoundland passed through St. 
John yesterday on his way home from 
Montreal. Asked as to the negotia- 
tions for a treaty of reciprocity be 
tween the United States and New- 
foundland, he said: “Until I reach 
home and confer with my colleagues 
my lips are sealed.”

- REMARKABLE LAKE. 


of Water With a Root o 

Solidified Salt. 

A lake with a salt roof isn’t frozen 
salt, and it isn’t underground. On the 
contrary, this remarkable lake may be 
seen at any time during the year, fully 
exposed, being even at its best when 
the sun is shining directly upon it 
This wonderful body of water is one of 
the saltest of the salt lakes and is sit- 
uated near Obdorsk, Siberia. The lake 
is nine miles wide and seventeen long 
and within the memory of man was 
not entirely roofed over by the salt de- 
posit. Originally evaporation played 
the most prominent part in coating the 
lake over wi‘hb salt, but at the present 
time the salt springs which surround 
it are adding fast to the thickness of 
the crust. 

In the long ago rapid evaporation of 
the lake’s waters left great salt crys- 
tals floating on the surface. In course 
of time these caked together. Thus the 
waters were finally entirely covered. 
In 1878 the lake found an underground 
outlet into the river Obi, which low- 
ered its surface about three feet. The 
salt crust was so thick, however, that 
it retained its old level and now pre- 
sents the curious spectacle of a salt 
roofed lake. The salt coat increases 
six inches in thickness every year. The 
many islands with which the lake is 
studded are said to act as braces and 
to help keep the arched salt crust in 
position.

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VICTORY FOR OPEN DOOR 


In Agreement For Military 
Evacuation of Shanghai 


UNITED STATES DIPLOMACY 


Results In Bringing About Conditions 
Which, Though Not a Direct Party 
to Negotiations, Gives Us Commer- 


cial Equality In China 


Washington, Oct. 24—The news of 
the agreement by France, Great Britain 
and Germany to finally evacuate Shang- 
hai was gladly received at the state de- 
partment. The United States govern- 
ment some time ago, at the instance 
of the government, begun 
quietly but persistently to bring pres- 
sure to bear upon the powers concerned 
in the occupation of the place to evacu- 
ate it in conformity with the stipula- 
tions of the treaty of Pekin. 

Not having participated directly in 
the occupation, it was necessary for 
the United States to move discreetly 
in approaching the other nations on this 
subject, but the advances were well re- 
ceived and it soon appeared that the 
only difliculty in bringing about the 
desired evacuation was the indisposi- 
tion of each of the occupying powers 
to take the initiative. 

The last to hold out was England, 
and as lately as last week it was stated 
that she was objecting simply for the 
purpose of making sure of getting a 
fair share of certain important trade 
advantages in the exploitation of the 
Yang Tse valley. It is gathered fro.n 
the Shanghai advices of yesterday that 
this object has now been secured and 
it is, of course, certain, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the United States 
does not sign the treaty of evacuation, 
that we will participate in these ad- 
vantages. 

The negotiations have brought about 
an important extension of the open 
door policy, as urged by Secretary Hay. 
The agreement affects not only Shang- 
hai, but the entire Yang Tse Kiang 
valley, which the powers are seekiag 
to develop for commercial purpos>s. 
The date of the evacuation is still open, 
but it will undoubtedly be accoim- 
plished by Jan. 1. About 1200 troops 
will participate in the evacuation, each 
power having furnished about an equal 
number of troops since the 
crisis became acute. 

The first stages of the 
resulted in an agreement on two 
points—the first, favorable to the 
evacuation; the second, that in case any 
power intended to resume the military

Although the nature of the com- 
mercial equality is not specified, the 
agreement is that the military and other 
rights of the powers shall be on an 
equal footing. The United States is not 
a direct party to the negotiations, but 
Las been fully advised of the inten- 
tions of the three powers. At one 
stage of the negotiations Secretary Hay 
advised Foreign Minister Delcasse of 
France, through Ambassador Porter, 
that the Wnited States government 
was in full sympathy with the plan 
and hoped for an early agreement on 
the subject. The date of the evacua- 
tion of Shanghai is « xpected to be set- 
tled ina few days.

Papers on the Internal Heat of 
the Earth.

He 
meteorites are similiar 
rock formations on the earth, thus prov- 
ing that the bodies in space are of the 
same nature as the earth. 

He explained at some length the ne- 
bular hypothesis as developed by La 
Place and Herschel, the successors of 
its discoverer Kant,the German philoso- 
pher. This theory holds tbat the 
planetery system was caused by the 
cooling and compression of an original 
nebular, which threwoff as_ it vooled 
successive rings that retained the mo- 
tion imparted to them by the parent 
body. Thus we have the planets re- 
volving round the sun and 
moving round the planets. 

As the earth cooled a crost was 
formed, leaving the interior in a more 
or less liquid condition under high 
pressure. The atmosphere was proba- 
bly heavier than at present and perme- 
ated with the carbonic acid that later 
was used in plant life.

Topic.—Treating a gracious invitation 


| Nghtly.—Matt. xxii, 1-10. 


The blessings of the gospel are often 
represented in the Scriptures by a 
feast. In the topical reference we 
have Christ’s representation of them 
in this way in the parable of the mar- 
riage of the king’s son, “The kingdom 
of heaven is like unto a certain king 
which made a marriage for his son.” 
The invited guests were then called by 
the king’s servants, but they would not 
come. “Again he sent forth other serv- 
ants, saying, Tell them which are bid- 
den, Behold I have prepared my din- 
ner; my oxen and my fatlings are 
killed, and all things are ready. Come 
unto the marriage. But they made 
light of it and went their ways, one to 
his farm, another to his merchandise 
and the remnants took his servants 
and treated them spitefully and slew 
them.” The king then punished his 
wicked subjects and invited other 
guests to the wedding, and the mar- 
riage feast was celebrated. 

The king in the parable is God. The 
son is ChnNst. The wedding feast rep- 
resents the present and eternal bless- 
ings of the gospel. The first invited 
guests were the Jews. 
and even killed God's prophets and | 
apostles who were sent unto them, | 
God therefore severely punished them | 
and extended the invitation to His 
gospel feast to all men. 

The gospel invitation is therefore to- 
day a worldwide invitation. It is to} 
all men. Salvation is offered full and 


offered in the gospel through Christ. 
What a gracious invitation it is! God 
has provided a feast of eternal joys 
and says to all men: “Come, for all 
things are now ready. Come, buy wine 
and milk without money and without 
price.” 

It seems incredible that any one 
could treat God’s gracious invitation 
lightly, and yet many do. Men today, 
as of old, make light of it and go their 
ways, some to pleasure, some to busi- 
hess, and some even violently reject 
the proffered offers of merey and in 
their rejection despitefully use the 
messengers. Such treatment of the 
most gracious invitation the world 
knows anything about is absolutely 
inexcusable. It is given in good faith. 
The benefits to be derived from its ac- 
ceptance are all upon man’s side. God 
has nothing to lose, but man has all to 
lose by lightly esteeming the salvation 
offered through Jesus Christ. Nor does 
God hold any man inexcusable. To ac- 
cept is to live; to reject is to die. “He | 
that despised Moses’ law died without 
mercy, under two or three witnesses; 
of how much sorer punishment sup- 
pose ye shall he be thought worthy 
who hath trodden underfoot the Son 
of God?” (Heb. x, 28, 29.)

Pilgrimages Almost Daily to the 
City of Presidents. 


Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 

BIRTHPLACE JOHN ADAMS. 


Franklin street, Quincy Adams, house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic societies admitted free, although con- 
tributions are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 

BIRTHPLACE JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 


Junction of Franklin street, Presidents road 
and Independence avenue. Built 1716, restored 
1896 by the Quincy Historical Society. Open 
to public afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission 
charged. 

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian), 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United | 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams. 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Janitor can be found at Savings 
Bank building or at his home Maple piace. No 
fee charged, but janitor may be paid for his 
trouble. 

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 


Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quiney. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 


Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 


Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 

SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the | 
memory of Abigail Adums, who with her son 


John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke | 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of | 
many historic stones, the corner stone being | 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United | 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 


DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 


Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born.

MYLES STANDISH SPRING.

Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the public library 
building ; Merrymount, the home ‘of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets ;the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and the polishing mills where granite 
is polished ; also the big ship yard now 
established at Quincy Point.

Temperance Advocates 

Boston, Oct. 27.-Lady Henry 
Somerset was greeted by one of the 
largest audiences which could be ac- 
commodated in Tremont temple yester- 
day at the W. C. T. U. meeting heid 
to advocate the district option bill for 
Boston, which is to be submitted to 
the voters for acceptance or rejection. 
Two addresses were given, one by 
Lady Somerset and the other by Rev 
Henry Sanders of London. Mrs. 
Somerset's address was a plea for a 
patriotism that makes the welfare of 
the world its own. 

In discussing district option for Bos- 
ton, she advocated putting the re- 
sponsibility for the presence of saloons 
upon paces community.

She referred to 
the fact th it there are no saloons on 
many magnificent streets in the city, 
but in the narrow streets they arp 
seen doing their deadly work just as 
they are in England. She urged that 
there be no rest until the peopie of the 
poorer districts have the same op- 
portunity to drive out the saloons as 
do the people of the wealthier districts. 

Rey. Mr. Sanders said the history of 
this country has been a history of the 
uplifting and the betterment of man- 
kind. He contrasted the matter of 
temperance reform in this country and 
in England, to the disadvantage of the 
latter, and went on to speak of the suf- 
fering and misery caused by the drink 
evil. He urged that the church could 
give no sanction to this evil to the ex- 
tent of receiving money from those en- 
gaged in the saloon business.

BIC OUTPUT OF GOAL THIS WEEK 


The Method of Seeniae as to Taking Testimony 
to be Considered by Commission Today, 


Washington, Oct. 27.—All is in readi 
ness for the meeting this afternoon of 
the anthracite coal commission. All 
the members of the commission are 
in the city and most of the operators 
or their representatives are here. The 
meeting will be called to order at 2 
o'clock and the wishes of both parties 
to the controversy will be considered is 
to the method of procedure in securing 
testimony. Plans for holding the pub- 


lic sessions, places of meeting and 
various other details necessary to be 
settled before the actual work of tak- 
ing testimony can be begun will be de- 
cided. No testimony will be taken 
today. 

It is said that very little evidence will 
be heard in Washington, as it is not the 
desire of the commission to compel the 
attendance of witnesses here when the 
evidence they have to give can be se- 
cured at greater convenience to them 
at or near their places of residence. 
The commission also will determine 
whether it will give hearings to per- 
sons not having a direct interest in the 
issues at stake between the miners and 
the operators, but who believe they 
can give advice of a practical char- 
acter that will assist the commission 
in its work. Considerable evidence of 
this character was taken by the com- 
mission which reported on the Chicago 
strike, but unfortunately it was not 
of material value in assisting that body 
to arrive at its conclusions. 

Five of the mine operators or their 
representatives arrived here last night. 
They included Bear of the Reading, 
Thomas of the Erie, Kerr, representing 
Fowler of the Ontario and Western; 
Wilcox of the Delaware and Hudson 
and Walter, representing the Lehigh 
Valley. They spent the time chatting 
in the lobby of the hotel, but refrained 
from discussing for publication their 
plans for today. The operators will 
hear the ideas that the commission has 
to make for undertaking the work in 
hand, and if necessary will suggest 
such changes as will best secure the 
results desired. 


Mitchell’s Efforts Appreciated 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Uct. 24.—Fresiuen 
Mitchell was in conference with the 
district presidents, Nicholls, Duffy and 
Faby, for several hours yesterday. He 
outlined his case as he will present it 
to the board of arbitration. in behalf 
of the miners, and the same received the 
approval of the district presidents. 

President Mitchell was presented 
with a gold badge and gold watch yes- 
terday by the Polish, Lithuanian and 
Slavish members of the United Mine 
Workers. The badge bears his mono- 
gram “J. M.” in diamonds just under- 
neath the bar containing the pin by 
which it is fastened to the coat lapel. 
Below this is the button of the United 
Mine Workers of America, from which 
hangs a pendant--a tiny pick and 
shovel with miner's lamp in the centre, 
underneath which is a medallion. The 
seal of the organization in the centre is 
in the form of a breaker boy standing 
in the midst of a bank of coal. The 
presentation took place at President 
Mitchell’s headquarters and a large 
crowd listened to the speeches of 
presentation and acceptance. 

Shortly before 4 o'clock Mitchell left 
headquarters for the Lehigh Valley 
depot to go to Washington to attend to- 
day’s meeting of the anthracite coal 
strike commission. He was accom- 
panied to the station by a large and 
enthusiastic crowd and when he 
boarded the train he was cheered and 
wished godspeed. 

A large force of men were at work 
yesterday clearing up the mines for 
general resumption today. Itis said 
nearly all the collieries are now in shape 
for work and that there will bea 
heavy output of coal today.

TO ASCERTAIN FACTS 


Secretary Chamberlain to Make a 
Personal Visit to South Africa 
London, Oct. 27.—It is officially an- 


nounced that Colonial Secretary Chani- 
berlain has decided personally to visit 
South Africa and examine on the spot 
the problems presented by the termina- 
tion of the war and the settlement of 
affairs in the new colonies. King Ed- 
ward has given his approval of this 
plan, which, it is said, has also the full 
approval of Premier Balfour and the 
cabinet. 

Mr. Chamberlain proposes to start 
for South Africa toward the end of 
November and to return the early part 
of March. His visit will embrace the 
cape, Natal, the Orange River colony 
and the Transvaal. He hopes to have 
an opportunity to confer while in South 
Africa with representatives of all the 
different interests concerned and to 
consider their views in his future policy. 

It is said that Lord Milner has been 
consulted with regard to Mr. Ghan- 
berlain’s trip and that he cordially wel- 
comes the idea. 


Jones Scores Party System 

Chicago, Oct. 27.—Political parties 
were scored at a meeting here last 
night of the Chicago Philosophical so- 
ciety by “Golden Rule” Mayor Jones of 
Toledo. He characterized the whole 
party system as “childish, immature 
and imbecile.” Referring to the coal 
strike, hesaid: ‘The coal strike in 1902 
will be found in the future to have 
made the largest contribution to the 
cause of human liberty of anything 
since Lincoln signed the emancipation 
proclumauon,.” 


Fear of Irish Uprising 

London, Oct. 27.—The apprehension 
with which the governmefit views the 
condition of Ireland can be judged 
from the fact that the chief constable 
of Birmingham has issued a warning 
to all arm and ammunition manu- 
facturers not to sell goods for ship- 
ment to the proclaimed districts of 
Ireland. Even to such parts of  Ire- 
land as are not proclaimed, shipments 
of arms must be clearly marked as 
such, under pain of stringent penalties. 


Jury Had Minds Made Up 

Columbia, S. C., Oct. 27.—The jury in 
the trial of Major Bernard B. Evaus, 
charged with the murder of Captain J. 
J. Griffin, returned a verdict of not 
guilty after being out only five min- 
utes. Major Evans is a brother of ex- 
Governor Evans and Judge Gary 
Evans. ‘The affair occurred in Evans’ 
apartments. He claims that in a 
friendly scuffle the pistol was dis- 
charged. 


Gloomy Outlook In Philippines 

Manila, Oct. 27.—Agriculture in the 
slands, already impaired on account of 
the war, rinderpest and the cholera, 
has been further injured by locusts. 
These insects have appeared in many 
places and are working serious in- 
jury to the crops. The advent of lo- 
custs, together with the fall in the 
price of silver, renders the business and 
industrial prospect of the Philippines 
glooniy and cheerless. 


Killed Child and Tried Suicide 

Niagara Falls, N. Y., Oct. 27.—Mrs. 
Daniel Lynch, wife of a prominent 
merchant of this city, drowned her 8- 
year-old daughter in the bathroom at 
her home and then attempted suicide 
by cutting her throat yesterday. It is 
believed the woman will recover. One 
of the Lynch children died a month 
ago and Mrs. Lynch has been acting 
strangely sirce. 


Garrett Party Got Lost 

Landa, Mex., Oct. 27.—United States 
Consul Alonzo Garrett returned to the 
consulate last night, after wands-ing 
with a party of friends in the Sierra 
Madre mountains for 20 days, the 
greater part of the time without food. 
The party was ona hunting trip and 
its water supply failed.

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CANAL TITLE IS VALID 


President Will 
Select Panama Route 


KNOX SUBMITS HIS REPORT 


Gives Reason For Favoring Accept- 
ance—No Doubt That Columbia Will 
Ratify Treaty Drawn by Secretary 


Hay—Walker to Head Commission 


Washington, Oct. 27.—Attorney 
General Kiox has decided that if the 
United States should accept the offer 
of the new Panama Canal compary, 
submitted last spring, for the sale of 
the canal for $40,000,000, it would re- 
ceive through the parties in interest a 
valid and unincumbered title to the 
property. 

This decision was arrived at after a 
thorough and exhaustive investigation 
of the situation in Paris, first by Spe- 
cial Attorney Russell and later by the 
attorney general himself. 

The attorney general has 
submitted the opinion to President 
Roosevelt. It makes about 300 pages. 

The opinion opens with a history of 
the concessions made by Colombia, the 
formation of the De Lesseps Panaiwa 
Canal company of France, the failure 
of this company in 1888, the transfer in 
1894 of all its rights to the present 
Panama Canal company of France by 
the liquidator appointed by the French 
court.to wind up the affairs of the old 
company, and of the laws passed by 
France concerning the liquidation of 
the old company. 

The opinion then takes up the prin- 
cipal objections which have been m: de 
in this country to the title proposed to 
be given to the United States. The 
history and nature of French coin- 
panies of the kind in question wre ex 
panies of the kind in question are ex- 

As to the proposition that the United 
States would be subject to the debts 
and claims of the stockholders and 
bondholders and other creditors of both 
of the companies, the opinion says: 

“AS a general proposition it is not 
perceived how there could be any law 
or equity for subjecting a purchaser 
of an article sold as assets of a failing 


formally 


partnership (such as the old company) 
to the debts of the partnership. If 
such were the law, there would be no 
purchasers of such assets, and the 
creditors would receive no payment for 
their debts out of the proceeds, nor 
stockholders any dividend of a residue.” 

Nevertheless, the opinion exhaustive- 
ly considers all possible mortgages and 
other iiens affecting the property it 
self, real or personal, under French 
or Colombian law. 

The opinion closes as follows: “For 
the reasons I have given, I am of the 
opinion that the United States would 
receive a good, valid and unencum- 
bered title.” 

Knox's report makes it certain that 
President Roosevelt will select the 
Panama route for the isthmian canal 
and the canal will be built. 

The only other question is as to the 
necessary concessions to be made by 
Colombia and the United States, and 
there is no doubt on the part of the 
administration that the ~Colombian 
government will ratify the treaty 
drafted by Secretary Hay in accordance 
with the directions of congress. 

There may be some further delay on 
account of the feeling over the vigor- 
ous acts of our naval officers on the 
isthmus, but by mid-winter it is ex- 
pected that the treaty will have been 
ratified in the Colombian congress, 
then to assemble, and it will be rati- 
fied, it is believed, without difficulty by 
the United States senate. 

Apparently the last hope of the 
Nicaragua route advocates is yanish- 
ing, and there is no prospect of suc- 
cess for the opponents of any isthmian 
canal. The president has power, under 
the action of congress, to designate the 
Panama route, now that the title is 
shown to be satisfactory, to pay the 
$40,000,000 asked by the Panama com- 
pany and to appoint a commission to 
provide for its construction, if he is 
also satisfied that suitable concessions 
will be made by Colombia. He is pre- 
paring to appoint the commission as 
Soon as the question of the Colombian 
concessions is finally settled fa vorably, 
with Rear Admiral Walker, retired, aa 
its president.

St. Petersburg, Oct. 27—The police 
have captured an acc omplice in the 
reported anarchist plot against Dow- 
ager Empress Marie Dagmar of Rus- 
sia, which was recently unearthed at 
Copenhagen.

Indianapolis, Oct. 27.—'The srand 
jury has returned 25 indictments in 
the local grave robbery scandal. Five 
doctors hive been indicted. All the 
ghouls now under arrest have been in- 
dicted.

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For the Complete Restoration 
Health of the King of England 

London, Oct. 27.—The last cere 
monies connected with the reign of 
Kind Edward VII occurred yesterday, 
when the king, accompanied by Queen 
Alexandra, the Prince of Wales and 
almost all the members of the royal 
family, drove to St. Paul's cathedral 
and offered up thanks for the recovery 
of bis bealth. 

The weather was rainy and small 
crowds marked the royal progress 
through the metropolis. At ‘Temple 
Bar the lord mayor of London and the 
corporation, in bedraggied robes, met 
the king and escorted him to the cath- 
edral. At St. Paul's were gathered 
several thousand persons. The Honor- 
able Artillery company formed an Im- 
posing line. The members wore their 
busbies and carried fixed bayonets. 
Before the service was over several of 
the artillerymen had fainted as a re- 
sult of long standing. 

The choir, the chapter and the bish- 
op of London escorted the king and the 
queen to the throue under the reredos. 
There was a full choral service of 
thanksgiving, followed by a sermon 
from the bishop of London, who laid 
special stress upol the fact that this 
was the second time in his majesty’s 
life that he had entered St. Paul's to 
give thanks for his recovery from a 
dangerous illness. 

At the conclusion the royal party re- 
turned to Buckingham palace and 
were well greeted on the way wherever 
the crowds were large enough to raise 
a cheer. 

The scene at St. Paul's was more 
brilliant than devetional. All the of- 
ficials present wore their uniforms and 
decorations, creating a blaze of color 
seldom secn in the cathedral. King 
Edward was dressed in the uniform of 
a field marshal and wore the decora- 
tion of the Order of the Garter.

Jobn Volkiman was accidentally shot 
and killed Saturday night on the stage 
of Thespian hall by Charles Meinet of 
a travelling medicine company.

Volk- 
man was shit in the forehead and died 
within an hour. Meinet is held on a 
charge of manslaughter.

The chrysanthemum show at the de- 
partment of agriculture in Washing. 
ton is proving a steady attraction, and 
will continue open every day except 
Sunday from now till Noy. 10. The 
new varieties most admired are the 
Mrs. Phillipe Roger, an immense flow- 


er, and the Pennsylvania, a remarka- 


bly pure and rich yellow, exceedingly, 
prolific in blooms on the single plant, 
says the New York Times. Honesty, 


a new candidate for admiration, comes 


from Europe. There is a pretty new 
Japanese seedling of blended white and 
pink. 

Black Hawk, said to be President 
Roosevelt’s choice, is a small, dark red, 
nearly black. . Belle of Castlewood ap- 
pears in prolific white, compact blooms. 
One of the finest specimens is the 
white and sprangling Mrs. John M. 
Wilson, which was raised from a seed- 
ling in the propagating garden nine 
years ago. The President McKinley is 


a beautiful flower of gold and crimson. 


The white varieties are numerous 
and beautiful. One that has attracted 
considerable attention is of silvery 
white and is called the William Jen- 
nings Bryan. A remarkably beautiful 
flower is Mrs. L. F. Button. Another 
is the Mrs. Henry Robinson, which is 
large and ball shaped. The Mrs. George 
F. Baer, a very pretty chrysanthemum, 
is named after the wife of the presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia and Reading 
railroad. 

The yellow blooms are very attrac- 
tive. Among the prettiest of those is 
the Colonel D. Appleton. The O. P. 
Bassett and the Mrs. Gordon Dexter, 
in the same class, have come in for 
more than ordinary attention. A flower 
that is greatly admired is the Mrs. 
Perrine, named for the mother of Mrs. 
Grover Cleveland. It is a fine speci- 
men in a pleasing shade of pink. The 
Casco is a heavy, rich, red flower, and 
Sunrise is an all gold and brick red 
specimen, the latter color-showing on 
the reverse side of the petals. The 
Mrs. J. F. Tranter is one of the largest 
blooms in the large collection. 

The President W. R. Smith, a beauti- 
ful specimen, was named after W. R. 
Smith of the botanic garden when he 
was president of the American Floral 
association. 


TROPHIES FOR WHITE HOUSE 


Superb Collection of Big Game Heads 
to Adorn Library Walls. 

President Roosevelt's interest In the 
big game animals of America is re- 
sponsible for one of the most interest- 
ing features of the decorations of the 
new White House, says the New York 
American. This consists of what in 
many respects is the most striking col- 
lection of animal heads to be found in 
the United States. These will be placed 
on the walls of the library. 

Though only eleven species of ani- 
mals are in the collection, each of the 
heads is believed to be the largest and 
most superbly mounted one of its kind 
in existence. Despite the fact that the 
president has been an indefatigable 
hunter of game none of his many tro- 
phies has a place in the collection. 
This is due to the fact that when he 
sted that the collection be made 
he insisted that each head should be 
the best of its kind that could be ob- 
tained. 

In the collection is the head of an 
immense bison which was killed by In- 
dians twenty years ago, the head of an 
Alaska moose with an antler spread 
of seven feet, an elk having a horn cir- 
ele of eleven feet and with seven 
points to each horn, two Alaska cari- 
bou, a bighorn sheep, a mountain lion, 
a silver tipped grizzly bear, a white 
Alaskan sheep and a Kadiack island 
bear. ‘ 

The collection was made at the pres- 
ident’s request by a New York physi- 
cian and represents an expenditure of 
more than $5.000,

Plan to Restore Whittier’s Home. 

The Whittier homestead at Haver- 
hill, Mass., which was damaged by fire 
recently, is to be restored on exactly 
the old lines, says a Boston special to 
the New York Times.

CONVENTION CITY. 


¥ Detroit as Seen by a Representative 


of the Ledger. 
[Editorial Correspondence. ] 

Although Detroit is within twenty 
hours of Boston, few Quincy people 
are aware that the city is so thrifty 
and so beautiful. The census of 1900 
showed a population of 285,704, an 
increass from 205,876 in 1890, and 116, - 
340 In 1880. 

Detroit is becoming known as the 
**Convention City,’’ and boasts of the 
fact that some convention meeis there 
nearly every day of the summer. Con- 
Spicuous on the front of City Hall in 
the public square is always displayed 
the word ‘*‘Welcome,”’ and beneath it 
is the name of the convention being 
held in the city. The city now has 
several hotels, but is agitating the 
erection ofa mammoth one to betterac- 
commodate the large number of visitors, 
For a good square meal served in good 
Style at low price visit The Wayne. 

Detroit takes pride in cleanliness. 
There are evidences of it on all sides, 
in the manufacturing as well as in re- 
sidential sections. In the business 
streets there ae signs ‘‘Do not spit on 
the sidewalk.’’ The strects are of as- 
phalt and an army of ‘white wings’’ 
are empivsed during the day keeping 
them scrupulously clean. Yhe strects 
are very broad, straight and level and 
without cross walks, In layout, one is 
reminded of Washington, as the streets 
are in right angles, while in addition 
there are ayenues radiating from City 
Square in all directions like the spokes 
of a wheel, but not as numerous. 

The city has but few» apartment 
houses or flats, as individual houses 
predominate with liberal lots of land. 
Outside of the mercantile district very 
few of the houses abut the Street, and 
there are no fences. On many avenues 
the front lawns are very extensive, and 
on these estates are beautiful houses 
which will compare favorably with any 
other city. Most of the streets liave 
grass plots about six feet wide between 
the roadway and the sidewalk. 

In addition to the beautiful avenues, 
Detroit has a 12-mile boulevard which 
circles the city from the water front on 
the south to the water front on the 
north. At the northerly end is a bridge 
nearly a mile long connecting the city 
with Belle Isle a beautiful public park 
of 750 acres completely surrounded by 
fresh water. The park has about 20 
miles of drives, also walks, * ponds and 
capals, There is an extensive zoological 
garden, grounds for all kinds of sports, 
pavilions, Everybody skates in 
winter, and there is a building especially 
for their comfort on the island. The 
Detroit Boat club and the Detroit 
Yacht club have clubhouses in the river, 
which are reached from the island. The 
former is of stene and $75,000, 
and is richly furnished. 

The plant of the municipal water 
works is extensive and is laid out as a 
park, the sum of $250,000 having been 
bequeathed for the purpose. At the 
entrance is a memorial gateway. A 
little way inside a large clock with a 
floral disk, the motive power being 
water. Ona raised green is a floral 
calendar, changed daily, which reads 
today: ‘‘ Up-to-date—Tuesday—October 
28—1902.°° On the grounds are a 
library, a conservatory, a tower, ponds 
and reservoirs, etc. Four engines, 
each with a capacity of 24,000,000 
gallons daily, pump the water. In this 
cunnection we might add that water 
rates including hose are but $6~—per 
house, and a liberal use of water is en- 
couraged, 

The manufacturing of the city is 
mostly on the outskirts or near the city 
limits, and is extensive. Two or three 
stove companies have large manufac- 
tories, and there are several other enter- 
prises. Perhaps the largest industry is 
the Detroit Car Company which is 
capable of turning out 70 frelght cars a 
day, and is a very busy place. 

The electric street railway service is 
excellent, with free transfers in City 
Square. Many long lines run out of the 
city including one of 73 miles to Port 
Huron, and one of 68 miles to Flint, 
one of 76 miles to Jackson, one to 
Toledo, Ohio, and others. In Detroit 
the front of the car is always the front, 
and most of the cars have a rather un- 
sightly but convenient rear platform of 
about six feet. Two feet in the rear of 
the door is a railing, and all who ride 
cn the platform stand In the rear, leav- 
ing an open passage way to enter or 
leave the cars, which ladies appreciate. 

Much more might be written but 
space will not admit. Detroit is the 
county seat and has a rich county 
building. It has a Y. M. ©. A. which 
is overflowing a large building. It has 
three High school buildings, the 
central one being a grand structure 
with five floors housing 1,500 pupils. 
Enterprising newspapers, Dumerous 
churches, wide awake business men 
and hospitable people make up a pros- 
perous city. More shipping is said to 
pass through Detroit river than by any 
of the ports on the Atlantic coast. 

Detroit isa big railroad centre, but 
we can recommend the roads operated 
by the New York Central for reaching 
it quickly, safely and with comfort. 
This railway system now Includes the! 
Boston & Albany Railroad as well as 
the Michigan Central and nine other 
roads, comprising 11,126 wiles in the

Temporarily Blocks Panama 
Canal Propositions 


COLOMBIA WANTS $10,000,000 


In Addition to a Lump Yearly Pay- 
ment of $600,000 Instead of Having 
to Wait Sixteen Years, as Proposed 

“In State Department Treaty 


Washington, Oct. 28.—The long ex- 
pected response of the Colombian goy- 
ernment to the proposition made by the 
state department for the negotiation 
of a canal treaty, on the lives of the 


Spooner act, has reached Washing- 


ton and was presented to the state de- 
partment yesterday by Mr. Herran, the 
secretary of the Colombian legation. 

It is difficult to learn the exact un- 
derstanding of the nature of this com- 
munication, but it is known that it is 
not altogether an unqualified accept- 
ance of the state department's proposl- 
tion. It is, however, friendly end 
dignified in tone, and does not close 
negotiations by uny means, though jt 
unquestionably sets hack the-diute of 
inne agreement by opening up aew 
topics for argument. 

For one thing the Colombian govern- 
ment now is entirely dissatisfied with 
the small amount of the payment to he 
made to it by the United States urder 
the terms of the protoco] which it is 
proposed to use as the basis of the 
treaty. This sum is $7,000,000. Co- 
lombia wants at $10,000,000. 
Moreover, the original proposal looked 
to a wait for 14 years before begin- 
ning the payment of annual reutal, the 
amount of which was to be then fixed 
by mutual agreement. Colombla now 
asks the United States to agree at once 
to a lump yearly payment of $600,000, 
which will considerably increase the 
immediate cost of the enterprise. 

The Colombian government clings to 
its contention that it has no constit2- 
tional authority to alienate any Co- 
lombian territory and reiterates that 
the best it can do to meet the language 
of the Spooner act, which looks to 
perpetual control by the United States 
over the canal strip, is to makea 100- 
year lease, with a distinet stipulation 
that the same shafl be renewable by 
the United States at the expiration of 
the first century. 

‘One obstacle which, it is believed, 
will interfere somewhat with the im- 
mediate resumption of negotiations of 
the treaty, is the feeling aroused in 
Colombia by the actions of American 
naval officers during the recent reyo- 
lutionary movements there. These are 
declared to have been bitterly re- 
sented in Bogota, where it was felt the 
American officers had exceeded tLeir 
authority in interfering with the trans- 
portation of Colombian soldiers across 
the Isthmian railway—a_ right the 
Colombian officials have asserted is 
guaranteed them by treaty. ‘Lhe con- 
troversy growing out of the attitude 
of those officers was taken up by the 
Colombian state department with 
United States Minister Hart at Bo- 
gota, and so far as known has not yet 
been definitely settled. The question 
at issue touches the question of soy- 
ereignty and has an important bear- 
ing on the pending subject. 

The Colombian legation officials de- 
cline to discuss the latest response 
made by Colombia, but the opinion 
prevails that included within its scope 
are some representations respecting or 
growing out of recent events on the 
isthmus.

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‘DIO NOT KILL HIMSELF 


Vermont Lad Will Be Asked to Ex« 
plain the Cause of Brother’s Death 

South Londonderry, Vt., Oct. 2&— 
Melvin Johnson, aged 15, for whom 
fully 100 men and boys searched Sun- 
day, fearing that he had killed hirn- 
self as a sequel to the death of his 
younger brother, Clifford, by a bullet 
wound, has been located at Man- 
chester, 12 miles from here. Ue claims 
that his brother was accidentally shot. 
An inquiry into the circumstances will 
be held. 

The shooting occurred in the chamber 
occupied by the brothers in the John- 
son home. On Sunday Mrs. Johnsor 
called upstairs to her sons, and Mel- 
vin, the elder, answered. A moment 
later, Mrs. Johnson noticed a jur as 
if something heavy had fallen in the 
chamber and Melvin came down 
stairs and went out without saying a 
word. 

Mrs. Johnson went up stairs, and 
found Clifford on the floor with a bul- 
let hole in the temple. He died in a 
few minutes. Melvin had disappeared. 


Neighbors were notified and che 
search became general. 
An examination of the wound in 


Clifford Johnson's head disclosed the 
fact that it was made with a revolver 
bullet. No revolver could be found, 
and it was supposed that Melyiw dad 
carried it away witi Aim. 

In the absence of any known cuar- 
rel between the brothers, the parents 
and all who know the family were 
convinced that the shooting musi hav 
been accidental. Fearing that, In bis 
grief, Melvin might have taken his 
own life with the weapon, Mr. Johnson 
secured a bloodhound, but the ani ual 
could not find the boy's tracks. Ail 
night and most of the day, the searcno 
by neighbors continued.

G.ve Up In the Interior 


FORCES UNDER URIBE-URIBE 


Have Long Kept Up Turmoil In the 
Interior of the Country and at One 
Time Threatened the Capital—Long 


Step Toward Pacification 
Panama, Oct. 29.—The revolutionary 
general, Uribe-Uribe,-with 10 cannon, 
2500 rifles. and 300,000 rounds of am- 
munition, has surrendered to 
Marjarres at Rio Frio,

The forces under General Uribe-Uribe, 
which were defeated Oct. 14 at La 


Cienage, retreated to Rio Frio and took 
up positions there. General Marjarres, 
With 2000 men, proceeded against the 
rebels from La Cienaga and engaged 
the enemy. The government general 
succeeded in surrounding the rebels 
and forcing them to surrender. Gep- 
eral Castillo was with General Uribe- 
Uribe. 


GENERAL URIBE-URIBE. 

The news of this victory 
ceived here by General Perdomo and 
Governor Salazar yesterday in a tele- 


was re- 


gram from General Marjarres. De- 
tails of the engagement are lacking, 
but heavy casualties on both sides are 
reported. 

The surrender of Uribe-Uribe is said 
to complete the pacification of the 
departments of Magdalena and Bolivar. 

The revolutionists now occupy the 
isthmus only. 

In the Rent of Oct. 14, at La Cienaga, 
the revolutionary force consisted of 
1300 men. 


Colon, Oct. 29.—The government 
gunboat General Pinzon arrived here 
yesterday afternoon from Sayanilla. 
She was especially sent from that port 
by the governor of the department of 
Bolivar to bring to the isthmus news 
of the defeat of the revolutionists under 
Uribe-Uribe and Castillo at Rio Frio. 
Both these generals were made pris- 
oners. 

There is much rejoicing in Colon and 
Panama over the success of General 
Marjarres and especially over the cap- 
ture of Uribe-Uribe. 

Washington, Oct. 29.—Confirmation 
of the news of the surrender of Gen- 
eral Uribe-Uribe was contained in the 
following dispatch received at the Co- 
lombian legation here last night: 

“Uribe-Uribe and Castillo (another 
revolutionary general) surrendered at 
La Cienaga with a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition.” 

The legation officials declare that 
with the surreuder of Uribe-Uribe the 
life of the rebellion in the interior of 
Colombia has received its death blow 
and that the complete pacification of 
that portion of the country must in- 
evitably follow. He was, they say, the 
acknowledged leader of the movement 
against the government, and by his 
energy and perseverance in raising and 
equipping troops and securing assist- 
ance from the cutside has kept the 
revolution going for some years. Gen- 
eral Uribe-Uribe’s movements have 
taken him in various portions of the 
interior of Colombia, his early opera 
tions being in the state of Jolima, later 
in the state of Santander and finally 
in the state of Magdalena. 


In the state of Santander, at the head 
of an army of over 10,000 men, he se- 
riously menaced the capital, Bogota, 
upti] he was defeated by a superior 


government force on May 26, 1100, 
when the casualties numbered about 
5000 men in all. 

It has been repeatedly asserted by 
the officiais here that General Uribe- 
Uribe received substantia! aid from the 
government of Venezuela, he having 
visited Caracas #xnd had frequent in- 
terviews with President Castro. Last 
year he visited the United States and 
for a time was in correspondence with 
the officials of the legation with a 
view to reaching honorable terms of 
capitulation, but the efforts in that di- 
rection were without substantial result, 
and General Uribe-Uribe returned to 
Colombia and again took up arms 
against the government. 


Crowd Cheered the Verdict 
New Haven, Oct. 29.—A verdict of 
not guilty was brought in yesterday 
by the jury in the case of Policeman 
Jobu Kelly who has been on trial in 


the superior court charged with pbur- 
glary. The moment the verdict was 
announced the crowded court room 


rang with cheers which could not be

BABY UPSET LAMP 


Explosion Followed and Mother and 
Child Were Burned to Death 
Lowell, Mass., Oct. 28—Mra. Will- 
jam Golden, 27 years old, and her in- 
fant daughter, Jennie, aged 2 years, 
Were burned to death last night. The 
mother was preparing supper shortly 
before 6 o'clock, when the baby, 
Seated in a carriage :iear the t: ble, 
Pulled at the table cloth and upset the 
lamp, an explosion resulting in which 
Mrs. Golden and Jennie were terribly 
burned. Mrs. Golden ran to tke door 
and stood for several minutes with her 
clothes blazing. After her clothes 
had been destroyed she sunk to the 
steps in a half unconscious state. 
When neighbors arrived they found 
her inquiring if her baby had escaped 
injury. Mother and child were taken 
to the Lowell hospital, where the child 
died at 9 o’clock and the mother at 9:30. 


Sympathy Was With Union Men 

Chicago, Oct. 28.—In a riot yesterday, 
caused by the American posting 
Service's attempt to post bills by the 
use of non-union labor, seven men 
Were severely injured and a riot call 
Was sent in. More than 800 persons 
gathered and many of them assisted 
the union men in stopping the work. 
When the police arrived the non-unio» 
men had surrendered their wagons and 
escaped from the shower of missiles. 
Only two bills were posted and those 
Wele torn down by the sympathizers 
of the striking bill posters. The 
ciowd dispersed upon the appearance 
of the police and no arrests were made. 


Forged Imperial Signatures 

Prague, Oct. 28.—The trial bas begun 
here of Alois Mueller and Peter Von 
Schlocta on charges of trafficking in 
forged patents of nobility. It is al- 
leged that Mueiler has duped the huy- 
ers of such patents to the extent of 
$100,000. Mueller is an economle ex- 
pert, 64 years of age. Twenty-three 
separate charges have been brought 
against him, involving over 100 for- 
geries of state documents, i:nperial 
rescripts and certificates of births, 
marriages and deaths. His clients in- 
cluded well known officials.

The sentence 
was made light in view of the fact that 
Norebeck, in the midst of his trial, 
made a full confession and gave eyi- 
dence for the state.

Chicago, Oct. 28.—The Record-Herald 
says: Between 40,000 and 50,000 cuol- 
onists have gone into the far westera, 
northwestern and southwestern states 
during the months of September and 
October.

attuched to the return of that instru- 
ment to the United States. ‘This, it is 
assumed, is merely for the modification 
f details and should in no sense be 
regarded as a rejection, or as_ fore- 
shadowing any final break in the nezo- 
tiations. It is hinted that emissaries 
on American beet sugar interests are re- 
sponsible for no small part of the sensa- 
tional reports from Havana, to the ef- 
fect that the diplomatic representatives 
of the foreign powers would withdraw 
from Cuba in case she negotiated such 
a treaty with the United States as that 
row ulder consideration. 

It has even been suggested that par- 
ties in the interest of foreign traders 
might put a lobby at work in the Cu- 
ban congress to prevent its granting 
coumercial privileges to the 
United States through a reeiprocity 
treaty. While there doubtless is a 
vigorous rivalry among the foreign 
representatives for advantageous terms 
in getting the trade of Cuba, it is ap- 
parent that the consummation of a 
treaty with the United States would not 
estop Cuba from negotiating with other 
countries along similar lines, and so that 
there need be no underbhand methods 
employed. 

Dispatches stating that President 
Palma objects to the American pro- 
posal on the ground that it would re- 
sult in a large reduction of the Cu- 
ban revenue have given rise to the 
idea that Cuba will propose to grant us 
reciprocity by raising her duties on 
products from all other countries, in- 
stead of making a concession to us 
from the present rates. The details of 
the negotiation remain secret and so far 
nothing more can be said of this re- 
port than that it perhaps points in 
the direction in which Cuba may de- 
sire the present modifications.

Hostile Influences at Work 

Havana, Oct. 29.—The demand of the 
United States that Cuba shall raise 
her tariff in order that the United States 
shall continue to benefit by a 25 per- 
cent “differential” is hot!y resented in 
Cuban political circles, while foreign 
diplomatic and consular representatives 
have not been slow to protest. Two 
prominent European powers, whose 
governinents were prompt to recognize 


Cuba, have notified President Palma 
that, whatever the outcome of recip- 
rocity negotiations with Washington, 
they expect all the advantage of the 
“most favored nation” clause when 
they make a treaty with Cuba. They 


intimate that, in default of Cuba's 
ability to grant such privilege, they 
may reconsider previous recognition of 
Cuba as a nation. President Palma, 
acknowledging Cuba’s obligations t 
the United States, nevertheless le- 
lieves that Cuban markets should not 
be virtually closed against European 
commerce.

Washington, Oct. 29.—The reports 
going out of Havana and Washington 
concerning obstacles on the part of 
Cuba to the acceptance of the proposed

been much exaggerated, it 


much significance has been generally 
attached io the return of that instru- 
ment to the United States. This, it is 
aséumed, is merely for the modification 
of details and should in no sense be 
regarded fore- 
shadowing any final break in the nego- 
tiations. It is hinted that emissaries 
on American beet sugar interests are re- 
sponsible for no small part of the sensa- 
tional reports from Havana, to the ef- 
fect that the diplomatic representatives 
of the foreign powers would withdraw 
from Cuba in case she negotiated such 
a treaty with the United States as that 
row ulider consideration. 

It has even been suggested that par- 
ties in the interest of foreign traders 
might put a lobby at work in the Cu- 
ban congress to prevent its granting 
special commercial privileges to the 
United States through a reciprocity 
treaty. While there doubtless is a 
vigorous rivalry among the foreign 
representatives for advantageous terms 
in getting the trade of Cuba, it is ap- 
parent that the consummation of a 
treaty with the United States would not 
estop Cuba from negotiating with other 
countries along similar lines, and so that 
there need be no underhand methods 
employed. 

Dispatches stating that President 
Palma objects to the American pro- 
posal on the ground that it would re- 
sult in a large reduction of the Cu- 
ban revenue have given rise to the 
idea that Cuba will propose to grant us 
reciprocity by raising her duties on 
products from all other countries, in- 
stead of making a concession to us 
from the present rates. The details of 
the negotiation remain secret and so far 
nothing more can be said of this re- 
port than that it perhaps points in 
the direction in whieh Cuba may de- 
sire the present modifications.

Hostile Influences at Work 

Havana, Oct. 29.—The demand of the 
United States that Cuba shall raise 
her tariff in order that the United States 
shall continue to benefit by a 25 per- 
cent “differential” is hotly resented in 
Cuban political circles, while foreign 
diplomatic and consular representatives 
have not been slow to protest. ‘Two 
prominent European powers, whose 
governinents were prompt to recognize 
Cuba, have notified President Palma 
that, whatever the outcome of recip- 
rocity negotiations with Washington, 
they expect all the advantage of the 


“most favored nation” clause when 
they make a treaty with Cuba. They 
intimate that, in default of Cuba's 
ability to grant such privilege, they 


may reconsider previous recognition of 
Cuba as a nation. President Palma, 
acknowledging Cuba’s obligations t 
the United States, nevertheless le- 
lieves that Cuban markets should not 
be virtually closed against European 
commerce, 


Miners Threaten General Strike 

Paris, Oct. 29.—The national commit- 
tee of the striking miners has written 
a letter to Premier Combes accusing 
the companies of using intimidation to 
force the miners to resume work in- 
dividually, and of discharging those 
who refused to do so. The committee 
threatens that if such methods are con- 
tinued it will ask all the trades unions 
of I'rance to order a general strike. 


Americans Free From Cholera 

Washington, Oct. 29.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral O'Reilly has received a report 
from Lieutenant Lyster of the medical 
department, who is attached to the 
United States legation guard at Pekin, 
from which it appears that the Amer- 
ican soldiers are the only foreigners 
who have escaped the epidemic of 
cholera up to date. 


Cardiaal’s Salary Held Up 

Paris, Oct. 29.—At a council of min- 
isters held yesterday it was decided 
to suppress the salary of Cardinal 
Perraud, the bishop of Autun, on ac- 
count of an address delivered in the 
eathedral at Orleans in which the car- 
€inal severely eriticised the govern- 
ment’s actions towards the congrega- 
tions. 


Across the Pacific In Ten Days 

San Francisco, Oct. 29—The Pacitic 
Mail Company's new steamer Korea ar- 
rived at noon yesterday from Yoko- 
hama, breaking the record across the 
Pacific. ‘From Yokohama by direct 
line to San Francisco is 4000 miles, 
The Korea made the Passage in 10 days, 
averaging 470 miles a day.

or Settling With Creditors of Count 
and Countess de Castellane 
New York, Oct. 28—Samuel Ua- 
termyer, counsel for Asher Werth- 
eimer of London; Lorenzo Semple, 
counsel for the European creditors of 


the Count and Countess de Castellane, 
and Charles A. Gardiner, representing 
the Castellanes and the Gould estate, 
appeared yesterday before Judge La- 
combe in the United States circuit 
court in connection with the entry of 
an order concerning the payment of the 
claim of Wertheimer. 

The order, which was signed, con- 
firms the agreement which provides for 
the payment to Wertheimer of the sum 
of $347,327.37 in monthly paynients, 
with interest at 4 percent per anbum. 

The general settlement provides 
that payments of $4000 a month shall 
commence on Oct. 15, 1902, and be con- 
tinued until May 15, 1903, when the 
payments shali be increased to $8000 
per month until the total amount is 
paid. 

The order further provides for the 
payment of a dividend of 3 percent to 
all the creditors and that Untermyer 
shall discontinue the litigation in Lon- 
don and Paris and withdraw the Dit- 
mar suit, now pending before the court 
of appeals of this state. 

This action ends the Wertheimer liti- 
gation against the de Castellanes. 


Ashes Irom Mexican Volcanoes 

Havana, Gct. 20.—The Ward line 
steamer Vigilancia entered this port 
yesterday covered with volcanic ashes 
which fei] upon her during Sunday be- 
tween Vera Cruz and Progreso, off the 
isthmus of Tehuantepec. 


There have been volcanic eruptions 
and other disturbances in southern 
Mexico recently, which would account 
for. the volcanic dust falling on the 
steamer Vigilancia.

Advertisements 
were sent out yesterday calling for 
proposals for thé construction of two 
armored cruisers of the Tennessee 
class of about 14,500 tons displace- 
ment, the bids to be opened Jan. 6, 1903. 


No Evidence Against Mrs Kiehl 

Cortland, N. Y., Oct. 29.—At the close 
of the coroner’s hearing last night 
Mrs. Maude Kiehl, the 18-yearold 
widow, charged with poisoning her 
brother-in-law, Adam Kiehl, was 1e- 
leased for lack of evidence to connect 
her with the alleged crime. It was 
proved that Kiehl, who was a_ prom- 
inent young farmer, died of stryehni ie 
poisoning.

Paris, Oct. 29.—J. Reiff and M. 
Henry, the American jockeys whose 
licenses to ride on French tracks were 
recently withdrawn by the Jockey club 
as an outcome of an investigation of 
the jockeys’ methods of riding, will sue 
the Jockey club for damages for hay- 
ing deprived them of their licenses.

The con- 
solidation, it is said, will take the form 
of a securities holding company to be 
named the Hawaiian Securities com- 
pany, which will be incorporated under 
the laws of the state of New Jersey. 
It will have a capital of $12,006,000, C. 
Brewer & Co. of Honolulu having a 
controlling interest with friends in 
four plantations. 


Finds Oil Fuel Profitable 

Sydney, N. S. W., Oct. 29.—The Brit- 
ish tank steamer Clam, Captain Evans, 
has arrived here from Batoum, Russia. 
The Clam uses oil for fuel and she 
made a record voyage. The use of cil 
increased her speed by 44 knot au hour. 
Her daily consumption was 18 tons of 
oil, as against a former daily con- 
sumption of 26 tons of coal.

Evidently Brought In a Wagon to 
Place Where It Was Found—Hun- 
ter’s Dog First Discovered Body, 


Which Was Covered With Boughs 


Reading, Mass., Oct. 36—A  hunts-

line, the victim being pia ey 


dently a tramp, but whose identity has 
not been established. When first dis- 
covered by Walter Locke, whose do 
drew him to the spot, the body was 
still warm, and blood was slowly O0Z 
ing from no less than six woundsin the 
head. Five of these wounds were 
from pistol bullets, while the sixth, 
Which had gashed the left ear and 
plunged deep into the neck, had been 
apparently made by some sharp instru- 
ment. 

There was every indication that the 
murder itself had been committed else- | 
where and that the body had been 
taken from a wagon and dragyed into 
the field where it wasfound. Irom the 
number of wounds, the local authorities 
are led to believe that the crime was 
done in anger. The dress of the woman, 
the fact that she wore two skirts, three 
pairs of stockings and two coats, all 
seemed to indicate a person well pre- 
pared for long journeys on foot in all 
sorts of weather. There was no clue 
whatever to her identity and hundreds 
who looked upon her in the local under- 
taking rooms pronounced her a| 
stranger. | 

Locke had been hunting through the | 
Reading and Wakefield woods nearly 
all day and was coming back towards | 
his town when his dog, who was well | 


bark. 

Locke paid little attention to the 
animal until he reached him and then 
he discovered the body, partially cov- 
ered with pine boughs. Satisfying him- 
self that the Woman was dead, he ran 
to the nearest house, that of George 
Loomis, just over the line in Wake- 
field, and the two men succeeded in 
getting word to both the Reading and 
Wakefield police, and Medical Ex- 
aminer Jack in Melrose. Dr. Jack 
soon arrived and pronounced it a case 
of murder, giving his opinion that any 
one of the wounds might have proved 
fatal. According to Dr. Jack, the 
woman was apparently about 45 or 50 
years of age, 5 feet, 4 inches in height 
and weighed about 140 pounds. The | 
location of the body was 20 feet from 
the Wakefield line in Reading. 

The fact that the body was. still 
warm leads to the belief that the crime | 
must haye been committed some time | 
after noon, as it was 2:40 o'clock when | 
Locke found it. A well recognized trail 
led from the street, which gave every 
indication that the body had _ been j 
brought from the actual scene of the 
crime in some vehicle, and then 
dragged into the field, some attempt 
being made to conceal it by pine boughs. | 

Although the place where the body | 
was found is somewhat reniote from | 
any house, the surrounding country is | 
open for a considerable distance, while | 
the road is particularly straight, which 
would give anyone standing on it a 
quarter of a mile in either direction a 
good chance to see any team which 
might be driving along or stopping by 
the roadside. 

As soon as Dr. Jack had made his 
examination the body was taken to un-

Dr. Otto De Thompson, a former of- 
ficer in the Boer army under General 
De Wet, who has been in St. Louis for 
several days, delivered an address the 
other night in the Reformed church, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. In 
the course of remarks Dr. De 
Thompson said: 

“The Boers have buried their arms 
and their flag, but they have not bur- 
jed their traditions. Their dream, 
which will be realized some day, and 
that in the not distant future, is to 
form a South African republic com- 
posed of all the states from Cape Col- 
ony to the Zambezi river. When that 
dream has become a reality, the South 
African country will again come under 
the rule of the Boers, to whom it right- 
fully belongs. We were defeated not 
by the British, but by the Americans. 
Unaided by American supplies, Eng- 
land never could have conquered us. 

“At the battle of the Modder River, 
when 1,500 Missourl mules stampeded 
from the English lines and ran into 
our camp, General De Wet remarked 
to me, ‘Even the mules refuse to aid 
the English.’ 

“The traditions of the Boer people 
are too strong to be forgotten. My peo- 
ple are a part and parcel of the same 
people who were driven from Eng- 
land, Germany, France and Holland 
more than 300 years ago by religious 
persecutions. Some of them came to

try. During the winter, however, he 
says, you can have good roads in any
